Any  institution  in  which  scientific  instruction  is  given 
is  here  counted  as  a  school,  though  in  some  cases  what  is 
classed  as  a  sdiooi  is  in  reality  but  one  class,  in  which  one 
subject  of  science  is  taught,  while  in  others  there  is  a 
more  or  les^  qoni{Aete  course^  of  study  in  different  subjects. 
The  908  schools  in  1871  comprised  2,584  different  clafises^ 
18,750  students  of  .these  classes  qame  up  for  examination 
in  May,  besides  1,212  self-taught  students  and-  pupils  of 
clacoes  not'  undcfr  certificated  teachem  The  results  -  ad  com- 
pared with  those-6f  the  t^o  prevftrtis  3rear8  are  as  follows : —

2.  The  examinations  in  May  were  held  at  597  centres, 
532  provincial  and  65  metropolitan.  The  payments  to 
teachers  on  the  results  of  instruction  of  the  artizan  classes, 
as  tested  by  these  examinations,  amounted  for  the  year 
1871  to  18,8302.  58.,  being  at  the  rate  of  99.  lOd.  for  each 
person  under  instruction.  In  the  previous  year  the  rate 
was  about  11&  8d.  The  number  of  teachers  paid  was  894, 
the  payments  varying  from  1/.  to  27 4iL  108.,  the  average 
being  about  21L  per  teacher.  Grants  were  also  made 
towwls  the  purchase  of  apparatus,  diagrams,  and  examples, 
amounting  in  the  year  to  6982.  Oe.  8^.,  being  an  increase 
of  1802.  14(0.  8}(2.  on  the  year  1870,  when  they  amounted 
to  5672.  5s.  11^,     Prizes    and  medals  to  the  value  of

3.  The  letums  made  by  the  Science  Schools  in  April  last,  inonMeiii 
show  that  they  have  increased  in  number  since  May  last  year  sdenm  °' 
from  908  to  948,  and  the  number  of  classes  from  2,684  to  2,803.  ^'^^- 
The  number  of  students  under  instruction  had  decreased 

from  38,015  to  36,774.  These  numbers  are  irrespective  of 
the  Navigation  Schools,  which  do  not  send  up  pupils  for 
examination  in  May. 

4.  The  number  of  schools  in  England  is  656,  in  Scotland 
65,  and  in  Ireland  227. 

The  number  of  students  under  instruction  had  increased 
in  England  from  25,365  to  26,384.  The  nimibers  in  Scotland 
and  Ireland  had  decreased  to  4,084  and  6,306  respectively. 
The  decrease  in  Scotland  however  is  only  an  apparent  one. 
One  or  two  instiiuticms  formerly  returned  large  classes  as 
under  instruction  in  Science  where  the  pupils  only  attended 
a  few  lectures  and  did  not  come  up  to  the  Department  ex- 
amination.    These  returns  have  now  been  amended. 

5.  In  our  report  of  last  year  we  pointed  out  the  reductions  Bffect  of 
which  we  had  found  it  necessary  to  make  in  the  payments  tS^l^^^ts. 
on  results,  the  reasons  which  had  led  «»•  to  believe  timt 

these  reductions  were  necessary,  and  the  effect  they  had 
had  in  reducing  the  former  Jute  of  increase  in  the  numbers 
of  science  schooband.  classes.  These  reductions  came  into 
full  effect  at  the  examination  of  May  1871.  We  believe 
that  the  system  is  now  on  a  datisfaetory  footing,  and  that 
science  instruction  will  enlist  a  larger  amount  of  local  sup- 
port^ and  will  not  be  entirely  dependant  for  its  existence  on 
state  aid.  From  a  return  made  by  Science  Schools  in  1870 
it  appeals  that  the  fees  amounted  in  England  to  3,8732., 
in  Scotland  to  8222.,  and  in  Ireland  to  366Z.,  which  bears  a 
fair  proportion  in  the  two  former  countries  to  the  Parlia- 
mentary Grants  which  were  respectively  14,289Z.  and  8622. 

6.  Tlie  Minute  adverted  to  in  our  last  report  making 
special  payments  to  aid  students  in  procuring  laboratoiy 
apparatus  for  practical  work  has,  we  are  glad  to  find,  been 
taken  advantage  of  to  a  considerable  extent.  Fifty-five 
schools  applied  for  this  grant  in  1870,  and  61  in  1871,  the 
number  of  students  being  about  800. 

7.  At  the  competition  for  Whiiworth  scholarships,  the  Whitworth 
third  since  their  endowment,  66  candidates  competed.    Of  ^^^p^*®"- 
these  39  passed  the  qualifying  examination  in  theoretical 
subjects.    Thirty  of  these  were  examined  in  practical  work 

by  Snr  Joseph  Whitworth  at  his  works  at  Manchester. 
Qolonel  Bich,  RE.,  and  Mr.  Marshall,  Secretary  of  the  Insti- 
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tute  of  Mechanical  Engineers,  were,  as  last  year,  employed 
to  make  the  preliminary  selection  of  workmen. 

8.  Of  the  local  exhibitions  towards  which  the  Department 
provides  252.  on  the  locality  contributing  a  similar  amount, 
12  were  competed  for  last  year,  and  the  same  number  have 
been  applied  for  this  year.  Of  the  Elementary  School  and 
Science  and  Art  Scholarships  towards  which  the  locality 
contributes  5Z.,  which  is  supplemented  in  the  former  case 
by  a  grant  of  5{.,  and  in  the  latter  by  one  of  102.,  the 
numbers  ^ere  as  follows  : — ^Elementary  School  Scholarships 
for  May  1870,  55,  for  1871,  43:  Science  and  Art  Scholar- 
ships, for  May  1870,  55,  for  May  1871, 36.  The  applications 
for  these  scholarships  for  May  1872  are  respectively  48 
and  37. 

9.  The  arrangements  which  were  reported  last  year 
for  employing  special  local  secretaries  and  assistants  in 
conducting  the  Science  examinations  worked  very  satis* 
factorily.  The  examinations  were  thus  conducted  at 
Birmingham,  Bolton,  Bristol,  Burnley,  Leeds,  Nottingham, 
Oldham,  Plymouth  and  Sheffidd.  This  year  arrangements 
have  been  made  for  a  similar  employment  of  special  local 
secretaries  in  42  towns,  besides  the  Metropolis  in  which  there 
is  a  special  local  secretory  for  each  School  Board  District 
except  the  City  in  which  the  number  of  dasses  is  smalL 
In  Ireland  a  large  proportion  of  the  examinations  was 
conducted  by  the  Inspectors  of  the  National  Education 
Board,  the  'ComanissionerB  having  obligingly  placed  their 
services  at  the  disposal  of  the  Science  and  Art  Depart-* 
ment  for  that  pxirpose.  The  remainder  of  the  examina- 
tions were  conducted  by  the  Local  Committees.  Officers  of 
Boyal  Engineers  were,  as  in  former  years,  employed  both 
in  making  the  inspections  of  the  sdiools  and  in  super- 
vising the  examinations  and  assisting  in  their  conduct ;  77 
officers  were  thus  employed,  538  schools  were  inspected  by 
them,  and  704  examinations  visited  at  a  cost,  including 
travelling  expenses,  of  2,2591.  Besides  these,  152  schools 
were  inspected  by  the  inspectors  of  the  Department,  and 
32  examinations  visited.)  Some  of  the* officers  of  the 
Department  were  also  engaged  in  visiting  the  examinations 
in  and  about  London.  On  the  whole,  the  examinations 
were  fairly  conducted,  the  number  of  irr^ularities  being 
fewer  than  in  previous  years. 

10.  The  two  special  courses  of  instruction  for  teachers,  the 
preliminary  arrangements  for  which  were  detailed  in  our 
last  report,  were  given  in  the  rooms  of  the  Royal  School 
of  Naval  Architecture,  the  students  of  that  school  being 
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away  in  the  dockyards.  The  course  on  Biology  was  given 
by  Professor  Huxley  assisted  by  Dr.  Michael  Foster,  Dr. 
Rutherford  and  Mr.  Kay  Lankester.  It  was  attended  by 
39  teachers  and  lasted  six  weeks.  The  course  on  Experi- 
mental Physics  by  Professor  Quthrie,  also  lasted  six  weeks 
and  was  attended  by  42  teachers.  He  was  assisted  by 
Professor  Ooodeve,  Dr.  Maxwell  Simpson,  Mr.  Wormell  and 
Mr.  Barrett.  We  have  made  arrangements  for  giving  this 
system  of  instruction  to  teachers  a  still  further  extension 
this  year.  There  will  be  courses  in  Chemistry,  Physics, 
Applied  Mechanics,  Biology  and  Physiology,  and  Qeo- 
meirical  and  Mechanical  Drawing. 

11.  At  p.  25,  Appendix  A,  will  be  found  a  Minute  giving  ongimised 
increased  grants  to  schools  in  which  there  is  an  organised  sc^^^Lif 
course  of  Science  instruction.     The  course  was  laid  down  ■*™ctioii. 
with  a  good  deal  of  care  and  after  consultation  with  the 
whole  body  of  examiners.    We  trust  that  it  may  has^e  an 
important  bearing  on  the  development  of  Science  instruction. 

12.  The  details  with  regard  to  Science  Instruction  will 
be  found  in  Appendix  B.,  Captain  Donfielly's  report,  in 
which  are  embodied  the  reports  of  tbe  examiners.  Those 
reports  though  th^y  still  point  to  son^e  ^bortcpmings,  on 
the  whole  bear  satisfactory  testimony  to  the  improved 
quality  of  the  instruction  given  in  the  Science  classes^ 

13.  Building  grants  have  been  jnsjie  for  Science  Schools  to  S"^^*'/"^ 
Keighley,  Kendal,  and  Lambeth.    (See  Appez^lix  B.,  p.  21^).    '*" 

(6.)  Adixmeed  Soientifie  Instruction. 

14.  Science  Training  School— The  new  buildings  for  this  sdenoe 
school  (see  §§  40  and  41)  are  now  nearly  ready  for  occupation ;  s^l^ 
and  during  the  current  year  a  number  of  the  rooms  have 
been  furnished  with  the  necessary  apparatus  for  the  courses 

of  special  instruction  provided  for  Teachers  of  Science 
Schools,  selected  for  this  purpose  in  accordance  with  the 
terms  of  our  Minute  of  the  11th  of  March  1869.  Plans  of 
the  buildings,  showing  their  internal  arrangement,  will  be 
found  at  the  end  of  Appendix  A,  opposite  p.  34. 

16.  The  Royal  School  of  Mines,— We  regret  to  have  to  Ijgjjj^f 
record  the  loss  sustained  by  the  Royal  School  of  Mines,  Mines. 
and  the  other  branches  of  the  Department  which  have  Dmthof 
been  for  many  years  under  his  control,  by  the  death  of  SiL^h^n. 
the  late  Director,  Sir  Roderick  I.  Murchison,  Bart.,  E.C.B., 
which  took  place  on  the  22nd  of  October  1871.     We  have, 
as  a  provisional  measure,  pending  the  consideration  of  the 
Report  of  the  Royal  Commission  on  Scientific  Instruction, 
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placed  the  general  direction  of  the  School  of  Mines  under 
the  Committee  of  Pi'ofessors,  and  appointed  the  Senior 
Professor,  Mr.  Warington  Smyth,  F.R.S.,  the  Chairman. 
Professor  A.  C.  Ramsay,  F.R.S.,  has  been  appointed  to 
succeed  Sir  Roderick  Murchison  as  Director-General  of  the 
Geological  Survey  (see  §  79),  and  also,  provisionally,  pending 
the  consideration  of  the  report  of  the  Royal  Commission 
on  Scientific  Instruction,  as  Director  of  the  Museum  of 
Practical  Geology  in  Jermyn  Street. 

Number  of  16.  Fifteen  students,  including  Exhibitioners,  attended 
tudento.  ^jy^ing  the  session  of  1870-71  the  cotirse  of  instruction 
required  for  the  Associat^ship  of  the  School  of  Minea  One 
or  more  of  the  courses  have  been  also  attended  by  occasional 
students,  to  the  number  of  122,  being  an  increase  of  29  on 
the  attendance  in  the  session  of  1868-69,  and  a  decrease  of 
two  on  that  of  1869-70.  The  details  of  the  attendance 
are  reported  at  page  453  of  the  Appendix. 

"Murchiaon  17.  The  Murcfiisou  Prize, — The  late  Director,  Sir 
**'  Roderick  I.  Murchison,  has  by  his  will  bequeathed  to  ^*  the 
Directors  and  Professors  for  the  time  being  of  the  Royal 
School  of  Mines"  the  sum  of  500i.,  to  be  invested  in  the 
public  fimds,  the  income  arising  from  such  investment  to  be 
applied  annually  to  the  purchase  of  books  for  a  prize,  to  be 
styled  the  "  Murchison  Prize,"  and  to  be  accompanied  with 
a  bronze  medal,  the  dies  of  which  he  has  also  bequeathed  to 
the  school.    {See  Appendix  A.,  page  29.) 

»oy»i  18.  The  Boyal  College  of  Chemistry/. — Dr.  Frankland  in 

che^toy.  his  report  of  tibis  institution,  at  page  455  bf  the  Appendix, 
again  draws  attention  to  the  over-crowding  of  the  students, 
and  to  his  having  been  compelled  to  refuse  admission  to 
many  applicants  in  consequence  of  the  want  of  adequate 
space  in  the  laboratories.  The  number  of  individual  stu- 
dents in  attendance  for  the  three  terms  of  1871  was  148 ; 
the  numbers  in  the  two  previous  years  having  been  121  in 

1870,  and  136  in  1869. 

HeteUur-         19.  The  Metallurgical  Laboratory  at  the  Royal  School  of 

fiSJtonr.      Mines  in  Jermyn  Street,  under  the  direction  of  Dr.  Percy, 

*    has  been  attended  by  35  students  during  the  session  of 

1871,  or  11  more  than  in  1870,  when  the  number  was  24. 
The  returns  of  the  attendance  are  contained  in  the  Report 
of  the  Royal  School  of  Mines  at  page  455  of  the  Appendix. 

Evening  20.  Eveuvng  Lectures. — The  three  courses  of  evening 

Lecturot.     lectures  to  working    men   delivered  during    the  winter 

months,  were  each  attended  by  600  persons,  the  full  number 

which  can  be  accommodated  in  the  lecture  theatre.      Mr. 

Reeks,  the  registrar,  reports  that  the  number  of  personal 
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appliofttioDS  alone  for  tickets  for  these  lectures  is  seldom 
less  than  l^OOO.  The  number  of  echool  teachers  attending 
the  two  oooTses  of  evening  lectures  specially  intended  for 
them  was  353,  presenting  about  the  same  average  atten- 
dance at  each  course  as  in  previous  years.  An  additional 
course  of  12  lectures  on  Geology,  known  as  the  "  Swiney 
"  lectures  on  Geology,"  in  connexion  with  the  British 
Museum,  delivered  by  Dr.  Oobbold,  F.RS.,  was  attended 
by  4,500  persona 

21.  Boyal  College  of  Science  of  Ireland, — The  several  Boyaicoi- 
courses  of  systematic  instruction  in  this  College  have  been  ^l^^of 
conducted^  during  the  session  of  1870-71,  in   accordance  ^^*"^ 
with  the  programme  appended  to  the  last  report  of  the 

Dean  of  Faculty  {see  18th  Report,  p.  480).  The  number 
of  separate  subjects  is  21,  and  the  number  of  lectures 
delivered  during  the  session  ending  June  1871,  was  1,658. 
The  total  number  of  individaal  students  attending  these 
lectures  was  52,  showing  the  satisfactory  increase  of  14, 
or  31*5  per  cent,  on  the  number  in  the  preceding  session. 
Of  these  52  students,  22,  including  Exhibitioners,  were 
prosecuting  the  full  three  years'  course  required  for  the 
diploma  of  Associate  of  the  College.  The  details  of  the  Ses- 
sional Examinations,  together  with  a  list  of  the  donations 
and  other  information  relative  to  the  Museum  of  the  College, 
which  was  visited  during  the  year  by  4,423  persons,  to  the 
library,  and  the  general  administration  of  the  Royal  College 
of  Science,  are  given  in  the  Report  of  Dr.  Sidney,  the 
Secretary  of  the  College,  at  p.  479  of  the  Appendix. 

22.  The  Report  of  the  Council  of  the  Royal  College  of  ^JoJi^ii. 
Science  is  given  at  p.  479  of  the  Appendix.     The   Council 
report  with  gratification  that  the  progress  of  the  Institution 

in  usefulness  and  popularity  is  fiilly  evinced  by  a  steady 
increase  from  year  to  year,  since  its  establishment  in  1867, 
in  the  public  appreciation  and  support  which  it  has  received 
coupled  with  the  high  standard  of  proficiency  required  for 
its  diploma  and  other  honours. 

23.  Evening    Lectures.  —  As  in  previous  years,  short  JjJ!^^ 
oouraee  of  evening  popular  lectures  for  the  benefit  of  the 
working  classes  were  voluntarily  delivered  by  several  of 

the  professors  at  the  nominal  fee  of  6c2.  for  each  course. 
The  number  of  tickets  taken  was  196,  while  for  the 
evening  lessons  in  practical  chemistry,  44  tickets,  at  11.  each, 
were  taken,  making  a  total  evening  attendance  of  240. 
A  course  of  six  afternoon  lectures  on  English  Literature 
was  also  given  under  the  direction  of  a  special  committee^ 
with  an  average  attendance  of  140. 
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24.  Royal  Sdiool  cf  Naval  Ai^chUectwrd  cmd 
ETigmeeriTig.  —  The  Inspector^Gteneral,  the  R^v.  Joseph 
WooUej,  LL.D.,  reports  that  the  examination  passed  by 
the  students  at  the  end  of  the  session  of  1870-71  was  more 
satisfactory  than  on  any  previous  occasion,  and-  especially 
that  the  systematic  instruction  in  chemistry  twice  a  week 
at  the  Royal  College  of  Chemistry,  which  commenced  in 
January  1871,  has  been  attended  with  good  results,  while 
the  general  proficiency  of  the  students  in  subjects  more 
immediately  professional  was  also  maintained. 

25.  Of  ten  candidates  for  the  diploma  of  Fellow,  all  of 
whom  were  students  who  had  completed  their  full  term 
of  study  in  the  school,  nine  were  successful.  The  report 
of  the  Inspector-General  will  be  found  at  page  209  of  the 
Appendix.     (^See  cdao  App.  R,  p.  405.) 

26.  The  number  of  students  sent  to  the  school  by  the 
Lords  of  the  Admiralty  during  the  session  was  32,  namely, 
17  engineer  and  15  shipwright  students;  and  the  number 
of  ordinary  students  was  10,  of  whom  five  studied  as  marine 
engineers  and  five  as  naval  architects.  The  total  number, 
42,  is  two  more  than  in  the  preceding  sessions  of  1868-69 
and  1869-r70. 
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Natioiua  •  27.  The  Natioiial  Art  Training  School. — Duriner  the  year 
inff  School.  42  students  in  training  to  become  Art  Teachers  and  20 
national  scholara  in  training  to  become  designers  or  Art- 
workmen,  have  received  allowances  to  enable  them  to  study 
in  the  School  and  Museum ;  2  students  in  training  have 
obtained  appointments  as  masters  in  Schools  of  Art  at 
Belfast  and  Salisbury.  216  other  students  received  gra- 
tuitous instruction,  of  whom  13  were  men  of  the  corps  of 
Royal  Engineers. 

The  students  of  the  schools  obtained  at  the  annual 
examinations  16  certificates  of  the  3rd  grade  (giving 
qualification  as  instructors  in  Schools  of  A^).  Of  these 
certificates  1  only  was  for  advanced  Art  qualifications,  6 
for  architectural  drawing,  and  12  for  the  1st  or  elementary 
group. 

With  a  view  to  enable  the  School  to  fulfil  its  primary 
object  of  training  masters  for  Art  Schools  most  einciently, 
we  have  found  it  necessary   to  check  the  admission  of 


studoito  Mekdng  iiifitniciion  in  'mere  eletnentluy  drawing 
bj  impofiihg  an  examinaiti(»i  test  for  all  candidates  for 
admission,  and  by  making  alterations  in  the  regulations  of 
the  sdiooL  The  details  of  these  alterations  are  explained 
in  Minutes  printed  in  App.  A.,  page  29.  From  time  to 
time  the  standard  of  the  examination  will  be  raised. 

Two  gold,  6  silver,  12  bronze  medals,  and  16  Queen's  Medals  and 
prizes  were  awarded  to  students  of  the  Normal   School  ^"'^' 
in  the  naticmal  competition. 

Whilst  the  number  of  students  has  decreased  from 
994  to  954,  the  fees  received  have  risen  from  2,623^.  to 
2,8232.  139.  4d.    {See  App.  D.,  p.  401.) 

28.  The  Etdkvag  Class  continues  to  work  satisfactorily,  ^hinff 
Objects  selected  from  the  Museum  are  illustrated  for  the    ^' 
instruction  of  local  Schools  of  Art.     (See  App.  D.,  p.  403.) 

29.  Sdiools  of  Art. — New  schools  have  been  established  schooia  or 
at  Bradford,  Northampton,  Saltaire,  and  Walsall.     Building  ^^' 
grants  have  been  made  in  aid  of  the  erection  or  adaptation 

of  buildings  for  the  purposes  of  Schools  of  Ai*t  at  Kendal, 
Keighley,  Bel&st,  and  Ljstmbeth.  The  number  of  schools 
is  now  117.  The  total  number  of  students  in  them  is 
21,155.  The  work  done  in  the  schools  continues  steadily 
to  increase ;  10,846  students  submitted  65,425  drawings  or 
models ;  the  number  in  1870  having  been  9,452  students, 
who  sent  56,857  works.  8,050  of  these  competing  students 
were  of  the  industrial  classes,  on  whose  account  payments 
were  made  to  the  local  committees! of  the  Schools.  In 
the  elementary  examinations  of  the  2nd  grade  3,694  stu- 
dents were  successful,  of  whom  1,153  obtained  prizes.

— ^At  the  examination  of  these  schools,  in  November,  298 
teachers  obtained  certificates  for  drawing.  This  n^unber 
is  less  than  that  of  last  year,  but  greater  than  that  of  any 
other  pi^eceding  year. 

34.  G'tunts  in  aid  of  the.  Pv/rchoM  of  Excm/plea  and 
Apparatus, — In  1869 — the  amount  of  the  grant  wae 
1,3012.  Ss.  Hid.  on  342  requisitions;  and  in  1870 —

38.  The  details  relating  to  instruction  in  Art  will  be 
found  in  the  Eepoi-t  by  Mr.  Bowler,  at  page  213,  and  its 
Appendices. 

III. — South  Kensington  Museum. 

39.  New  Buildings. — ^The  new  South-east  Court,  which  NewBuUd. 
is  intended  for  the  exhibition  of  objects  of  great  height,  has 

now  been  roofed  in,  and  will  shortly  be  opened  to  the 
public.  The  internal  decoration  of  this  and  the  other 
new  portions  of  the  building  is  in  progress.  Several  wall 
panels  for  the  South  Court,  in  continuation  of  the  historical 
series  of  full-length  portraits  of  artists,  have  been  executed 
during  the  past  year,  chiefly  by  the  female  Art  students 
who  are  employed,  as  far  as  possible,  in  work  of  this  kind,  in 
accordance  with  the  arrangements  referred  to  in  previous 
Reporta     (See  17th  Report,  p.  xvi,  and  18th  Report,  p.  xvii) 

40.  The  new  Schools  of  Science  and  Naval  Architecture  New  Science 
are  rapidly  approaching  completion.     As  an  experiment  in  ****<»^ 

a  method  of  ornamentation  hitherto  little  known  in  this 
country,  the  walls  of  the  back  elevation  are  being  deco- 
rated with  jsgraffito-work,  executed  by  students  of  the  Art 
Schools.  A  contract  has  been  accepted  for  mosaic  marble 
pavements  made  by  convict  labour,  which  has  been  for 
some  time  past  employed  by  the  Director-General  of 
Convict  Prisons,  Capt.  Du  Cane,  R.E.,  in  such  work  with 
satisfactory  results. 

41.  With  a  view  to  adopting  the  best  methods  of  in-  Fjjgg".^- 
temal  arrangement  and  fittings  as  ascertained  by  the  ex- 
perience of  other  countries  where  Government  Schools  of 
Science  and  Public  Laboratories  have  been  established,  we 
directed  Captain  Festin^  RE.,  to  visit  the  Laboratories  of 
Aix-la-Chapelle,  Berlin,  JBonn,  Heidelberg,  Leipzig,  Munich, 
where  there  are  four  chemical  laboratories  and  a  laboratory 

for  physics,  and  also  the  Technological  Laboratory  of  Zurich. 

B 
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It  appears  from  Captain  Festing's  report  *  on  these  insti- 
tutions that  excellent  accommodation  is  provided  in  them 
for  a  large  number  of  students,  and  much  importance  is 
attached  by  the  respective  Qovemments  to  the  practical 
teaching  of  chemistry  and  physics. 

42.  Public  Lectures. — Two  courses  of  public  lectures 
specially  addressed  to  Art  students  have  been  delivered 
during  the  past  year  in  the  Lecture  Theatre  of  the  Museum, 
and  the  permission  given  in  1870  to  the  Committees  for  the 
Higher  Education  of  Women  and  for  the  Instruction  of 
Women  in  Science  and  Art  was  renewed  last  year.  The 
number  of  attendances  at  these  several  courses  of  lectures 
was  9,031. 

Work* of  43.  Works  of  Fine  Art. — The  Inspector-General  for  Art 
reports,  at  page  444  of  the  Appendix,  that  the  additional 
pictures  in  oil  and  water  colours  acquired  during  the  past 
year  by  gifts  or  purchase  have  been  198  in  number.  We 
have  gladly  availed  ourselves  of  Mr.  W.  Smith's  munificent 
offer  to  allow  of  the  selection  from  his  valuable  collection 
of  any  works  in  water  colour  painted  prior  to  the  year 
1800  in  order  to  complete  the  historical  collection  of 
paintings  in  water  colours  up  to  that  date.  86  works 
have  been  thus  obtained,  varying  from  the  earliest  prac- 
tice of  the  art  in  England  up  to  the  date  (1805)  of  the 
foundation  of  the  Society  of  Painters  in  Water  Colours. 
These  paintings  are  now  arranged  on  the  walls  in  chrono- 
logical order  with  other  gifts  and  purchases  formerly  re- 
ported upon.  A  catalogue  with  suitable  prefatory  intro- 
duction is  now  in  course  of  compilation.  {See  App.  A, 
pp.  33, 34,  and  18th  Report  §  40.)  The  paintings  by  modem 
foreign  artists,  principally  selected  from  the  Townsend  and 
Parsons  bequests,  have  been  arranged  on  the  walls  of  the 
Museum.  Two  or  three  private  collections  chiefly  consisting 
of  works  by  the  old  masters  have,  during  the  past  year, 
been  exhibited  to  the  public,  and  the  sound  condition  of 
all  the  works  under  the  supervision  of  the  Inspector-General 
for  Art  has  been  carefully  attended  to. 

UifUimd  44.  AH  Museum. — Gifts  and  Bequests. — Among  the 
numerous  donations  of  art  objects  received  during  the  post 
year  may  be  instanced  a  group  in  marble  of  Cupid  and 
Pan,  presented  by  Mr.  Malcolm  of  Poltallock ;  medallion 
portraits  in  tinted  wax,  presented  by  Mr.  Charles  Kerr ; 
six  oil  paintings  of  the  British  School,  the  gilt  of  Mr.  C.  T. 
Maud  of  Bath ;  and  a  bequest  by  Mr.  W.  S.  Louch  of  oil

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and  water  colour  paintings  and  miniatures.  The  descrip* 
tions  in  detail  of  the  pictures  selected  from  Mr.  W.  Smith's 
ocdlection  of  water  colour  pictures,  referred  to  in  the  fore- 
going paragraph,  and  of  the  other  gifts  and  bequests  will  be 
found  at  pp.  413  and  416  of  the  Appendix  to  the  Report  of 
the  Director. 

45.  Loans. — The  space  appropriated  to  the  loan  collec-  Loans. 
tion  has  been  inconveniently  crowded  with  objects,  and  the 
aoceptance  of  many  important  loans  has  been  necessarily 
postponed  in  consequence  of  the  difficulty  of  providing 
suitable  space  for  their  exhibition.  Lists  of  the  objects 
lent  to  the  Art  Museum  and  of  the  contributors  of  them 
will  be  found  at  pp.  409  and  411  of  the  Appendix. 

4C.  The  Meyrick  Collection  of  ancient  arms  and  armour,  Me^nrick 
ivory  carvings,  and  other  art  objects,  which  have  been  ex-    °  ^  **"* 
hibited  since  the  end  of  1868,  remained  on  loan  throughout 
the  year.    It  has  been  returned  to  its  owner,  who  has  found 
purcbaaers  at  higher  prices   than  those  at  which  it  was 
offered  to  the  Department. 

47.  Art  Purchases. — The  principal  acquisitions  by  pur-  Pureiuwes. 
chase  duiing  the  year  have  been  the  Waterton  collection  of 
rings,  consisting  of  624  examples  of  Egyptian,  Greek, 
Roman,  Keltic,  and  other  ancient  and  medieval  rings;  a 
rood-loft  of  white  and  coloured  marble  from  the  Cathe- 
dral of  Bois-le-Duc,  North  Brabant,  and  additional  speci- 
mens of  ivories  from  Mr.  John  Webb's  collection  (see  16th 
Report,  §  38).  • 

48.  The  CoUections  of  Textile  Fabrics^  and  of  Wrought-  Textue 
I}X>n  Work  ha.ve  undergone  little  alteration  during  the  year,  ^e^ic*^ 
The  Keramic  Collection  has  been  partially  re-arranged,  and  collection. 
a  more  complete  and  systematic  classification  of  the  objects 

has  been  effected  The  number  of  students  who  have  made 
use  of  these  and  the  other  collections  of  the  Art  Museum 
for  the  purpose  of  copying,  during  the  past  year,  is  172,  ex- 
clusive of  students  of  the  National  Art  Training  Schools 
and  the  numerous  visitors  who  merely  make  slight  sketches 
of  objects. 

49.  Girctdating  CoUedian. — The  principal  local  exhibi- 
ii<»i  of  the  year  to  which  objects  were  contributed  on  loan 
from  the  circulating  collection  of  the  Museum  was  that  of 
the  Bath  and  West  of  £ngland  Society,  held  at  Guildford. 
The  details  of  the  loans  to  this  and  other  exhibitions  in  con- 
nexion with  Schools  of  Art  will  be  found  at  p.  424  of  the 
Appendix.  The  number  of  paintings  and  drawings  circu- 
lated to  Schools  of  Art  for  the  purpose  of  study  during  the 
year  1871  was  4d5 ;  the  number  in  the  previous  year  having 
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been  523.  The  system  of  distributing  the  Art  publications 
of  the  Department  among  the  Schools  of  Art  on  deposit 
loan  for  lengthened  periods,  as  prescribed  by  our  minute  of 
29th  of  January  1868,  continues  to  work  satisfactorily. 
The  table  at  p.  426  of  the  Appendix  shows  the  number  of 
works  lent  to  each  school.  The  total  number  of  objects  so 
lent  during  the  year  was  1,710.     (See  also  pp.  43l-4}4!0.) 

50.  Pains  Convention.  Reproductions. — In  further  pur- 
suance of  the  Convention  formed,  during  the  Paris  Universal 
Exhibition  of  1867,  by  His  Royal  Highness  the  Prince  of 
Wales  and  other  members  of  the  reigning  families  of  Europe, 
and  to  which  reference  has  been  made  in  previous  reports 
(see  15th  Report,  p.  84,  and  18th  Report,  p.  xxi,  §  49),  we 
have  the  gratification  of  reporting  to  Your  Majesty  that 
His  Majesty  the  King  of  the  Belgians  has  constituted  a 
Royal  Commission,  of  which  His  Royal  Highness  the  Count 
of  Flanders  is  President,  for  the  purpose  of  promoting  the 

.  objects  of  the  Convention  by  the  international  exchange  of 
reproductions  of  important  works  of  Art.  Active  measures 
are  now  in  progress  for  casting  the  celebrated  chimney-piece 
in  the  Town  Hall  at  Bruges,  a  group  of  the  Virgin  and 
Child  by  Michael  Angelo,  and  other  Art  objects  in  the 
Church  of  Notre  Dame  at  HaL  In  exchange  for  copies  of 
these  objects,  to  be  furnished  to  the  South  Kensington 
Museum,  the  Belgian  Royal  Commission  has  selected  some 
of  the  best  specimens  produced  for  the  Museum  of  fac- 
similes in  electrotype  and  fictile  ivory. 

51.  With  the  view  of  noting  objects  suitable  for  repro- 
duction, the  Director  visited  in  the  autumn  of  last  year 
some  of  the  principal  towns  in  Germany,  and  reports  that 
their  Imperial  Highnesses  the  Crown  Prince  and  Princess 
of  Germany  were  graciously  pleased  to  interest  themselves 
personally  in  giving  effect  to  the  provisions  of  the  Con- 
vention. Experiments  in  electrotyping  made  at  the 
Berlin  Museum  during  Mr.  Cole's  visit  may  lead  to  the 
reproduction  in  metal  of  many  of  the  most  important 
mediaeval  metal  worka 

52.  The  reproduction  of  ancient  Italian  mosaics  by  means 
of  paper  impressions  has  been  carried  on  with  quite  satisfac- 
tory  results,  the  copies  being  so  perfect  as  to  be  hardly 
distinguished  from  the  originals.  We  have  appointed  a  Com- 
mission of  advice  upon  the  subject  of  obtaining  permanent 
fac-similes  of  the  cartoons  of  RaSaelle.  (See  l7th  Report, 
page  xix.,  and  18th  Report,  page  xxi) 

53.  Indian  Architectv/re, — ^We  have  received  during  the 
year  several  casts  of  important  examples  of  Indian  Archi- 
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tecture,  moulded  by  native  moulders,  under  the  direction 
of  Lieut.  H.  HL  Cole,  RE.  The  details  of  these  reproduc- 
tions are  given  in  the  Appendix  at  pages  422,  423. 

54.  National  Art  Library,  —  The  rearrangement  and  Art 
classification  of  the  whole  contents  of  the  Library  has  been    *  "^^* 
completed  without  closing  the  rooms  during  the  work.    The  Sj^f  "'^ 
acquisition  of  books  has  been  considerable,  and  includes 
many  works   of  importance.     The   collection  of  original 
drawings  has  been  enriched  by  the  acquisition  of  upwards 

of  400  designs  for  jewellery — the  works  of  the  Santini 
family,  at  Florence,  from  the  latter  part  of  the  16th  to  the 
18tb  centuries ;  also  by  a  series  of  full-sized  coloured  trac- 
ings of  the  painted  windows  in  Fairford  Church.  The  P""^»»  *<^' 
collections  of  prints  and  photographs  have  been  largely 
increased.  The  working  catalogue  of  the  Library  has  been 
rearranged,  and  is  now.  available  for  readers,  the  index 
being  kept  up  as  heretofore.     (See  App.  D.,  pp.  427-430.) 

55.  The  attendance  of  readers  declined  during  the  earlier 
portion  of  the  year,  and  increased  in  the  later  months. 
The  total  nimiber  was  16,742,  or  1,592  less  than  in  1870. 

56.  Educational  Collectiona,- — At  the  close  of  the  Inter-  Educational 
national  Exhibition  of  1871  it  was  considered  desirable  that       ®*^**o"*- 
the  collection  of  educational  apparatus  contained   in  the 
model  school  house  exhibited  by  Sweden  should,  if  possible, 

be  acquired  for  the  Museum.  After  some  negotiations  the 
purchase  of  the  gi*eater  part  of  this  collection  was  agreed  on 
for  the  sum  of  265i,  and  it  now  forms  one  of  the  most 
interesting  sections  of  the  Educational  Division  of  the 
Museum.  A  remarkable  series  of  illustrations  of  the 
manufacture  of  paper  in  Japan  has  been  received  from 
the  Foreign  Office.  This  Collection  was  made  by  the 
British  Consulate  in  that  country  by  direction  of  the  late 
Earl  of  Clarendon. 

57.  EdiuxUional  Librai^, — The  Report  shows  a  steady  Educational 
increase^  both  in  the  contents  of  this  Library  and  in  the  ^^^''^'y- 
number  of  persons  who  consult  it  (see  Appendix  D.,  p.  390). 

The  chief  acquisition  during  the  past  year  is  a  copy  of  the 
works  of  Fi-etlerick  the  Great  from  the  Royal  Printing 
Presj",  Berlin,  in  23  volumes  quarto,  bound  in  crimson 
morocco.  This  was  presented  to  the  Museum  by  command 
of  the  Emperor  of  Germany. 

58.  The  numhier  of  readers  was  14,541,  an  increase  of  Number  of 
1,045,  or  77  per  cent.,  over  the  readers  of  1870.       The    "  ^"" 
daily  average  attendance  numbers  nearly  47. 
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59.  Food  ColUction. — Very  few  a4lditioiis  have  been  made 
to  this  collection  daring  the  past  year,  owing  to  want  of 
space.  The  entire  collection  has  now  been  lemoyed  to  the 
Branch  Mnseom  at  Bethnal  Gre^Ei,  where  it  has  been  re- 
arranged for  public  exhibition. 

60.  Economic  Entomology. — ^This  series,  illustrative  of 
the  Science  of  Forestry,  and  of  Economic  Entomology,  as 
applied  to  alimentary  substances,  has  made  progress  during 
the  year.  Eleven  additional  cases  have  been  prepared 
under  the  superintendence  of  Mr.  Andrew  Murray,  and 
others  are  in  progress.  Being  intended  to  form  part  of 
the  Food  Collection,  this  Entomological  Series  has  been 
transferred  to  the  Branch  Museum,  Bethnal  Green. 

61.  ifueeum  of  Economic  Fish  Culture, — Various  ex- 
periments in  pisciculture  have  been  carried  on  during  the 
year  by  Mr.  Frank  Buckland ;  and  many  casts  of  fish,  and 
other  illustrations,  have  been  added  to  the  collection. 

62.  Animal  Pi'oducts  Collection. —  This  collection  has 
been  unavoidably  withdrawn  from  public  view  for  some 
time  past,  in  consequence  of  the  want  of  accommodation. 
It  has  now  been  removed  to  the  Branch  Museum  at  Bethnal 
Green,  and  has  been  re-arranged  there  for  exhibition. 

63.  The  Collections  of  Construction  and  Building  Ma- 
terials, Modem  War  MaieHals,  and  Machines  and  Models 
of  Machinery,  have  undergone  no  material  alteration 
during  the  past  year ;  their  completion  and  systematic  re- 
arrangement being  impracticable  until  more  ample  space  is 
available  for  the  purpose.  {See  the  Report  of  the  Director, 
Appendix  D.,  page  394.) 

64.  Collection  of  Naval  Models. — Few  additions  have 
been  made  to  this  collection  during  the  past  year  in  con- 
sequence of  the  limited  space  which  can  at  present  be 
allotted  to  it  in  the  Exhibition  galleries ;  and  it  has  been 
necessary  for  the  same  reason  to  withhold  from  exhibition 
some  of  the  models  of  Dockyard  Civil  Engineering.  It  is 
proposed,  however,  to  transfer  the  collection  to  more  com- 
modious buildings  at  Greenwich  Hospital,  where  it  will  be 
again  placed  under  the  control  of  the  Lords  Commissioners 
of  the  Admiralty. 

65.  Catalogues,  <fc — Several  new  i>ublication8  have  been 
issued  by  the  Department  during  the  past  year,  some  of 
which  had  already  passed  through  the  press,  and  were  wait- 
ing only  for  the  completion  of  the  necessary  illustrations. 
The  most  important  are — the  description  of  the  ivories 
in  the  Museum  by  Mr.  William  Maskell,  illustrated  by 
photographs  and  woodcuts,  and  containing  notices  of  special 
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objects  to  be  met  with  in  other  collections ;  an  illustri^ted 
catal(^ue  of  the  Roman  and  Anglo-Saxon  antiquities  be- 
queathed by  Mr.  W.  Qibbs,  written  by  Mr.  C.  Roach  Smith, 
F.S.A. ;  an  account  of  the  architecture  of  ancient  Delhi, 
li^th  photographic  illustrations  taken  during  the  archae- 
ological survey  of  India  by  Lieutenant  H.  H.  Cole,  R.E. ;  a 
catalogue  of  Sculptures  and  Paintings  belonging,  to  the 
early  centuries  of  our  era  by  Dr.  J.  W.  Appell ;  and  a  first 
list  of  buildings  in  £ngland  containing  painted  mural  de- 
corations, by  Mr.  R.  H.  Soden  Smith. . 

66.  Inventories. — An  inventory  has  been  published  of  inventories. 
the  Photographs  and  Chromolithographs,  &c.  issued  by  the 
Department ;  a  classed  Est  of  the  various  divisions  of  the 
Museum  collections;  inventories  of  objects  acquired  in 
1868-71  ;  of  bequests  and  donations  to  Dec.  1870 ;  of 
objects  on  loan ;  of  reproductions  in  metal  and  plaster, 
1869-70  ;  of  reproductions  of  objects  in  private  collections ; 

of  the  objects  collected  during  the  cruises  of  H.M.S. 
'^Qalatea,"  and  exhibited  in  the  Museum  by  H.R.H.  the 
Duke  of  Edinburgh. 

67.  Two  sets  of  Photographs,  of  which  the  accompanying  Publications 
letter-press  descriptions  were  written  last  year,  have  been  sLtoty?*®^ 
issued  by  the  Arundel  Society,  under  the  sanction  of  the 
Department. 

68.  Visitors. — The  number  of  visitors  to   the  Museum  Number  of 
last  year  shows  a  slight  decrease  in  comparison  with  those  ^"**^"'- 
of  the  two  previous  years,  the  respective  totals  having  been 
939,329  in  1871 ;  1,014,849  in  1870  ;  and  1,043,654  in  1869. 

As  compared,  however,  with  the  average  attendance  for  the 
previous  10  years,  not  including  1862,  the  year  of  the 
International  Exhibition,  the  number  of  visitors  in  1871 
presents  the  very  considerable  increase  of  176,294,  or  23*1 
per  cent.     (See  App.  D.,  pp.  405  and  441.) 

IV. — BRANCff  Museums  supported  by  the  State. 

69.  The  MuseuTTi  of  Practical  Geology  in  Jermyn  Street.  Museum  of 
This   museum  has  been  visited  during  the  past  year  by  oeoioRy. 
51,334  persons,  showing  an  increase  of  3,185,  or  6*6  per 

cent,  on  the  number  in  1 870.  The  attendance  on  Monday 
and  Saturday  evenings,  when  the  Museum  is  open  free  of 
charge  for  admission  until  10  o'clock,  was  25,465  or  6,919 
more  than  in  the  previous  year ;  an  increase  wliich  is  in 
great  measure  attributable  to  the  additional  attendance  at 
tile  evening  lectures,  delivered  in. the  Theatre  of  the  Boyal 
School  of  Mines  (see  §  20). 
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70.  Beports  on  the  Natural  History  branch  of  the  Museum, 
and  of  the  Qeological  Survey,  by  Professor  Huxley,  the 
Naturalist,  and  Mr.  Etheridge,  the  Palaeontologist^  are  con- 
tained in  the  Beport  of  the  Director-Qeneral  at  p.  447  o£ 
App.  E.  Among  other  valuable  acquisitions  during  the 
past  year,  we  may  mention  as  of  especial  importance  the 
bequests  of  the  late  Director,  Sir  Roderick  I.  Murchison, 
Bart.,  E.C.B.,  (see  App.  A.,  p.  34),  consisting  of  a  laige  vase  of 
Siberian  aventurine,  on  a  pedestal  of  porphyry,  from  Tomsk; 
a  gold  snuff-box,  embellished  with  many  fine  diamonds; 
and  a  plaque  of  damascened  steel,  of  Zlatoust,  in  Bussia. 
The  library  is  indebted  to  the  liberality  of  Mr.  E.  B. 
Murchison  for  the  gift  of  a  sqlection  of  works  which  he 
has  permitted  to  be  made  firom  the  Library  of  His  late 
uncle.  Sir  Boderick  Murchison,  including  a  comprehen- 
sive and  valuable  collection  of  pamphlets  on  geological 
subjects. 

7i.  Bethnal  Qreen  AuocUiary  Museum. —  The  main 
building  of  this  Museum,  which  is  a  branch  of  the  South 
Kensington  Museum,  htis  been  completed  ;  and  a  colonade 
with  lavatories  and  offices  has  been  added  to  the  principal 
entrance  front.  The  series  of  26  decorative  panels,  referred  to 
in  previous  reports  (see  18th  Beport,  page  380,  and  17th 
Beport,  page  xxiii),  which  have  been  enlarged  from  Mr. 
Moody's  designs  and  executed  by  the  female  art  students,  is 
now  completed,  and  the  panels  have  been  fixed  in  their 
places  on  the  walls.  The  building  works  and  the  arrange- 
ment of  the  collections  intended  for  exhibition  having  been 
carried  out,  the  Museum  has  been  opened  to  the  public. 
Among  many  other  liberal  contributions  of  valuable  objects 
we  have  had  the  satisfaction  of  receiving  from  Sir  Bichard 
Wallace,  Bart.,  the  whole  of  his  collection  of  paintings,  and 
other  objects  of  art,  known  as  the  *'  Hertford  Collection.'' 
He  has  most  generously  expressed  his  desire  to  lend  it  for 
a  period  of  not  less  than  12  months,  specially  for  exhibitioik 
in  this  Museum.  The  collections  of  illustrations  of  food 
and  animal  products,  which  have  always  been  largely  con- 
sulted at  South  Kensington,  are  transferred  to  Bethnal 
Oreen,  where  they  will  doubtless  prove  a  valuable  meana 
of  instruction  to  the  frequenters  of  the  new  Museum. 

72.  Edinburgh  Museum  of  Science  and  Art. — Satis- 
factory progress  has  been  made  in  the  revision  and  re- 
arrangement of  the  greater  portion  of  the  collections,  which 
had  been  rendered  necessary  in  consequence  of  their  re- 
moval into  the  new  buildings.  The  second  section  of  the 
buildings  is  now  being  rapidly  advanced  towards  completion. 
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Among  the  more  important  donations  of  objects  which  have 
been  received  during  the  year  may-be  specified,  a  series  of 
illnstrations  of  the  manufacture  of  steel  by  the  Bessemer 
process,  presented  by  Sir  John  Brown  &  Co.,  Sheffield  ;  and 
specimens  of  patented  chemical  products  of  seaweed  and 
waste  materials,  presented  by  Mr.  E.  C.  C.  Stanford,  of  Dal- 
muir  Works,  Glasgow.  Numerous  other  specimens  have 
also  been  given  illustrative  of  manufacturing  products,  of 
art  manufactures,  and  of  natural  history  and  ethnology. 
Lists  of  the  donations  and  of  the  objects  purchased  for  the 
Museum  in  1871,  are  appended  to  the  repoi-t  of  Professor 
Archer,  the  Director,  at  page  471  of  the  Appendix. 

73.  Visitors, — The    attendance    during  the  past  year  viuiton. 
shows  a  slight  diminution  as  compared  with  that  of  1870, 

the  respective  numbers  being  286,951  in  1870,  and  284,933, 
or  2,018  less,  in  1871.  The  average  daily  attendance 
throughout  the  year  was  81 '  4  on  the  pay  days,  when  6d 
is  charged  for  admission,  and  1,707  '  6on  free  days ;  whilst 
143,913  persons,  or  upwards  of  50  per  cent,  of  the  total 
number  of  visitors,  visited  the  Museum  in  the  evening. 

74.  Eveni/ng  Lectures  to  AHizans.  —  Five  courses  of  Evening 
evening  scientific  lectures  were  delivered  during  the  winter 

of  1870-71,  being  the  fourth  session  since  their  commence- 
ment in  1867,  and  were  attended  by  1,159  persons,  chiefly 
artizans.  These  lectures  are  not  attended  with  any  ex- 
pense to  the  State,  the  cost  of  them  being  entirely  defrayed 
by  the  fees  charged  for  admission. 

75.  Natural   History  Musewn  of  the  Royal  Dublin  ^^^^^^ 
Society. — The  attendance  at  this  Museum  again  shows  a  ^^  — ^  ^' 
considerable  increase,  especially  in  the  number  of  evening  miuxry 
visitors,  of  whom  there  were  96,983  as  against  89,338  in  ^'^""• 
1870.     The  totals  for  the  two  years  were  103,237  and 
107,809    respectively.      The  several  departments  of  the 
Museum  have  received  many  important  and  valuable  ad- 
ditions by  donation  during  the  past  year,  and   the  re- 
arrangement of  the  specimens  has  progressed  satisfactorily. 

The  details  of  the  principal  gifts  and  purchases  are  given 
at  page  485  of  the  Appendix,  together  with  a  report  (at  p. 
487)  of  the  Committee  of  Natural  History  on  the  scientific 
arrangement  of  the  collections. 

76.  Olasnevin  Botanical  Gardens, — The  gardens  have  gjj^*^" 
been  much  frequented  during  the  past  year  both  by  the  vuitow." 
general  public  and  by  teachers  and  students.    The  total 
number  of  visitors  was  225,059,  being  5,210  more  than  in 
1870,  when  there  were  219,849.    The  number  of  persons 
admitted  free  on  Sundays  was  170,170  in  1871,  and  163,055 
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in  1870^  showing  an.  increase  of  7,115,  or  upwards  of  4  per 
cent,  on  the  former  year. 

77.  The  conservatories  and  other  buildings  have  been 
maintained  in  a  satisfactory  state  of  repair  by  the  Board 
of  Public  Works,  and  all  the  different  departments  of  the 
gardens  have  been  increased  by  numerous  liberal  gifts,  as 
well  as  by  the  purchase  and  exchange  of  seeds  and  planta 
Specimens  have  been  furnished  for  illustrating  the  botanical 
lectures  delivered  in  the  Royal  CoUege  of  Science  and  in 
the  Queen's  College,  CMway,  and  for  the  use  of  the  stu- 
dents in  the  Schools  of  Art  of  the  Royal  Dublin  Society 
and  the  Queen's  Institute,  Dublin. 

78.  The  Library  of  the  Royal  Dublin  Society, — This  insti- 
tution has  been  open  to  the  public  on  275  days  during  the 
past  year,  and  the  number  of  readers,  exclusive  of  members 
of  the  society,  was  20,526,  of  whom  5,512  visited  the  library 
in  the  evening  between  the  hours  of  6  and  10.  These 
numbers  present  respectively  the  considerable  increase  of 
12 '  6  and  5  *  5  per  cent,  on  the  attendance  in  1870,  when 
there  were  13,002  readers  up  to  6  p.m.  and  5,221  who 
arrived  after  that  hour.  Full  details  of  the  three  last- 
mentioned  institutions  will  be  found  in  the  Report  of  the 
Royal  Dublin  Society,  at  page  483  of  the  Appendix. 

V. — The  Oeological  Survey  of  the  United  Einqdoic. 

79.  Extent  of  area  surveyed. — As  stated  above  (§  15), 
Dr.  A.  C.  Ramsay,  F.R.S.,  has  been  appointed  Director- 
General  of  the  Geological  Survey.  The  total  extent  of  area 
surveyed  in  1871  was  2,317  square  miles  in  England  and 
Wales,  730  square  miles  in  Scotland — ^being  48  miles  more 
than  in  the  previous  year — and  702  miles  in  Ireland.  The 
total  of  3,74*9  square  miles  for  the  whole  kingdom  shows  a 
decrease  of  869^  miles  as  compared  with  the  area  surveyed 
in  1870,  and  is  452  miles  less  than  the  average  of  the  three 
years  1868  to  1870.  The  Director-General  attributes  this 
decline  in  the  amount  of  work  done  principally  to  vacancies 
on  the  staff  and  to  sickness. 

80.  Maps. — ^Twenty-seven  maps  of  the  noi*them  coal 
fields  and  mining  districts,  on  the  scale  of  six  inches  to  the 
mile,  and  nine  maps  on  the  same  scale  of  the  survey  in 
Scotland  have  been  published  during  the  year.  Six  1-inch 
maps  for  England,  two  for  Scotland,  and  five  for  Ireland 
have  also  been  published.  The  public  demand  for  the 
maps  and  other  publications  of  the  survey  continues  to 
increase  ;  the  number  sold  last  year  having  been  3,576  or 
1,042  more  than  in  1870.     The  Director-General  reports 
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that  the  sorvey  maps  of  the  coal  fields  were  much  used  by 
the  Boyal  Coal  Commission  as  the  basis  of  their  operations 
in  reporting  on  the  coal  remaining  in  each  <x)al-field.  The 
actaid  state  of  the  survey  at  the  end  of  1871  is  shewn  in 
the  Index  Maps,  at  page  470  of  the  Appendix ;  and  the  de- 
tails of  its  progress  during  the  year  are  fully  reported  by 
Dr.  A,  C.  Ramsay,  F.B.S.,  the  Director-Qeneral,  at  page  446. 

81.  Mining  Record  Ojffice. — ^The  report  of  the  Keeper  of  ^^^ 
Mining  Becords  is  printed  at  page  465  of  the  Appendix,  office. 
together  with  a  list  of  the  documents  added  to  the  collec- 
tion during  1871. 

VI. — iNSTrruTiONS  and  Societies  which  receive  Aid 
FROM  THE  State,  sctbject  to  the  Superintendence 
OF  the  Science  and  Art  Department. 

82.  Royal  Dublin  Society. — The  number  of  new  mem-  Royal  Dub- 
bers  elected  during  1871  was  90,  or  44  more  than  had  been  ^^^s<^*®*y* 
admitted  in  1870;  and  at  the  end  of  last  year  there  were 

1,154  corporate  members,  772  of  whom  were  life  members ; 
besides  97  honorary  and  correspondiug  members  and  agri- 
cultural associates. 

83.  AgricuUural  Department — ^This  department  of  the  Amicuitu- 
Sodety,  which  is  entirely  maintained  out  of  its  private  ment.^"*" 
resources,  has  held  two  shows   of  cattle  and  farm   and 

dairy  produce,  of  which  the  details  will  be  found  at  page 
487  of  the  Appendix.  The  attendance  at  these  shows 
numbered  12,481  persons,  and  the  AgricvZtural  Mua&wm 
was  visited  during  the  year  by  11,870. 

84.  The  total  number  of  persons  who  have  attended  the  Total  at- 
various  departments  of  the  Society  during  the  year  is  *®"^"^- 
384,918,  showing  an  increase  of  10,884,  or  nearly  3  per 

cent,  on  the  number  in  1870. 

85.  Royal  Zoological  Society  of  Ireland. — The  number  aoyai 
of  visitors  to  the  gardens  of  this  Society  has  been  con-  iS?}^^?*^ 
siderably  greater  during  the  past  year  than  at  any  former 

time  ;  the  respective  totals  for  1870  and  1871  having  been  - 
151,785  and  167,692,  showing  an  increase  of  15,907,  or 
10'4  per  cent,  during  the  latter  year ;  and  an  increase  of 
39,329  on  the  average  attendance  for  the  previous  nine  years. 
The  number  of  visitors  to  the  gardens  on  Sundays,  when 
they  are  open  at  ^  charge  of  Id.  for  admission,  was  1 23,617, 
or  about  2,400  on  each  Sunday;  The  total  receipts  from 
admission  fees  during  the  year  amounted  to  1,352{.  0«.  5d 
The  stock  of  animals  exhibited  has  been  steadily  increased 
from  year  to  year,  and  consisted  at  the  end  of  last  year  of 
448  specimens.    The  Report  of  the  Council  upon  the  pro-

RoMi  86.    The  Royal  Hibernian  Academy  of  Arte.  —  The 

A^i^^y!'  improvement  in  the  prospects  of  this  Institution,  alluded  to 
in  our  last  Report  (see  18th  Report,  p.  xxx),  has  been  fully 
maintained  during  the  past  year.  The  number  of  visitors 
to  the  annual  Exhibition  was  nearly  double  that  of  the 
previous  year ;  the  respective  totals  having  beeii  12,609  in 
1870,  and  23,638  in  1871.  Of  the  increase  of  11,029  thus 
presented,  as  many  as  8,505,  or  77  per  cent,  were  additional 
evening  visitors,  admitted  at  a  charge  of  Id  for  each  person; 
and  the  total  number  of  such  visitors  was  18,776. 

87.  The  life  and  antique  schools  of  the  Academy  have 
been  open  29  weeks  during  the  year,  with  an  average 
weekly  attendance  of  31  students  in  the  former,  and  10  in 
the  latter  school.  The  Report  of  the  Council  will  be  found 
at  page  496  of  the  Appendix.

an  attendance  of  upwards  of  86,000,  the  number  in  1870 
having  been  816,000 — ^inclusive,  however,  of  the  attend- 
ance of  582,569  at  the  Islington  Workmen's  Exhibition. 
*  94.  The  total  number  of  separate  attendances  during  the  Totals 
year  1871,  as  shown  by  the  returns  of  the  different  Institu- 
tions and  Exhibitions,  in  connexion  with  the  Department, 
has  been  upwards  of  2,190,000.  This  total,  compared  with 
that  of  the  previous  year,  irrespective  of  the  attendance  at

2.  The  list  of  Science  subjects  towards  instruction  in  which  aid  is  Subjects  of 
given  by  the  Department  will  be  found  at  p.  3.  iMtruction. 

3.  The  aid  is  given  in  the  form  of — rubUc  examinations,  in  which  Nature  of 
Queen's  Medals  and  ^Queen's  Prizes  are  awarded,  held  at  all  places  ^^' 
complying  with  certiun  conditions ;  payments  on  results  as  tested  by 

these  examinations;   scholarships  and  exhibitions;  building  grants; 
grants  towards  the  purchase  of  nttings,  apparatus,  &c. 

4.  The  Examinations  are  held  alM)ut  tne  month  of  May  under  the  Eiainin*- 
superintendence  of  the  local  committees.    The  examination  papers  are  udliow  ^'^ 
prepared  by  the  professional  examiners  in  London.     An  evemng  is  set  held. 
apart  for  one  or  more  subjects,  so  that  the  examination  in  each  subject 

is  simiiltaneoua  over  the  whole  kingdom.     {See  Science  Directory,

5.  A  packet  of  examination  papers  ia  sent  to  each  local  secretary^  who 
opens  it  in  the  presence  of  the  committee  and  candidates.  The  com- 
mittee is  held  responsible  that  no  unfair  means  of  any  description  are 
used  in  working  tne  papers,  and  that  the  rules  of  the  Department  are 
strictly  complied  with.  {See  Science  Directory,  §  XL,  p.  6,  and  Ap- 
pendix A.,  Science  and  Art  Form  No.  91,  p.  46.) 

6.  The  examinations  are  of  two  kinds,  but  held  together  {see  Science 
Directory,  §  XIX.,  p.  7),  viz. : — 

a.  The  class  examinations,  of  which  there  are  two  grades  or  stages  ; 

the  first  stage  or  elementary  examination,  and  the  second  stage 
or  a'^'anced  examination.  The  successful  candidates  in  both 
bcages  are  divided  into  1st  and  2nd  class. 

b.  The  honours  examination  of  a  highly  advanced  character.    In  this 

there  are  also  two  classes. 
Any  person  however  tauffht  may  sit  at  any  one  of  these  examinations. 
(See  Science  Directory,  §  aXXIII.,  p.  12.) 

7.  Four  medals,  one  gold,  one  silver,  and  two  bronze,  are  given  in 
each  subject  in  competition  in  the  class  examinations  among  the  students. 
(See  Science  Directory,  §  XXXVI.,  p.  13.) 

8.  Queen's  prizes  consisting  of  oooks  or  instruments  are  also  given 
to  all  candidates  who  are  members  of  Science  classes  and  who  are 
successful  in  obtaining  a  first  class  in  either  stage  of  the  class  examina- 
tions.   (See  Science  Directory,  §  XXXIV.,  p.  12.) 

9.  Payments  are  made  either  to  the  Committees  or  to  the  Teachers  on 
the  results  of  the  May  examination. 

10.  These  payments  are  made  only  on  account  of  the  instruction  of 
students  of  the  industrial  classes,  or  on  account  of  the  instruction  of 
their  children.  (For  a  definition  of  the  Industrial  Classes  see  Science 
Directory,  §  XLIL,  p.  15.)  They  are — 21.  for  a  first  class,  and  H.  for 
a  second  class,  in  each  staffe.    (See  Science  Directory,  §  XLIII.,  p.  16.) 

Special  payments  are  also  made  for  Chemistry  (see  §  XLIV.,  p.  16), 
and  in  certain  cases  also  on  account  of  students  who  take  "  honours." 
(See  Science  Directory,  §  XLV.,  p.  16.)  The  teacher  must  have  ffiven 
each  student  25  lessons  at  least.

The  payment 
of  5/.  by  the  Science  and  Art  Depiurtment  is  conditional  on  the 
scholar  passing  in  some  branch  of  science  at  the  next  May  exami- 
nation.

6.  In  the  Science  and  Art  Scholarship,  which  is  of  a  more  advanced 
character,  a  similar  contribution  of  5/.  is  required  on  the  part  of 
the  locality,  and  a  grant  of  101.  is  made  bv  the  Department 
towards  the  maintenance,  for  one  year,  of  tne  most  aeaerving 
pupil  or  pupils  in  elementary  schools  who  have  passed  certain 
examinations  in  soienoe  and  in  drawing.

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Containing  the  Detailed  Roles  and  Regulations  imder  which  Aid  to  Science 

Schools  and  Classes  is  administered. 

I.  A  sum  of  money  is  voted  annually  by  Parliament  for  scientific  Parliamen- 
instruction  in  the  United  Kingdom,  and  is  administered  by  the  Science  ^^  ^^*®* 
and  Art  Department. 

The  nature  of  the  aid  given  towards  instruction  in  Art  is  fully 
explained  in  the  Art  Directory. 

II.  The  head  of  the  Education  Department,  of  which  the  Science  and  Heads  of 
Art  Department  is  a  branch,  is  the  Lord  President  of  the  Council,  ^ent.""^ 
assisted  by  a  member  of  the  Privy  Council,  who  is  called  the  Vice-Presi- 
dent of  the  Committee  on  Education,  and  who  acts  under  the  direction 

of  the  Lord  President,  and  for  him  in  his  absence.    (Order  in  Council, 
25th  Februaiy  1866,  Act  19  &  20  Vict.  c.  116.) 

C 
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III.  The  object  of  the  grant  is  to  promote  instruction  in  Soienoe, 
especially  among  the  industrial  classes,  by  affording  a  limited  and 
partial  aid  or  stimulus  towards  the  founding  and  maintenance  of 
Science  schools  and  classes. 

IV.  The  amount  is  liable  to  be  decreased  and  eventually  withdrawn. 
Payments  to  teachers  therefore  must  not  be  looked  upon  as  perpetual^ 
or  in  any  way  conferring  on  the  teacher  a  claim  to  any  payments  beyond 
those  offered  from  time  to  time. 

V.  The  payment  of  fees  by  the  students  can  be  looked  upon  as  the 
only  solid  and  sufficient  basis  on  which  a  self-supporting  system  can  be 
established  and  supported.  Though  my  Lords  do  not  consider  it  neces- 
sary at  present  to  lay  down  any  rules  making  the  payment  of  fees  an 
absolute  condition  of  the  grants  on  account  of  Science  instruction^  yet 
as  the  paymenlbs  from  the  State  must  be  expected  to  diminish,  and  as  aid 
on  account  of  those  persons  who  do  nothing  for  themselves  cannot  be 
justified.  Committees  of  schools  and  classes  and  teachers  are  strongly 
urged  (should  it  at  present  not  be  the  practice)  at  once  to  impose  as  high 
a  scale  of  fees  as  they  consider  can  be  raised  not  only  on  middle  class 
students  but  ako  on  artisans,

They  are  only  made  in  respect  of  a  Depwfemeut 
school  in  connexion  with  the  Department  which  has  been  approved  by  on^ 

it,  and  which  is  open  at  any  time  to  the  visit  and  inspection  of  its 
officers. 

Local  Committees. 

X.  Every  Science  School  or  Class  must  be  under  the  management  of  SS^Local 
a  Local   Committee  who  is  required  to  be  responsible  for  the  safe  Committee. 
custody  of  all  apparatus,  towards  the  purchase  of  which  the  Department 

has  granted  aid,  and  to  conduct  the  examinations  according  to  the 
rules.    {See  Appendix  A.,  Science  Form  No.  91,  p.  46.) 

The  relation  of  the  teacher  to  the  Committee  of  a  school  or  class  will 
vary  much  according  to  the  circumstances  of  different  localities.  With 
this  and  other  local  arrangements  the  Science  and  Art  Department  does 
not  interfere,  but  leaves  them  to  be  settled  by  the  locality. 

a.  The  Committee  must  consist  of  a  Chairman,  Secretary,  and  at 

least  three  other  members,  and  must  be  composed  entirely  of 
well-known  responsible  persons  of  independent  position  who 
have  no  such  personal  interest  in  the  school  or  class  as  can  lay 
them  open  to  the  slightest  suspicion  of  partiality.  Relations 
and  pupils  of  the  tcAcher,  persons  wishing  to  be  examined,  or 
who  are  under  instruction  in  any  school  or  class  receiving  aid 
from  the  Science  and  Art  Department,  and  teachers  of  an^ 
description  having  pupils  who  are  candidates  for  the  exami* 
nations  of  the  Department,  are  not  eligible  as  members  of  the 
Committee. 

Note. — ^A  gentleman  whose  son  or  daughter  attends  any 
examination  of  the  Science  and  Art  Department  is  thereby 
disqualified  from  superintending  any  of  the  examinations,  that 
year,  though  he  may  act  on  the  Committee  in  other  respects.

d.  The  Secretary  of  the  Committee  of  the  School  or  Class^  as  being

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The  2ad  grade  Art  examination  in  Freehand  Drawing,  Model 
Drawing,  Practical  Geometry  and  Perspective,  is  held  at  the 
same  time  of  the  year  as  the  Science  examinations.  That  in 
Freehand  Drawing  and  Model  Drawing  is  held  on  a  separate 
evening,  but  that  in  Geometry  and  Perspective  on  the  same 
evenings  as  the  examination  in  Science  Subject  I.,  Practical, 
Plane,  and  Solid  Geometry  {see  §  VI.,  p.  3,  and  Art  Directory, 
p.  42,  footnote  {). 

XXI.  For  the  purpose  of  the  class  examinations  each  subject  is 
divided  into  two  stages — the  elementary  and  the  advanced  stage; 
except  Mathematics,  which  is  divided  into  seven  stages  {see  Appendix^., 
p.  69).  There  is  a  different  examination  paper  for  each  stage,  and  in 
each  stage  there  are  two  grades  of  success — ^first  and  second  class.  Tor 
the  second  or  lowest  class  of  the  elementary  stage,  the  standard  of 
attainment  required  is  only  such  as  will  justify  the  Examiner  in  report- 
ing that  the  instruction  has  been  sound,  and  that  the  students  nave 
benefited  by  it ;  but  the  standard  may  be  raised  from  year  to  year. 

XXII.  There  is  an  honours  paper  in  each  subject,  except  Mathematics, 
which  for  this  purpose  may  be  considered  as  divided  into  three  subjects, 
an  honours  paper  being  set  on  each  evening  for  the  whole  of  the  stages 
comprised  in  tnat  evening's  examination. 

XXIII.  An  application,  stating  in  what  subjects  examination  will  be 
required,  and  giving  the  precise  number  of  candidates  to  be  examined 
in  each  subject,  must  be  made  on  Science  and  Art  Form  No.  119,  and 
sent  in  before  the  3 1st  of  March.  On  that  date  the  examination  lists 
must  be  finally  closed,  and  unless  these  instructions  have  been  strictly 
adhered  to  no  examination  can  be  held. 

The  rules  for  the  conduct  of  the  examinations  will  be  found  on 
Science  and  Art  Form  No.  91  (see  Appendix  A.,  p.  46). 

XXIV*  Care  must  be  taken  that  no  more  examination  papers  are  applied 
for  than  are  actually  required  for  use,  and  that  only  those  students  are 
sent  in  for  examination  who  have  a  chance  of  passing,  A  record  will  be 
kept  of  the  number  of  papers  applied  for,  and  the  examiners  will  mark  the 
papers  qf  such  candidates  as  obviously  should  not  have  been  sent  into  the 
examination,  such,  for  instance,  as  do  not  obtain  \0  per  cent  of  the  marks. 
Whenever,  under  either  or  both  of  these  heads,  there  is  an  excess  of  more 
than  10  per  cent,  over  the  number  of  papers  which  should  have  been 
applied  for,  a  deduction  of  6d,  per  paper  of  such  excess  will  be  made  from 
the  payments  on  results. 

XXV.  Should  there  be  at  any  time  reason  to  suspect  the  fairness 
of  the  examination  generally,  or  of  the  way  in  which  particular  candidates 
have  worked  their  papers,  the  Department  may,  in  order  to  investigate 
the  case,  require  a  further  examination  to  be  held  in  such  manner  as 
shall  be  deemed  most  advisable.  Refusal  on  the  part  of  any  candidate 
to  be  re-examined  will  entail  the  cancelling  of  his  examination. 

XXVI.  All  possible  care  will  be  taken  by  the  Department  at  the  time 
of  the  examinations  that  papers  shall  be  forwarded  in  accordance  with 
the  applications,  and  that  the  results  may  be  correctly  issued.  As, 
however,  a  very  large  number  of  classes  have  to  be  dealt  with,  mistakes 
may  possibly  occur;  The  Department  cannot  undertake  to  rectify  such 
mistakes,  nor  will  it  hold  itself  responsible  for  any  loss  which  may  in 
consequence  accrue  to  individual  committees,  teachers,  or  students.

XXVIII.  If  two  or  more  classes  in  the  same  town^  or  within  a  reason-        akd 
Able  distance  of  one  another,  apply  for  the  examination  of  the  Science  gpoin^^oB. 
and  Art  Department,  a  f<enend.  examination  committee  must  be  formed  AmalffamA-  * 
by  the  amalgamation  of  the  several  Committees  to  carry  out  the  exami-  tionor 
nations  at  some  common  centre,  such  as  the  town  hall  or  other  public  c^mlttoM. 
buildinp^.    It  is  only  when  the  Inspector  reports  that  the  local  circum- 
stances are  of  such  a  character  as  to  render  an  amalgamation  of  the 
Committees  impracticable  that  it  will  not  be  insisted  on. 

When  there  are  not  more  than  three  candidates  in  one  place,  it  will 
be  at  the  discvetion  of  the  Department  to  allow  a  separate  exami- 
nation, or  to  require  the  candidates  to  go  to  a  neighbouring 
centre. 

It  must  be  understood  that  the  amalgamation  required  by  the  above 
regulation  does  not  necessitate  the  appointment  of  a  Special  Local 
Secretary  as  provided  for  in  the  following  paragraphs, 

XXIX.  In  large  towns  or  populous  districts  where  there  are  several  I>utie8  and 
schools,  and  where  nimierous  examinations  are  to  be  held,  the  Science  tf^^^^«- 
and  Art  Department  may  at  its  discretion  appoint  a  Special  Local  ciai  Local 
Secretary  to  manage  the  whole  of  the  examination  business.      The  Becretaiy.

The  rule  requiring  an  amalgamated  examination  to  be  held  in 
some  one  public  building  (see  §  XXVIII.)  will  be  adhered  to  also 
in  this  case.

XXXL  In  towns  where  a  School  Board  has  been  elected  the  Board  will  Ifominaiion 
be  asked  to  recommend  the  Special  Local  Secretary  and  his  Assistants,  xo^T^^U- 
When  the  Department  has  directed  the  nomination  of  a  Special  Local  tary. 
Secretary  ana  Assistants,  and  the  School  Board  declines  to  act,  the  nomi' 
nation  will  rest  with  the  Local  Committees  ;  or,  failing  their  coming  to 
an  agreement,  with  the  Mayor  or  other  principal  municipal  authority.

All  these  may  compete  for  the  Whitworth  and  other  Exhibitions  and 
Scholarships  of  the  Department,  but  they  cannot  take  Queen's 
prizes  and  medals,  except  in  those  subjects  which  are  not  taught 
as  a  portion  of  the  regular  course  in  the  Institutions  to  which 
they  belong. 

XXXVI.  Four  medals,  one  gold,  one  silver,  and  two  bronze,  are  given 
in  the  class  examination  in  each  subject  for  competition  among  the  Don& 
fide  students  of  Science  Classes  who  either  come  within  the  category 
of  persons  on  account  of  whom  payments  can  be  earned  or  are  under 
17  years  of  age. 

Only  registered  students  of  schools  and  classes  under  Local  Com- 
mittees (see  §  X.,  p.  4)  can  take  medals  :  middle  class  students, 
persons  engaged  m  teaching,  as  well  as  teachers  in  training, 
who  are  more  than  17  vears  of  age,  even  if  qualified  as  above,  are 
ineligible  for  them.  Snould  a  student  take  more  than  one  gold, 
silver,  or  bronze  medal,  he  will  receive  books  instead. 

XXXVII.  When  the  best  candidates  for  Queen's  medals  are  nearly 
equal,  ^yq  or  six  of  them,  as  may  be  found  desirable,  may  be  sununoned 
to  London  for  further  examination  in  order  to  decide  to  whom  the 
different  medals  shall  be  awarded.

{Subject  V,)  in  the  case  of  all  teachers  certificated  by  the  Education  Depart" 
ment,  and  as  respects  Subjects  I.,  II.,  and  III.,  in  the  case  of  teachers 
who  prcA'iously  to  the  28th  January  1869  have  obtained  Art  certificates 
of  the  third  grade.

Befqre  such  a  teacher  (as  described  in  the  above  rule)  commences

being  an  attendance  at  a  meeting  of  the  school  of  at  least  three-quar- 
ters of  an  hour's  duration  on  a  separate  day.

XLIII.  The  payments  claimable  for  each  student  who  has  passed 
in  either  stage  in  each  subject  are — 21,  for  a  first  class,  and  \L  for  a 
second  class.  Also  lOs.  for  each  second  grade  Art  paper  satisfactorily 
worked. 

No  payments  are  made  on  account  of  a  student  who  has  been  pre- 
viously successful  in  a  higher  stage  of  the  same  subject.  If  the  student 
has  been  previously  successful  in  the  same  stage  of  the  same  subject,  the 
payment  on  his  account  is  reduced  by  the  payment  which  was  claimable 
on  such  previous  success.

There  are  nine  Royal  Exhibitions  to  the  Royal  School  of  Mines,  Jer- 
myn  Street,  and  nine  to  the  Royal  College  of  Science,  Dublin.  They 
are  of  the  value  of  50/.  per  annum  each,  and  are  tenable  for  three 
years.  Three  exhibitions  to  each  institution  are  therefore  generally 
vacated  each  year.  They  are  competed  for  at  the  May  examinations, 
and  are  held  from  year  to  year  for  tnree  years,  on  the  condition  that  the 
holder  attends  the  lectures  regularly  during  those  years,  and  passes  the 
examinations  required  for  the  assodateship  of  the  school.  The  exhi- 
bitions entitle  the  holders  to  firee  admissions  to  all  the  lectures,  and  to 
the  Chemical  and  Metallurgical  Laboratories  at  those  two  institutions. 

As  the  course  of  study  and  the  position  of  the  Royal  Society  of  Mines  is 
now  under  the  consideration  of  a  Royal  Commission,  it  must  be  clearly 
understood  that  the  arrangements  detailed  in  the  above  paragraph  are 
liable  at  any  time  to  alteration^  and  that  such  alteration  wilt  give  no  right 
to  compensation. 

All  persons  over  21  years  of  age,  excepting  artisans,  and  such  as 
come  within  the  category  of  persons  paid  upon  under  §  XLIL,  p.  15, 
will  be  excltided  from  competing  for  the  Royal  Exhibitions.  Special 
cases,  however,  must  be  determined  according  to  the  spirit  of  the  rules, 
and  the  object  of  the  endowment.

Exhibitions,  and  send  in  Science  Form  No.  400  before  the  25th 
May.

18  &  19  Vict.  c.  70.;  29  &  30  Vict.  c.  114.),  {see  Summary  of 
the  Law  relating  to  the  establishment  and  maintenance  of  Public 
libraries,  &c..  Appendix  A.,p,5i);  or — 

b,  be  built  in  connexion  with  a  School  of  Art  aided  by  a  Department 

building  grant. 

And  provided  that  there  is  a  population  in  the  neighbourhood  which 
requires  a  School  of  Science ;  that  it  is  likely  to  be  maintained  in  a 
state  of  efficiency ;  and  that  the  site,  plans,  estimates,  specifications, 
title,  and  trust  deeds  are  satisfactoiy. 

The  regulations  under  which  building  grants  to  Schools  of  Science 
are  made  will  be  found  in  Appendix  A.,  p.  53.  (Apply  for  Science 
Form  No.  349.) 

Grants  for  Apparatus  and  School  Fittings. 

LXIV.  A  grant  towards  School  fittings  and  the  purchase  of  apparatus,  Gnmtifor 
diaicrams,  &c.,  of  50  per  cent,  on  the  cost  of  them,  is  made  to  Science  apparatus. 
Schools  and  Classes  taught  by  duly  qualified  teachers  under  the  super- 
vision of  Committees  constituted  m  accordance  with  the  §  X.,  p.  4, 
and  approved  by  the  Department. 

If  at  any  time  it  is  found  that  the  apparatus,  examples,  &c.,  towards 
the  purchase  of  which  a  grant  has  been  made  are  not  properly  taken 
caie  of,  the  aid  of  the  Department  may  be  withdrawn. 

Grants  on  the  same  scale  will  also  be  made  to  schools  or  classes  not 
under  qualified  teachers  in  cases  where  the  total  value  of  the 
apparatus  required  is  not  above  10/. 

LXV.  When  schools  or  classes  are  closed  and  reported  by  their  Com*  Disposal  of 
mittees  as  not  likely  to  be  reopened  again,  on  application  being  made  to  apparatus 
the  Science  and  Art  Department,  permission  may  be  given  for  the  dis-  of  Kh^if 
posal  of  the  apparatus  in  their  charge,  towards  the  purchase  of  which 
aid  has  been  given,  in  one  of  the  following  ways : — 

1.  By  transfer  to  the  Committee  of  some  other  Science  School  or 

Class,  willing  to  accept  the  apparatus  on  the  usual  conditions. 

2.  When  the  apparatus   has   been  used  at  least  two  years  in  the

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ment  50  per  cent!  of  the  amount  contributed  by  H  to  the  purchase 
of  the  apparatus. 
Apparatus  fiprants  will  only  be  made  on  the  condition  that  Com- 
mittees will  transfer  the  apparatus,  on  the  closing  of  the  school, 
when  another  Committee  is  found  willing  to  purchase  it,  and 
offers  terms  approved  by  the  Science  and  Art  Department. 

LXVI.  As  a  general  rule  no  endowed  school  is  eligible  to  receive  a 
grant  towards  the  purchase  of  apparatus,  &c.,  unless  considerable  local 
contributions  are  made  in  aid  of  it ;  and  then  only  when  the  apparatus 
is  clearly  necessary. 

LXVII.  Catalogues  containing  priced  lists  of  apparatus,  instruments, 
diagrams,  books,  &c.  from  various  manufacturers  have  been'prepared  in 
the  following  sciences,  and  can  be  had  on  application  : — 

(1.)  Practical  Geometry,  Machine  and  Building  Construction,  and 

Mechanics. 
(2.)  Experimental  Physics. 
(3.)  Chemistry. 
(4.)  Geology  and  Mineralogy,  Natural  History  (Physiology,  Zoology, 

and  botany),  and  Physical  Geography. 

These  catalogues  contain  the  highest  price  of  each  article  on  which 
the  aid  of  50  per  cent,  is  given.  The  applicant  is  at  liberty  to  select  a 
higher  priced  article,  but  the  aid  towards  tne  purchase  of  it  will  be  only 
50  per  cent,  of  the  highest  price  above  mentioned.  Should  a  lower 
priced  article  be  selected  the  aid  will  only  be  to  the  extent  of  50  per 
cent,  of  its  price. 

Schools  are  also  permitted  to  select  a  single  copy  of  each  of  the 
text  books  given  in  the  Syllabus,  towards  the  purchase  of  which 
similar  aid  will  be  granted. 

LXVIII.  Committees  requiring  aid  in  the  purchase  of  apparatus, 
&c.,  should  apply  for  Science  Form  No.  49,  and  also  for  the  cata- 
logues referred  to  above. 

The  Committee  of  the  School  or  class  may  select  any  of  the  manu* 
facturers  whose  names  are  given  in  the  catalogues. 

Orders  from  different  tradesmen  must  be  made  on  separate  forms. 
In  filling  up  the  Form  No.  49,  the  number  of  the  apparatus  given 
in  the  catalogue  must  always  be  mentioned. 
liXIX.  Payments,  including  charge  for  packing,  must  be  made  in 
advance  to  the  manufEtcturers  on  receipt  of  the  invoice.    The  goods  to 
be  sent  at  the  risk  of  the  purchaser.    On  obtaining  a  receipt  from  the 
Committee  of  the  School  (which  is  included  in  the  form  of  Requisition) 
that  the  articles  have  been  received,  the  remaining  50  per  cent,  will  be 
paid  to  the  manufacturer  by  the  Department. 

LXX.  Except  as  provided  in  the  next  paragraph,  apparatus  grants  are 
rigorously  confined  to  articles  of  a  non-destructible  nature ;  nence  no 
aid  will  be  afforded  in  the  purchase  of  breakable  articles,  such  as  glass 
retorts,  tests  tubes,  &c.,  nor,  indeed  generaUy,  in  the  purchase  of 
articles  to  be  used  by  the  student,  as  distinguished  from  those  of  a 
permanent  and  illustrative  character  which  are  required  by  the  teacher  in 
giving  instruction  in  Science.

In  their  general  merit  the  drawings  which  have  oome 
under  my  notice  were  very  inferior  to  works  of  the  same  character  from  Art  schools  and 
night  classes.  The  entire  set  of  drawiugs  frequently  consisted  of  exercises  verv  roughly 
worked  out  in  pencil,  in  order  to  prepare  the  student  for  the  science  examinations,  ana 
without  any  intention  of  instructmi^  him  in  drawing  at  all  from  an  Art  point  of  view. 

"In  other  instances  a  single  drawnig  by  each  student  was  selected  and  forwai^ed  as 
a  snecimen  of  the  work  bein^  done  in  the  school,  whereas  if  it  had  been  clearly  under- 
stood that  the  Art  payment  is  made  upon  the  entire  work  of  the  student  during  the 
pastyear  this  mistake  could  not  have  arisen. 

••  With  respect  to  the  manner  of  awarding  the  payments  it  will  be  sufficient  to  say 
that  attention  is  particularly  directed  rather  to  the  excellence  of  the  drawings,  as  results 
of  Art  teaching,  than  to  their  correctness  from  a  science  point  of  view  (merit  in  this 
latter  respect  being  rewarded  b^v  the  science  paj-ments  upon  success  in  the  elementary 
examinations).  The  Art  examiner  has  also  to  ascertain  whethor  in  the  aggregate  the 
drawings  of  each  student  represent  a  fair  amount  of  work  for  a  session  of  five  months, 
and  in  order  to  obtain  full  payments  the  works  must  be  "satisfactory"  in  the  sense  of 
being  "  well  executed  from  examples  of  a  good  data  in  the  section  of  study  through 
•*  which  the  student  is  passing.*'  It  will  be  obvious,  therefore,  that  mere  studcnU* 
lecture  notes,  or  a  handfUl  of  selected  drawings,  can  ob^n  but  a  very  small  share  of  a 
paj-ment  made  in  consideration  of  a  set  of  careful  drawings  representing  a  session's 
work  m  an  Art  school,  and  that  sketches  made  simply  with  the  view  of  enabling  the 
Btiulent  to  pass  an  exanunation  in  science  are  ineligible  for  these  payments."

Candidates  who  have  obtained  a  first  or  second  class  in  the  Ad- 
vanced Stage  may  obtain  tickets  of  admission  to  the  Educational 
and  Art  Libraries  at  the  South  Kensington  Museum  on  application, 
by  letter,  addressed  to  the  Secretary  of  the  Science  and  Art  De- 
partment. 

LXX  VII.  Science  teachers  who  have  taught  two  years  consecutively  and  Sjjh  ^t 
passed  not  less  than  30  students  each  year,  are  allowed  2nd  class  railway  London.

The  course  of  instruction  has  been  attended  by  39  students,  of  whom 
32  have  been  present  during  the  whole  time  occupied  by  the  lectures 
and  demonstrations,  and  have  made  all  the  prescribed  reports.  Seven 
withdrew  early,  or  were  unable  for  various  reasons  to  attend  with 
regularity,  lliese  are  therefore  not  placed  in  tiie  following  lirt« 
although  two  (J.  S.  Walton  and  F. '  Qiapple)  deserve  mention  on 
account  of  their  diligence  and  ability.

By  the  Right  Honourable  the  Lords  of  the  Committee  of  Her  Majesty's 
Most  Honourable  Privy  Council  on  Education. 

1.  My  Lords  consider  the  correspondence  with  the  Conmiissioners  of 
NationiU  Education  on  the  subject  of  the  Science  and  Art  Classes  held  in 
National  and  Model  Schools,  or  taught  bv  masters  of  such  schools,  and 
the  Minute  on  this  subject  of  the  15th  Kf  arch  last.  With  a  view  of 
carrying  out  the  principles  on  which  the  foregoing  Minute  was  based, 
and  of  making  the  payments  to  the  national  and  model  school  teachers 
more  strictly  in  accordance  with  the  rule  of  the  Science  Directory 
(§  XLVIL)  which  lays  down  that  "no  payments  on  the  results  of  in- 
"  struction  in  those  branches  of  science  which  are  taught  in  institutions 
"  receiving  State  gn^nts  will  be  made  on  account  of  the  pupils  who  are 
"  or  have  been  students  of  those  Institutions,"  My  Lords  have  in 
concert  with  the  Commisioners  of  National  Education,  decided  that  the 
following  special  rules  shall  be  applied  to  the  national  schools  and  their 
teachers.

Organized  Science  Schools  and  Night  Classes.

By  the  Right  Honourable  the  Lords  of  the  Committee  of  Her  Majesty's 
Most  Honourable  Privy  Council  on  Education. 

1.  My  Lords  consider  the  question  of  the  instruction  given  in  the 
Schools  of  Science  receiving  aid  from  the  Science  and  Art  Department. 

2.  It  appears  desirable  that  the  instruction  of  students  in  Science 
after  they  nave  completed  the  course  of  the  ordinary  Elementary  School, 
should  be  carried  on  more  methodically  than  is  at  present  the  case,  and 
that  they  should  not  attempt  to  grapple  with  the  more  advanced  forms  of 
Science  uhtil  they  have  received  sound  and  practical  instruction  in  those 
subjects  which  constitute  the  groundwork  of  all  the  Physical  Sciences. 

3.  To  this  end  the  course  of  instruction  specified  below  has  been  pre- 
pared as  adapted  both  to  Secondary  Day  Schools  and  to  Night  Classes. 

4.  It  will  depend  on  circumstances,  especially  if  the  student  can  only 
attend  Night  Classes,  how  many  subjects  he  can  take  up  in  one  year. 
It  must  therefore  be  understood  that  the  course  should  not  only  com- 
prise the  subjects  named  below,  but  also  that  they  should  be  taken  in 
the  order  in  which  they  are  stated. 

5.  The  terminology  used  is  that  of  the  Science  and  the  Art  Directories. 
The  Syllabus  of  subjects  there  given  states  precisely  what  is  included 
under  each  head :  and  it  is  assumed  that  before  commencing  the  follow- 
ing course  the  student  will  have  been  made  acquainted,  in  the  Elemen- 
tary School,  with  the  elements  of  Arithmetic,  and  the  primary  concep- 
tiona  of  Physical  Science.

Third  Year. 

The  work  of  this  year  must  depend  so  much  on  the  student's  aptitude 
and  the  progress  he  has  made  in  the  preceding  course,  that  it  is  im- 
possible to  lay  down  the  subjects  for  tne  third  year's  course  with  any 
definiteness.  It  is  essential  that  before  contmuing  his  course,  or 
conunencing  new  subjects,  he  should  have  a  sound  knowledge  of  the 
first  stage  of  Mathematics,  Elementary  Mechanics,  Physics,  and 
Chemistry;  that  he  should  hstve  such  a  knowledge  of  Practical 
Geometry  and  Mechanical  Drawing  as  to  be  able  to  draw  and  read 
simple  plans,  elevations,  and  sections  with  readiness,  and  that  he 
should  nave  sufficient  facility  in  Freehand  Drawing  to  make  clear  and 
neat  explanatory  diagrams. 

6.  When  tliese  subjects  have  been  mastered,  the  student  should,  while 
continuing  his  studies  in  Mathematics,  take  up  the  first  stage  of  Animal 
Physiology,  if  he  has  not  already  done  so.  He  will  then  be  in  a  position 
to  specialize  his  studies  with  advantage  in  one  of  the  following  groups 
according  to  his  reauirements,  takinff  up  for  instance — 

1.  Physics  ana  Chemistry  and  Metallurgy. 

2.  Theoretical    and    Applied    Mechanics,    Steam,  and  Machine 

Construction  and  Drawing. 

3.  Theoretical  and  Applied  Mechanics,  and  Building  Construction 

and  Drawing. 

4.  Biology. 

5.  Geology,  Physical  Geography,  Mineralogy,  and  Mining. 

The  student  may  also  with  advantage  contine  his  Freehand  Drawing 
and  Practical  Geometry. 

N.B. — ^The  foregoing  course  is  framed  to  lay  the  foundation  of  a 
thorough  and  systenuktic  scientific  training.  It  must  howe^-er  be  under- 
stood that  this  course,  though  strongly  recommended  for  all  those  who 
can  devote  sufficient  time  to  go  through  it,  in  no  way  supersedes  or  does 
away  with  the  power  of  holding  speciaJ  classes  in  different  subjects  for 
those  who  have  not  these  opportunities,  or  diminishes  the  aid  at  present 
offered  to  such  classes. 

The  fact  of  the  course  being  intended  as  a  systematic  truning  will 
also  explain  the  omission  of  certain  subjects  which  are  not  to  be  con- 
sidered unimportant  because  they  find  no  place  in  the  course.    Thus 
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Systematic  Botany  will  be  found  of  very  ^reat  use  as  a  preliminary  to  Appendix  A. 
tbe  study  of  Natural  Science.    As  such  it  may  be  taught  in  Elementary    jfi^^^g 
Sehools  before  this  course  is  commenced.     But  further  than  that«  it        avd 
cajnnot  be  considered  a  step  in  a  systematic  course  till  the  student  takes     Cobbb- 
it  up  as  a  portion  of  Biology  in  his  third  year.     In  the  same  way  Physi-  ^^^^^^^^^^ 
cal  Geography  is  a  subject  which  may  with  great  advantage  be  studied 
in  all  schools,  and  is  especially  adapted  for  students  who  cannot  go 
tiirough  a  systematic  course.    The  first  elements  of  Physical  Geography 
treating  broadly  the  outlines  of  Physical  Science  and  describing  its 
objects  should,  as  stated  above,  be  taught  as  an  introduction  to  its 
systematic  study.    But  Physical  Geography  in  its  general  sense  covers  so 
wide  a  field,  embracing  to  a  greater  or  less  degree  so  many  branches 
of  science,  that  it  does  not  fall  into  a  systematic  course  of  training 
in  science,  though  as  a  means  of  imparting  highly  valuable  general 
infonnation,  as  distinct  from  a  systematic  training,  it  may  be  strongly 
leoommended. 

7.  With  a  view  of  aiding  and  encouraging  Schools  organized  to  give 
the  foregoing  courses  of  instruction,  the  following  payments  will  be 
made  irrespective  of  the  general  payments  offered  under  the  Science 
Directory. 

8.  In  day  schools  lOs.  on  account  of  each  pupil  who  attends  the  full 
course  of  instruction,  is  present  during  250  attendances  of  the  school, 
and  passes  in  one  of  the  subjects  of  study  laid  down  for  his  year. 

9.  Provided  that — (1)  the  time  table  of  the  school  is  in  accordance 
with  the  foregoing  Minute,  and  has  been  approved  by  the  Department ; 
(2)  not  more  than  two  attendances  are  counted  in  one  day ;  and  (3) 
payment  is  not  made  on  account  of  the  same  pupil  for  more  than  three

course  of  instruction;  is  present  during  75  attendances  of  the  school,  and 
passes  in  one  of  the  subjects  of  study  laid  down  for  his  year. 

11.  Pkt)vided  that — (1)  the  time  table  of  the  school  is  in  accordance 
with  the  foregoing  Minute  and  has  been  approved  by  the  Department ; 
(2)  not  more  than  one  attendance  is  counted  on  one  evening ;  and  (3) 
payment  is  not  made  on  account  of  the  same  pupil  for  more  than 
three  years. 

12.  The  school  claiming  this  aid  must  be  properly  organized  as  a 
Science  School.  The  grants  cannot  be  claimed  on  account  of  classes 
held  in  a  school  already  receiving  state  aid  from  the  Education  Depart- 
ment, Whitehall,  or  the  Commissioners  of  National  Education,  Ireland.

By  the  Right  Honourable  the  Lords  of  the  Committee  of  Her  Majesty's 
Most  Honourable  Privy  Council  on  Education. 

1.  My  Lords  reconsider  the  regulations  applying  to  Science  and  Art 
Qasses  established  in  connexion  with  Irish  National  Schools  (Science 
Directory,  p,  32)  in  connexion  with  the  further  correspondence  with  the 
Commissioners  of  National  Education  in  Ireland,  and  the  various  repre- 
sentations that  have  been  made  to  them,  on  this  subject. 

2.  The  Minute,  that  of  I  lib  August  1871,  by  which  these  regula- 
tions were  imposed,  was  based  on  the  correspondence  with  the  Commis- 
sioners of  National  Education  in  Ireland,  and  on  the  evidence  given 
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Appendix  A.  before  the  Commission  on  the  Science  and  Art  Department  in  Ireland 
—       in  1868. 

AN?™       3.  It  appeared  therefrom  that  provision  was  made  by  the  Commis- 

GoKRE-      sioners  out  of  state  fonds  for  giving  instruction  in  the  National  and 

BPOHDBVCE.  i4(,del  Schools  in  many  branches  of  Science,  for  which  my  Lords  also 

awarded  payments.     Restrictions  to  provide  against  duplicate  payments 

in  some  of  these  branches  of  science  were  therefore  imposed. 

4.  The  Commissioners  of  National  Education  have  now  however 
represented  to  m^  Lords  that,  though  provision  is  made  in  the  School 
programmes  for  instruction  in  the  subjects  referred  to,  experience  has 
proved  that  day  pupils  will  not  continue  long  enough  at  School  to  avail 
themselves  of  instruction  in  them  ;  and  they  urge  a  modification  of  the 
new  regulations,  which  are  looked  upon  as  pressing  unduly  and  unfairly 
on  the  Teachers  of  the  National  Schools,  notwithstanding  the  different 
scope  and  i^stem  of  elementary  school  instruction  which  obtains  in 
England  and  Ireland. 

5.  The  Commissioners  on  their  part  undertake,  with  a  view  of  avoid- 
ing duplicate  payments  as  far  as  this  can  be  done  under  the  different 
systems,  that  wnenever  National  School  Teachers  open  classes  and  claim 
payments  under  the  Science  and  Art  Department  they  shall  forego  itny 
claim  to  a  gratuity  from  the  Commissioners  of  National  Education  for 
the  same  subjects. 

6.  Under  these  circumstances  in  deference  to  the  wishes  of  the  Com- 
missioners of  National  Education  and  with  a  view  to  remove  any  possible 
foimdation  for  the  idea  that  the  Science  Teachers  in  Ireland  are  treated 
differently  to  those  in  England,  mv  Lords  have  determined  to  withdraw 
for  the  present  Sections  2  and  3  of  the  regulations  before  mentioned.

2.  They  also  examine  the  statistics  of  Fees,  which  show  that  the  fees 
paid  by  the  general  public  have  increased  from  1,428/.  16s.  in  1863  to 
2,623/.  14*.  in  1870. 

3.  My  Lords  also  call  upon  Mr.  Burchett  to  explain  personally  the 
present  state  of  the  Training  School,  and  give  consideration  to  his 
observations  as  well  as  to  his  return  respecting  the  number  of  Students 
in  Training.

Increased  Payments  for  Advanced  Works  from  Schools 

OF  Art. 

At  South  Kensington,  the  22nd  day  of  February  1872.

In  the  observations  of  the  occasional  Inspectors  for  Art,  on  the  works  Increaa^ 
sent  up  from  Schools  of  Art,  it  is  pointed  out  that  the  advance  in  ^iJS^oed 
elementary  drawing  is  accompanied  by  an  actual,  though  slight,  decline  works, 
in  the  number  of  advanced  works. 

The  returns  from  the  Schools  show  that  9,122  students  sent  up  works 
in  elementary  sections,  against  1>742  who  sent  up  works  in  advanced 
sections.  ^ 

Of  these  1,742  students,  full  payments  were  made  on  648. 

The  maximum  payment  allowed  by  the  regulations  is  1 5s.  on  the 
works  of  each  elementary,  and  20s.  on  those  of  each  advanced  student.

3.  Objects  received  on  loan  must  be  lent  for  a  period  of  not  less  gpJi^^CT. 
than  six  months,  and  may  be  exhibited  at  any  afi&liated  institution, 

unless  special  agreement  be  made  to  the  contrary. 

4.  Whilst  every  care  is  taken  of  objects  lent  for  exhibition,  or  deposited 
on  approval  for  purchase,  the  Museum  (following  the  rule  of  the  Royal 
Acaoemy  and  other  bodies)  cannot  be  responsible  for  loss  or  damage. 

5.  No  object  can  be  received  on  approval  for  purchase  unless  the 
price  be  named  before  or  on  dehvery ;  and  it  is  to  be  understood  that 
the  Museum  has  the  first  right  of  making  a  purchase  at  any  time  within 
the  period  for  which  the  objects  are  lent. 

6.  Photographs,  copies,  or  casts  are  made  of  such  loans  as  may  be 
useful  for  mstruction  in  Schools  of  Art,  unless  the  lender  object  in 
writing.  Two  copies  of  each  photograph  are  sent  to  the  lender.  Per- 
mission to  copy  or  photograph  objects  on  loan  is  not  granted  to  private 
persons  without  the  sanction  in  writing  of  the  lender. 

7.  For  convenience  of  reference  and  comparison,  objects  submitted 
for  purchase,  are  liable  to  be  photographed  solely  for  official  purposes 
and  not  for  sale,  unless  an  objection  in  writing  be  made  by  the  proprietor 
at  the  time  of  delivery  of  the  objects.  When  photographs  are  taken, 
two  copies  will  be  given  to  the  proprietor  of  the  object  photographed.

Mr.  William  Smith's  Gift  op  Water-colour  Paintings.

I  have  to  report  to  my  Lords  that  in  obedience  to  their  instructions  I 
made  an  appointment  to  wait  on  Mr.  Smith  in  Southwick  Street  to  give 
effect  to  his  expressed  wishes  by  selecting  from  his  valuable  collection 
of  water-colour  paintings,  such  works  as  would  serve  towards  com- 
pleting the  "  Historical  Collection  of  British  Water-colour  Paintings," 
at  South  Kensington,  up  to  the  end  of  the  18th  century.

1.  Report  on  Science  Schools  and  Classes  by  Capt.  Bbpobt. 

Donnelly,  R.E. 

In  mj  report  last  year  I  pointed  out  the  efiPect  thai  the  alterations  Effect  of 
introduced  in  the'  autumn  of  1869  had  apparently  had  in  reducing  the  reduced 
rate  of  increase  in  the  number  of  classes   during  the  previous  year.  P*^"^®"  ^• 
The  effect  of  those  changes  was  not,  however,  fully  felt  till  last  year, 
1870-71,  the  reduction  in  payments  entailed  thereby  not  haWng  come 
into  full  force  till  then.     It  will  be  seen   from  the  following  table  that 
though  there  is  some  increase,  both  in  the  number  of  schools  examined 
and  the  number  of  persons  under  instruction  in  them,  the  former  having 
increased  from  799  to  90S,  and  the  latter  from  34,283  to  38,015,  yet  this 
increase  is  small  in  comparison  to  that  of  former  years.    That  the  changes 
made  in  the  system  were  good  in  themselves,  there  can  be  no  question, 
and  that  the  payments  on  results  have  not  been  more  reduced  tnan  was 
intended,  is  also,  I  think,  evident  from  the  amounts  earned  by  Science 
teachers.      In  some  of  the  more  successful  classes  the  payments  have 
averaged  upwards  of  20«.  per  student  under  instruction,  while  over  the 
whole  kingdom  this  average  was  95.  lOd.    Still  there  can  be  no  question 
but  that  the  reductions  in  themselves^  and  perhaps  still  more  the  feeling 
of  uncertainty  produced  by  the  change  has  tended  to  check,  for  a  time 
at  least,  the  rapid  increase  of  Science  classes.    The  system  is  now  on  a 
good  footing,  and  if  allowed  to  continue  without  the  introduction  of 
serious  modifications  for  some  years,  it  \v\\l,  I  have  no  doubt,  recover  from 
what  may  be  termed,  without  exaggeration,  the  panic  among  science 
teachers.    To  show  that  the  use  of  tnis  word  is  not  an  exaggeration,  I 
may  point  out  that  the  absurd  report  which  was  circulated  u^t  year  to 
the  effect  that  the  examination  papers  had  been  returned  to  the  exami- 
ners with  instructions  that  they  should  reduce  the  awards  by  20,000/., 
though  contradicted  in  Parliament,  has  but  lately  been  restated  by 
one  of  the  educational  papers  in  a  leading  article.    The  fact  of  the  case 
really  was,  as  will  be  seen  from  the  table  at  p.  38,  that  the  per-centage 
of  failures  in  1871  was  less  than  in  1870.     it  is  such  reports  as  this, 
which  changes,  however  necessary,  give  rise  to,  which  do  the  most 
mischief. 

By  a  return  which  was  made  to  the  Department  it  appears  that  the  Fees  paid 
fees  paid  by  students  amounted  in  England  and  Wales  to  3,873/.  1*.  4rf.,  ^^  students, 
in  Scotland,  to  .822/.  Ss.  Sd.,  and  in  Ireland  to  366/.  }s.  lid.    It  is 
evident,  however,  that  the  system  depends  primarily  upon  state  grants. 
It  is  to  be  hoped  that  the  late  reductions  in  these  payments  will 
tend  to  throw  scnools  more  on  to  local  contributions  for  their  support.

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There  waa  a  reduction,  it  will  be  seen,  in  tbe  number  of  papers  worked  Appendix  B. 
in  nine  subjects.    Most  of  the  reductions  were,  however,  insignificant  in    oaptaiv 
amount,  and  the  subjects  in  which  they  occur,  not  large  ones,  are  such  DoraBu.T's 
as  we  maj  naturally  expect  to  find  fluctuations  in  from  year  to  year.     ^pobt. 
Tlie  decrease  in  the  numoers  in  Practical  Plane  and  Solid  Geometry  was 
due  to  the  change  introduced  in  the  syllabus  and  form  of  examination. 
This  alteration  was  necessary  in  order  to  place  the  subject  in  advance 
of  the  examinations  of  the  Second  Grade,  Art,  for  which  payments  are 
made  by  the  Department.    The  reductions  in  the  numbers  in  Machine 
Construction  ana  Drawing,  and  Building  Construction  and  Drawing  are 
due  in  some  degree  to  the  imposition  of  a  more  stringent  examination 
as  respects  the  constructive  portion  of  both  machinery  and  architecture, 
but  principalljr  to  the  examination  in  those  two  subjects  being  held 
on  the  same  night.    The  same  pupil  used  formerly  in  a  great  proportion 
of  cases  to  come  up  in  both  suojects,  which  was  not  thought  advisable. 
As  the  same  pupil,  can  now  only  come  up  in  one  subject  or  the  other  a 
reduction  in  the  numbers  in  each  subject  is  inevitable.  ^ 

The  details  of  the  number  of  students  successful  in  each  stage  in 
each  subject,  the  classes  obtained,  and  the  failures,  are  given  in  the 
following  table.    The  next  table  gives  the  same  results  as  per-centages.

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The  following  extracts  from  the  reports  of  the  examiners  in  the 
various  subjects  give  the  opinions  of  those  most  competent  to  judge  of  the 
state  and  progress  of  the  instruction,  and  will  account  for  any  increase 
or  falling  off  in  the  number  of  successes : — 

The  examiner  in  Practical  Geometry,  Professor  Bradley,  states,  in 
giving  an  analysis  of  the  returns  of  the  late  examination  in  Practical, 
Plane,  and  Solid  Geometry,  "  I  am  glad  to  be  able  to  give  a  more 

favourable  report  of  the  results  than  that  of  last  year 

"  Upwards  of  43  per  cent,  of  the  whole  number  obtained  a  class  of 
some  sort,  the  results  of  last  year  showing  a  similar  per-centage  of 
"  onbr  20. 
"  This  improvement  in  results  may  safely  be  attributed  to  improve- 
ment in  instruction,  as  the  papers  set  were  very  little  (if  at  all)  easier 
than  tiiose  of  last  year,  and  my  assistants  and  myself  were  equally 
"  strict  in  condemning  those  who  did  not  comply  with  the  instruc- 
"  tions." 

The  examiner  in  Machine  Construction  and  Drawing,  Mr.  Unwin, 
says: — ''I  can  repeat  this  year  the  oonmiendation  of  the  papers  in 
"  honours  which    I  gave    to  them  last  year.     They  are  extremely 

satisfactory 

"  I  am  glad  to  be  able  to  report  that  the  papers  in  the  advanced  stage 
are  decidedly  better  than  those  sent  in  last  year.  The  best  papers  are 
very  good  indeed,  and  even  the  worst  show  more  attention  to  drawing 

to  Bc^e  than  was  exhibited  last  year 

"  There  is  a  decided  improvement,  as  compared  with  last  year,  in  the 
papers  in  this  (the  elementary)  stage." 
Mr.  Unwin  also  gave  an  example  of  a  worked  paper  which  cannot  fail 
to  have  been  of  great  use  to  the  schools. 

The  examiner  in  Building  Construction,  Col.  Wray,  R.E.,  says : — 
60*3  per  cent,  of  the  advanced  candidates,  and  55*9  per  cent,  of  the 

elementary  candidates  have  obtained  a  class 

"  This  is  a  very  satisfactory  result^  for  although  it  must  not  be  over- 
looked that  some  part  of  the  increased  per-oentage  of  classes  is  due 
to  the  very  much  smaller  number  of  inefficient  candidates  who  have 
come  up  for  examination,  the  greater  part  of  the  increase  is  due  to 
improved  teaching,  which  in  most  of  the  schools  is  very  marked." 
The  examiner  in  Naval  Architecture,  Mr.  Baskcomb,  says : — *'  Several 
of  the  elementary  pi^pers  show  that  the  candidates  were  backward 
in  the  rudiments  or  drawing,  while  others  appear  to  have  possessed 

the  ability  without  the  means  of  displaying  it 

"With  respect  to  the  advanced  paper  1  must  repeat  what  was 
stated  in  a  former  report,  viz.,  that  to  answer  questions  in  laying  off 
properly,  the  candidates  should  accustom  themselves  to  the  use  of 
diagrams,  instead  of  resorting  so  much  to  writing.  If  this  plan  were 
adopted,  the  answers  would  be  more  concise,  and  would  uiow  in  a 
dearer  manner  their  proficiency  in  the  subject." 

The  examiner  in  Mathematics,  stages  1,  2,  3,  the  Rev.  Mr.  Cowie, 
says : — ^"  The  answers  in  this  subject,  speaking  generally,  have  been  in  ad- 
"  vance  of  those  sent  in  last  year,  and  the  directions  given  have  been 
"  more  generally  attended  to;  stiU  there  is  need  of  much  improvement 
*'  in  some  particulars. 

**  Stage  1.  The  chief  mistake  made  here  is  that  so  many  candidates 
«  are  ulowed  to  attend  who  have  not  a  chance  of  doing  enough  to 
"  pass

The  Rev.  Mr.  Twisden,  the  examiner  in  Theoretical  Mechanics,  Mr.  Twis- 

reports    "that  the   examination  in  Theoretical  Mechanics ^^^' 

has  been  on  the  whole  most  satisfactory.  In  very  many  cases  the 
candidates  have  shown  that  they  possessed  a  sound  knowledge  of  at 
least  the  elements  of  the  science,  and  this,  in  most  cases,  implies  that 
they  have  been  well  and  carefully  taught.     The  chief  exception  has 

"  been  on  the  part  of  the  candidates  for  honours,  whose  work  was  not 

**  up  to  the  level  of  former  years." 

Mr.  Anderson,  the  examiner  in  Applied  Mechanics,  says : — "  The  merit  Mr.  Ander- 

"  of  these  papers  as  a  whole  is  extremely  varied.    The  elementaiy  an  of  ^°* 

"  very  moderate  quality,  although  a  few  are  good.     The  advanced 

"  pliers  are  particularly  good,  altnough  none  of  them  are  perfect,  and 

"  some  of  them  are  extremely  feeble.    The  honours  papers  are  not  up 

"  to  the  mark,  and  are  inferior  to  those  of  last  year." 

Dr.  Guthrie  says,  referring  to  the  papers  in  Acoustics,  Light   and  Dr.  Quthrie 

Heat : — "  Having  had  the  supervision  of  the  papers  in  the  subjects  of  light 

*'  and  heat  and  sound, with  the  approval  of  the  examiner. 

Professor  Tyndall,  I  beg  to  submit  the  following  observations : — 

About  4  or  5  per  cent,  of  the  elementary  papers  ought  not  to  have 
been  given  in  at  all.  The  absolute  ignorance  displayed  must  have 
been  known  to  the  teachers  in  whose  schools  these  pupils  were 
neglected.  A  number  must  accordingly  have  been  sent  up  for  exa- 
mination under  the  impression  that  some  remote  chance  might  enable 

"  them  to  obtain  sufficient  marks  to  ensure  payment.    This  ought  to 

be  discouraged 

"  I  find  that  the  answers  to  the  honours  papers  are,  as  a  rule,  not  at 

"  all  satisfactory." 

Dr.  Debus,  the  chief  assistant  examiner  in  Magnetism  and  Electricity,  ^-  ^^ 

says  : — "  The  results  of  the  examination  are  on  the  whole  of  a  satisfEustory 

"  character,  and  ...  a  great  deal  of  useful  and  sound  information 

"  is  dijQPused  through  the  country  by  the  science  classes. 

"The  honours  paper  has  not  been  done  as  well  as  might  have  been 

"  expected. 

"The  advanced  paper  has  received,  relatively,  the  best  answers. 
Many  of  these  papers  are  verv  good,  few  really  oad. 

I  l>elieve  that  many  candidates,  especially  in  the  elementary  paper, 
ought  never  have  been  allowed  to  come  up  for  this  examination, 
because  they  show  very  little  or  no  real  knowledge  of  the  subject,  and 
this  must  have  been  known  to  their  teachers.    Also  bad  spelling  is 

'^  a  very  common  fault. 

"Amongst  the  candidates  of  the  advanced  P>per  fl^  9k  great  many 

*'  able  persons,  who  will  make  good  teachers.    From  the  £%le  of  the 

''  papers  I  conclude  that  the  bad  spellers  are  generally  young  persons." 
Dr.  Frankland,  the  exammer  in  Chemisixy,  says :— "  Some  of  the  ©r.  Frank- 

"  honours  papers  were  remarkably  good ^ 

"  A  considerable  proportion,  however,  of  the  candidates  for  honoun 
evidently  entirely  mistook  the  character  of  the  examination;  they 
would  probably  not  have  obtained  a  second  class  in  the  advanced 

*'  stage.    Two  candidates  secured  a  first  dass  in  honours  in  orgamc 

**  chemistry ;  this  being  the  first  occasion  on  which  any  candidate  has 

"  obtained  a  first  class  in  honours  in  this  subject. 

**  Advanced  Stage  of  Inorganic  Chemistfy.-^The  questions  set  in  the 

"  advanced  stage  of  inorgamc  chemistry  were  probably  not  intrinsieaUy

fiftctory During  the  four  years  in  which  I  have  held  the 

office  of  examiner,  no  set  of  papers  in  this  stage  of  inorganic  chemistry 
has  approached  in  merit  to  the  set  which  I  have  had  before  me  on  the 
present  occasion. 

....  As  in  the  advanced  stage,  so  in  the  elementary,  the 
Questions  this  year  were  intrinsically  scarcely,  if  at  all,  more  difficult 
than  they  were  in  the  previous  year,  yet  the  compulsorr  answers  to 
**  first  two,  and  to  some  extent  to  the  12th,  rendered  the  test  more 
severe  than  it  has  been  in  former  years ;  and  if  I  had  not  in  many 
eases  relaxed  the  rule,  so  far  as  to  require  an  attempt  of  one  of  the 
compulsory  questions  only,  the  comparison  would  have  been  still 
more  disadvantageous  for  the  present  year.  Nevertheless,  after 
making  every  allowance  for  the  augmented  severity  of  the  examina- 
*'  tion,  the  f&ct  remains  that  an  unusually  large  number  of  absolutely 
worthless  papers  were  this  year  sent  up,  and  it  may  safely  be  asserted 

that  every  unsuccessM  candidate  richly  deserved  failure 

Although  several  excellent  papers  and  many  more  of  fair  quality 
*'  were  returned  in  this  subject,  it  is  evident  that  the  results  of  the 
**  examinations  in  oreanic  chemistry  this  vear  are  on  the  whole  far  ftom 
*'  satisfactory,  and  I  believe  the  cause  to  be  an  inferiority  in  the  qualitj 
"  of  the  candidates  presenting  themselves  ;  for,  after  a  careful  compari- 
son of  the  questions  set  in  this  subject  in  May  last,  with  those  given 
in  the  preceding  year,  I  find  that  the  paper  set  this  year  in  the  ad- 
vanced stage  was  decidedly  easier  than  that  of  the  year  previous,  and 
'*  although  the  elementary  paper  was  this  year  somewhat  more  difficult, 
yet  the  difference  in  this  respect  is  not  sufficient  to  account  for  the 
very  remarkable  falling  oif  in  the  results.     It  is  true  that  here,  as  in 
inorganic  chemistry,  a  pass  was  rendered  more  difficult  by  two  of  the 
questions  being  made  compulsory,  whilst  a  satisfactory  answer  to  a 
'*  itiird  ^*aa  required  for  the  attainment  of  a  laboratory  grant ;  never- 
"  thelcss,  tvtn  these  requirements  could  not  alone  have  produced  the 
*'  remarkably  poor  papers  which  were  presented  this  year. 

**  I  have  to  state,  that  it  would  in  my  opinion  be  desirable  to  call  the 

"  attention  of  such  Science  teachers  as  give  instruction  in  chemistry,  to 

"  the  circumstance,  that  the  unsatisfactory  results  of  the  examinations 

in  the  elementary  stage  of  inorganic  chemistrr  are  obviously  due 

chiefly  to  the  want  of  sufficient  experimental  illustrations  m  the 

Prof.  Ssm*       The  examiner  in  Geology,  Professor  Ramsay,  says  : — ''There  has  been 
•^*  '*  a  great  improvement  in  the  geological  papers  when  compared  with 

**  those  of  last  year,  of  all  classes,  elementiuy,  advanced,  and  tionours. 
"  A  proportion  of  the  scholara  is  still  very  illiterate,  but  there  is  in 
the  main  a  decided*  improvement  in  this  respect  when  compared  with 
last  year. 

"The  writing  is  decidedly  improved;  the  spelling  is  also  improved, 
but  not  BO  much,  and  the  same  is  the  case  with  the  grammar.  In 
many  instances  the  papers  are  expressed  with  gieat  precision.    Some 

*'  would  be  quite  fit  for  the  press. 
"  On  the  whole,  the  advanced  classes  are  not  so  satisfactory  as  the 

*'  elementary.     Only  about  6  per   cent,   of  these  parsed   1st  class. 

'*  Upwards  of  29  per  cent,  passea  1st  class  in  the  elementary  classes."

Professor  Huxley,  the  examiner  in  Animal  Physiology,  says : — ^The  Appendix  B. 
papers  sent  up  in  the  elementary  examination  in  physiology  this  year,     oaptIik 
are  on  the  average  hetter  than  in  previous  years,  while  those  in  the  Dokitblly's 
advanced  stage  are  not  quite  so  good.  Repobt. 

"The  answers  in  the  elementary  stage  clearly  prove  that  hundreds  of  ?"*'•  ^^* 
young  persons  are  annually  hecoming  acquainted,  if  not  in  a  wholly  ^^' 
practical  yet  in  a  sound  manner,  with  the  elementary  facts  and 
principles  of  physiology.  Aiid  the  answers  in  the  advanced  stage 
show  that  a  large  number  of  young  artisans  and  others  in  a  similar 
position  of  life,  are  yearly  acquiring  considerable  physiological  know- 
ledge. The  answers  in  this  class  are,  on  the  whole,  as  good  as  those 
'*  which  would  be  given  by  an  average  medical  student,  and  the  best 
"  are  above  the  standard  required  for  the  1st  M'B.  pass  examination 
**  of  the  University  of  London." 

Dr.  Woolley,  the  examiner  in  Navigation  and  Nautical  Astronomy,  Dr.WooUey. 
reports  that: — "As  a  rule  the  knowledge  of  both  these  subjects,  as 
"  shown  in  the  work  of  the  candidates,  is  sounder  than  on  former 
"  occasions.    The  definitions  and  illustrative  diagrams  have  for  the 
"  most  part  been  well  given.'* 

Professor  Ansted,  the  examiner  in  Physical  Geography,  says : — On  Prof-  An- 
*'  the  whole,  my  impression  is  that  the  general  style  of  the  answering  * 
"  is  slightly  better  than  in  former  years.  Very  marked  and  distinct 
results  will,  however,  be  recognised  by  taking  the  per-centage  of 
passed  in  diiSerent  schools.  Some  teachers  pass  almost  all,  whilst  in 
some  there  is  scarcely  one  candidate  who  succeeds.  In  some  cases 
the  teaching  is  especially  bad,  and  a  note  has  been  made  of  this 
occasionally. 

"  The  majority  are  mere  readers  of  class  books,  with  a  memory  and 
judgment  more  or  less  good.  A  large  number  having  done  better 
than  would  have  obtained  a  place  among  the  advanced  second  class, 
but  not  very  well,  may  perhaps  be  named  but  not  classed.  There  are 
"  some  who  must  be  rejected." 

On  the  whole,  it  will  be  observed  that  the  reports  are  very  satisfactory. 
There  is,  as  may  be  expected,  a  great  difference  in  the  quality  of  the 
teaching,  and  some  of  it  is  by  no  means  good.  It  is  only  natural  that  it 
should  be  so.  Almost  all  the  teachers  are  themselves  self-taught.  Steps 
have  been  already  taken  in  previous  years  to  remedy  this  by  bringing 
some  of  the  teachers  up  to  London  for  short  courses  of  lectures.  The  Training 
plan  had  proved  very  successful  as  far  as  it  went,  and  last  year  received  J^^hcn^ 
a  further  development.  In  accordance  with  the  minutes  given  in  last 
▼ear's  report,  two  six  weeks'  courses  of  instruction  were  organised,  one 
m  Biology,  and  the  other  in  Experimental  Physics.  The  course  in 
Biology  was  conducted  by  Professor  Huxley,  assisted  by  Professor 
Michael  Foster,  Dr.  Rutherford,  and  Mr.  Bxj  Lankester,  and  was 
attended  by  39  teachers ;  the  results  of  their  examination,  and  the  classes 
they  obtained,  are  given  at  pp.  22  and  23.  The  course  in  experimental 
physics  was  conducted  by  Dr.  Guthrie,  assisted  by  Professor  Goodeve, 
Dr.  &faxwell  Simpson,  Mr.  Wormell,  and  Mr.  Barrett.  This  practical 
instruction  must  do  immense  good  in  improving  Science  teaching  in 
the  country,  and  with  the  development  that  wlII  be  given  to  it  this 
year  wiU  unquestionably  produce  great  results. 

The  special  navigation  minute  which  was  introduced  to  meet  the  case  Xaviimtion 
of  the  Leith  School  has  been  found  to  work  very  sucoessfolly,  and  has  minute- 
been  extended  to  Plymouth. 

For  the  Whitworth  scholarships  there  were  66  competitors,  39  of  Wliftwoith 
these  passed  the  qualifying  examination  in  theoretical  subjects,  and  out  competition. 
of  these  30  were  selected  to  go  forward  to  the  examination  in  practical 
work.

The  Ro3ral  Exhibitions  of  50/.  per  annum  each  to  the  Royal  School 
of  Mines,  Jennjn  Street,  and  the  Royal  College  of  Science,  Dublin^ 
continue  to  be  eagerly  competed  for.  Six  of  these  exhibitions  were 
awarded  last  year.  There  were  55  competitors,  some  of  whom  displayed 
considerable  talents. 

Special  payments  under  the  Minute  of  17th  March  1870  (see  18th 
Annual  Report,  Appendix  A.,  p.  24),  for  chemical  apparatus  have  been 
made  during  the  year  to  48  schools.  These  payments  amounted  in  the 
whole  to  257/.,  and  were  made  on  behalf  of  203  students.  Sixty-one 
schools  having  796  students  in  practical  chemistry  have  applied  for  grants 
under  this  Minute  for  the  current  year. 

The  minute  passed  to  encourage  the  establishment  of  regularly 
organised  Science  Schools  (see  p.  25)  has  not  as  yet,  I  regret  to  say, 
been  taken  advantage  of.  I  trust  that  this  arises  from  the  fact  that  at 
the  time  it  was  passed,  the  arrangements  for  the  session  had  been  too 
far  advanced  to  allow  of  the  introduction  of  the  necessary  changes  into 
the  schools.  It  seems  to  be  admitted  on  all  hands  that  no  more  impor- 
tant advance  has  been  made  in  the  encouragement  of  scientific  instruo- 
tion  of  late  years,  but  I  am  afraid  it  will  be  some  tune  before  the 
country  is  prepared  to  take  advantage  of  it  to  any  great  extent. 

As  an  illustration  of  the  action  of  the  Departaient,  I  would  refer  to 
the  class  established  by  Mr.  Taylor  for  the  instruction  of  ploughmen  in 
the  management  of  agricultural  steam  machinery,  concerning  which 
Mr.  Wylde  has  reported  in  more  detail  (see  his  report  at  p.  51). 

The  inspection  of  the  Science  classes,  both  at  the  time  of  the  ex- 
amination and  beforehand,  was  conducted  as  in  the  previous  year,  by 
the  two  inspectors  of  the  Department,  assisted  by  officers  of  Royal 
Engineers.  Some  of  the  officers  of  the  department  were  also  employed 
to  inspect  during  the  May  examinations.  The  details  with  respect  to 
these  will  be  found  in  Mr.  Wylde's  and  Mr.  Iselin's  reports  (see  pp.  51, 
53,  and  55).  In  Ireland,  the  employment  of  the  Inspectors  of  the 
National  Board  tended  greatly  to  check  the  irregularities  which  had  been 
found  to  occur  in  previous  examinations. 

In  accordance  with  the  minute  of  the  22nd  February  187 1>  given  in 
the  last  Annual  Report,  special  local  secretaries  were  nominated  by 
the  School  Boards  of  nine  towns.  They,  with  their  assistants,  con- 
ducted the  examinations,  thus  relieving  the  local  committees  of  a  labour 
which  was  found  to  be  getting  rather  too  onerous.  The  experiment  of 
conducting  the  examinations  in  this  manner  proved  veir  sucoessfuL 

One  of  the  great  difficulties  that  Science  Schools  have  to  contend 
with  is  the  badness  and  expensiveness  of  almost  all  the  apparatus  which 
can  be  obtained  from  the  large  makers.  The  arrangements  which  are 
being  made  for  circulatin|(  specially  formed  collections  of  apparatus  on 
loan  to  the  schools,  will*  it  is  hoped,  tend  to  remedv  this  evil.  And  in 
time  perhaps  some  makers  may  be  induced  to  proauce  apparatus  of  a 
usable  character  at  less  than  four  times  its  proper  cost. 

The  returns  made  to  the  Department  in  April  show  that  there  are 
now  948  schools,  with  2,803  classes,  and  36,783  students.  This  shows 
a  slight  Increase  in  the  number  of  schools  and  classes,  but  a  diminution 
in  the  total  number  of  students.  The  numbers  in  Scotland  and  Ireland 
have  diminished,  but  those  in  England  have  increased.

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9.  Mr.  Wylde's  Report  on  Inspection  of  Science  and  Art         mb 

Classes.  Wyldb's 

^  Rbpobt. 

During  the  past  year  I  have  inspected  Science  and  Art  Schools  and 
Classes  in  Scotland,  and  in  the  north  and  east  of  England.  In  my 
report  last  year  I  alluded  to  the  fact  that  there  appeared  to  he  less 
desire  in  Scotland  than  in  either  England  or  Ireland,  to  take  advantage 
of  the  facilities  offered  by  Government  for  Science  Instruction.  I' 
attributed  this  in  a  great  measure  to  the  rule  (in  force  only  in  Scotland), 
that  teachers  of  National  Schools  who  conduct  night  classes  forfeit  anjr 
sum  which  they  would  be  entitled  to  claim  on  account  of  their  pupil 
teachers.  I  am  happy  to  say  that  this  ^ear  there  has  been  an  increase  Increase  in 
of  nearly  75  per  cent,  in  the  number  of  Science  and  Art  classes  established  n^unber  of 
in  Scotland,  and  this  increase  has  taken  place  notwithstanding  that  the  Scotland, 
rule  in  question  referring  to  pupil  teachers  has  not  been  rescinded, 
the  teachers -apparently  nnding  it  more  to  their  advantage  to  forego 
their  pupil  teacher  fee,  and  to  earn  the  Science  payments.  Another  reason 
which  has  prevented  the  spread  of  Science  classes  in  Scotland  is  the  jpreat 
difficulty  of  finding  teachers.  Wherever  (qualified  teachers  exist.  Science 
classes  are  at  once  established.  This  is  particularly  exemplified  in 
Aberdeenshire  and  neighbouring  counties,  where  the  masters  of  the 
parochial  schools  are  for  the  most  part  giaduates  of  a  Scotch  Univer- 
sity, and  as  such  qualified  under  the  Science  rules  to  earn  payments. 
In  Aberdeenshire  there  has  been  a  great  increase  in  the  number 
of  classes  established,  and  I  have  reason  to  believe  that  this  increase 
will  be  very  marked  in  the  course  of  the  present  year.  The  steam  class 
established  by  Mr.  Taylor,  Cushnie,  Kincardineshire,  for  the  instruction 
of  ploughmen  in  the  management  of  agricultural  steam  machinery 
has  also  be«i  successful.  Mr.  Tayior  writes,  "  As  to  the  ploughmen's 
**  class  in  steam  and  mechanics,  there  is  no  doubt  that  alter  draining, 
"  cultivation  by  steam  power  is  one  of  the  greatest  modem  improve- 
"  ments  in  agriculture,  but  the  great  want  is  skilled  men  in  the 
"  different  districts  competent  to  work  the  engines.  The  class  has  done 
"  much  good  in  dispelling  prejudice  \^hioh  existed  among  ploughmen 
"  against  steam  cultivation  and  evening  classes.  For  the  first  time  they 
"  find  that  education  has  a  money  value.    In  the  last  letter  I  had  from

Appendix  B.  "  one  of  the  men  I  sent  to  the  Scottish  Steam  Cultivation  Company, 
he  told  me  he  was  then  earning  25s.  a  week,  when  he  left  ahout  six 
months  ago  his  wages  would  he  about  145.  All  the  others  I  have 
sent  are  getting  not  less  than  195.*'  In  a  subsequent  letter  Mr. 
Taylor  states  that  he  has  received  an  application  for  £0  additional 
trained  ploughmen,  an  application  he  is  unable  to  comply  with ;  the 
demand  for  skilled  labour  of  this  description  is  so  great  that  Mr.  Taylor 
intends  carrying  out  his  class  through  the  summer  months,  instead 
of  as  customary  only  in  the  winter.  There  can  be  no  doubt  of  the 
importance  of  such  classes  as  this,  and  they  can  only  be  established 
under  exceptionally  difficult  circumstances.  As  they  must  of  necessity 
be  held  in  an  agricultural  district,  where  the  attendants  would  be 
unable  to  pay  anything  like  a  remunerative  fee  for  their  instruction, 
and  the  apparatus  required  for  illustrating  the  lectures  is  of  an  expensive 
character.  Mr.  Taylor  states  that  in  the  establishment  of  his  class^  he 
was  greatly  assisted  by  Messrs.  Fowler  and  Co.,  of  Leeds,  who  kindly 
sent  a  set  of  models  of  steam  engines,  and  set  of  tackle  made  originally 
for  the  Pasha  of  Egypt,  beautifully  finished  and  perfect  in  every  part. 
It  is  perhaps  a  question  for  consideration  whether  exceptional  assistance 
might  not  be  allowed  to  classes  of  this  description. 

I  visited  also  in  the  course  of  the  year  a  certain  number  of  Schools  of 
Art,  and  Art  night  classes.  At  Wakefield  a  School  of  Art  has  been 
established  in  a  building  specially  erected  for  the  purpose,  the  necessary 
funds  for  which  have  been  provided  by  the  profits  arising  from  an  Art 
Exhibition  held  in  the  town.  The  C5ommittee  with  the  sum  so  raised 
have  been  enabled  to  purchase  a  most  eligible  plot  of  freehold  ground 
and  have  provided  a  building  in  every  respect  suitable  for  the  purpose 
required.  I  believe  they  now  contemplate  adding  a  wing  in  which  it  is 
proposed  to  hold  Science  classes.  On  my  visit  to  the  Nottingham  School 
of  Art,  the  desirability  of  establishing  a  designing  room  was  discussed, 
it  was  proposed  to  fit  up  a  room  specially  for  the  purpose,  to  purchase 
good  examples  and  designs  adapted  to  the  raanufaotures  of  the  district, 
and  in  connexion  with  the  designing  room,  to  erect  a  greenhouse 
where  creeping  and  other  plants  specially  applicable  for  designing 
lace  curtains,  &c.  might  be  grown.  At  present,  although  the  best 
designers  for  lace  have  for  the  most  part  been  educated  in  the  School  of 
Art,  they  usually  make  their  actual  designs  in  the  designing  room  of 
the  manufactory  in  which  they  are  employed,  when  their  ideas  are  in  a 
great  measure  borrowed  from  French  wall  decorations  purchased  for 
the  purpose.  The  idea  of  establishing  in  Schools  of  Art  rooms  supplied 
with  examples,  specially  adapted  for  designing  for  the  locality  in  which 
the  school  is  situated  is  one,  I  think,  worthy  of  consideration. 

In  the  different  Art  night  classes  which  I  visited,  I  found  great 
variety  in  the  examples  used ;  some  classes  I  found  well  supplied  with 
good  examples  for  freehand  drawing,  models,  &c.,  in  others  I  found 
nothing  but  bad  lithographs  of  landscapes,  and  a  few  indifferent  out- 
lines for  Areehand.  I  think  it  would  be  advisable  before  any  night  class 
is  recognised,  to  require  that  it  should  be  provided  with  a  fair  supply 
of  good  recognised  examples  approved  by  the  Department.  In  addition 
to  my  ordinary  inspections  of  Science  and  Art  classes,  I  conducted  the 
ordinary  November  Art  Examinations  in  certain  training  colleges.  I 
also  visited  the  west  of  England  and  Ireland  in  order  to  investigate 
cases  in  which  copying  at  the  May  Examinations  was  suspected.  In 
most  of  the  cases  investigated,  the  suspicions  of  the  examiners,  that 
unfair  means  had  been  resorted  to  were  well  founded.  It  is  satisfactory, 
however,  to  obsen-e  that  these  cases  are  becoming  less  numerous  every 
year.

ISBLIK'8 

Durinfif  the  course  of  the  paat  year  the  system  of  inspection  by  the     ^^^obt. 
officers  of  the  corps  of  the  Royal  Engineers  has  been  again  successfully  bv^SfflJ^re 
put  into  operation.    The  accompanying  lists  (see  pp.  55  and  56)  give  the  oi  Royal 
^work  of  each  officer,  both  for  the  preliminary  inspections  and  for  the  Engineers, 
inspections  during  the  examinations.      Unfortunately  the  remissness  of 
schools  in  sending  in  returns  prevents  the  work  of  regular  inspection  from 
being  commenced  till  the  close  of  the  month  of  January,  and  the  work 
(which  could  well  occupy  twice  the  time)  is  thus  crowded  into  a  couple 
of  months.      Considerable  difficulty  is  ^m  this  cause  experienced  in 
arranging  the  inspection  for  the  acting  inspectors,  whose  military  duties 
(which  must  of  course  be  first  attended  to)  render  the  time  at  their 
disposal  limited. 

My  own  share  of  the  work,  beyond  that  of  organising  the  inspection 
for  the  acting  inspectors,  lay  principally  in  the  neighbourhood  of  London. 
During  the  autumn  I  also  inspected  the  Schools  of  Art  and  Art  Night 
Classes  in  the  districts  of  the  Potteries  and  Macclesfield^  and  in  South 
Sta£Pordshire  and  Worcestershire ;  and  in  November  I  was  instructed  to 
conduct  the  drawing  examinations  in  some  of  the  training  colleges  in 
London.  At  the  close  of  the  May  examinations  both  Mr.  Wylde  and 
I  again  undertook  the  investigation  of  the  cases  of  copying  and  dis-  Cases  of 
honesty,  which,  as  the  papers  showed,  had  been  committed  m  some  of  ^P^"s* 
the  schools.  These,  though  not  numerous,  were  more  widely  spread 
than  on  former  occasions,  and  on  this  errand  I  had  to  visit  Scotland, 
Ireland,  Northumberland,  Yorkshire,  Lancashire,  Worcestershire,  and 
Kent.  In  some  of  the  cases,  as  in  the  school  at  Threemile  House,  near 
Monaghan,  and  the  Trade  School  at  Worcester,  the  apparent  similarity 
in  the  answering  seemed  to  be  due  to  cram  rather  than  to  copying.  At 
the  examination  in  Animal  Physiologr  held  in  Glasgow,  two  of  the 
students  in  training  at  the  Church  of  Scotland  Normal  School  were 
uroved  to  have  had  a  copy  of  a  work  on  the  subject  in  their  possession, 
from  which  they  copied  answers  to  the  questions. 

It  was  satisfieuHiory  to  find  that  the  dishonourable  attempts  at  Examina- 
collusion,  in  Ireland,  on  which  I  had  occasion  to  animadvert  in  my  Vreiand 
last  report,  were  not  to  any  great  extent  repeated.  With  the  exception 
of  two  or  three  solitary  instances,  the  examinations  in  that  countir 
were,  I  think,  last  year  conducted  with  exemplary  fairness.  No  doubt  this 
improvement  is  due  in  some  measure  to  the  excellent  arrangements  made 
by  the  Commissioners  of  National  Education,  who  had  allowed  their 
inspectors  to  undertake  the  conduct  of  the  examinations  in  as  many  of 
the  centres  as  possible.  These  gentlemen,  accustomed  as  they  are  to 
examinations  of  idl  kinds,  are  necessarily  most  competent  to  check  any 
attempt  at  fraud  on  the  part  of  the  candidates ;  and,  as  far  as  I  am 
aware,  in  no  case,  where  the  examination  was  conducted  by  an  official 
of  the  National  Board,  was  any  dishonesty  by  the  pupils  or  tea6hers 
committed.  Where  the  examination  was  under  the  superintendence  of 
the  local  committee  a  few  attempts  at  copying  were  discovered.  In 
one  instance  at  Tullysaran,  Co.  Armagh,  I  regret  to  have  to  add  that 
two  National  School  teachers  had,  in  the  examination  on  Magnetism  and 
Electricity,  copied  firom  or  passed  to  each  other  the  answers  to  several 
of  the  questions.  They  have  been  prohibited  from  earning  payments  on 
lesulta  from  the  Science  and  Art  Department  for  three  years. 
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The  newly  appointed  school-boards  in  England  have  this  year  been 
asked  to  co-operate  with  the  Department  in  securing  a  proper  conduct 
of  the  examinations  by  nominating  the  special  local  secretaiy,  whose 
business  it  is  to  make  all  the  necessary  local  arrangements,  and,  witik 
the  aid  of  assistants  also  nominated  by  the  Board,  to  undertake  the 
conduct  of  all  the  examinations.  In  several  towns  where  many  schools 
had  to  be  examined  this  organisation  was  last  year  found  to  work  very 
well. 

As  another  step  toward  the  extension  of  instruction  in  Science  in  ele-> 
mentary  Schools  the  Education  Department  has  sanctioned  additional 
marks  towards  theur  general  certificate  being  given  to  the  students  of 
training  colleges,  who  pass  with  credit  the  Science  examinations.  This 
will,  I  think,  have  the  effect  of  stimulating  the  students  to  quality 
themselves  to  earn  payments  on  the  result  of  their  science  teaching 
when  they  have  charge  of  schools,  and'  instruction  in  Science  in  those 
schools  will  be  developed. 

The  very  large  extension  of  Science  classes,  and  the  increase  in  the 
number  of  candidates,  has  led  to  the  preparation  of  a  number  of  cheap 
text  books,  which  I  fear  are  producing  no  good  result  on  the  quality  of 
the  instruction.  Some  of  tnese  are  mere  abridgments  of  works  of  a 
standard  character,  but  being  compiled  by  ])ersons  of  inferior  scientific 
attainments,  with  the  one  object  of  enabling  the  student  to  cram  his 
memory  with  as  many  feu^s  as  it  wfll  hold,  all  the  value  of  the  books 
of  which  they  are  transcripts  has  necessarily  been  lost.  Others  are 
nothing  but  "  guides  to  cram,"  the  information  being  arranged  in  such 
a  form  that  the  student  may  reproduce  it  without  necessarily  under- 
standing it,  and  enabling  the  teacher  to  dispense  with  apparatus  and 
iUustrations  so  necessary  in  proper  instruction  in  Science.  The  teacher 
is  thus  tempted  to  put  these  books  into  the  hands  of  his  pupils  on 
two  grounds ;  the  low  price  is  an  object  to  most  of  his  pupils,  and  the 
very  compact  and  suggestive  form  in  which  the  information  is  given 
saves  him  much  trouble  in  teaching,  and  the  cost  of  apparatus  and 
models.  It  would  seem  advisable  that  the  examiners  should  speak  an 
earnest  word  of  warning  to  teachers,  and  point  out  how  injunous  the 
use  of  inferior  text  books  may  become. 

In  the  east  of  London  a  most  interesting  experiment  in  Science  and 
Art  instruction  has  been  made.  The  members  of  the  London  School 
Board  for  the  Tower  Hamlets  division  have  formed  themselves  into  an 
educational  association,  the  direct  object  of  which  is  to  promote  the 
establishment  of  Science  and  Art  classes  throughout  the  district,  by 
means  of  both  inducements  to  the  teachers  and  rewards  to  the  pupils. 
In  the  present  early  staf^e  of  the  existence  of  this  Association,  it  would 
be  too  soon  to  measure  its  success,  but  no  doubt  can  exist,  I  think,  that 
an  active  and  intelligent  interest  in  the  education  of  the  people,  such  as 
is  here  taken  by  gentlemen  of  means  and  local  position,  cannot  but  have 
a  most  beneficial  effect.

1.  Ten  students  were  examined.for  the  diploma  of  Fellow,  all  of  whom  ^^^^^ 
were  students  who  had  completed  their  full  term  of  study,  8  being  sent  examined. 
by  the  Admiralty,  and  2  private  students.    Nine  of  these  were  successful, 

3  being  placed  m  1st  class,  4  in  the  2nd,  and  2  in  the  3rd,  among  the 
latter,  the  only  private  student  who  has  hitherto  succeeded  in  obtaining 
a  Fellow's  diploma.  The  oiher  private  student  did  not  obtain  a 
Bufficient  number  of  marks  to  entitle  him  to  a  diploma  of  Fellow,  but 
had  already  obtained  that  of  Associate. 

2.  The  students  of  the  remaining -3  years  were  examined  as  usual,  and 
a  detailed  list  of  the  marks  gained  by  them  is  appended  to  this  report.

FBBinro.        Grants  have  been  paid  during  the  year  in  aid  of  building  schools  of 

Science  and  Art  at  the  following  places  : — 

Belfast. — A  grant  of  SOOl.  was  paid  for  adapting  to  the  uses  of  a 
School  of  Art  an  existing  building,  of  which  the  school  managers  have  a 
lease  for  30  years.  The  space  devoted  to  Art  instruction  would  have 
entitled  the  school  to  the  maximum  grant  of  5002.,  if  the  building  could 
have  been  secured  in  perpetuity. 

Burslem, — Additional  space  of  3,440  superficial  feet  in  the  Wedgwood 
Memorial  buil()iog  has  been  devoted  to  science  instruction,  and  a  grant 
of  344/.  has  been  made  on  this  account,  456/.  having  already  been  given 
for  the  Art  school. 

KeighUy. — A  grant  of  500/.  for  an  Art  school,  and  320/.  for  a  Science 
school,  has  been  paid. 

Kendal. — A  grant  of  225/.  for  an  Art  school,  and  175/.  for  a  Science 
school,  has  been  paid. 

Lambeth.  —  Additions  have  been  made  to  the  building,  on  which 
214/.  7s.  10(/.  has  been  paid  for  the  Art  portion  (making,  together  with 
the  original  grant,  a  total  of  500/.),  and  70/.,  in  addition  to  the  Science 
portion. 

Applications  have  been  received  during  the  past  year  from  Denby 
Dale  for  a  school  of  Science  and  Art ;  from  Dover  for  a  school  of  Art ; 
from  the  Queen's  Institute,  Dublin,  for  a  school  of  Art ;  from  Stour- 
bridge, where  it  is  proposed  to  purchase  a  building  which  has  been  used 
for  some  years  past  as  a  school  of  Art ;  and  from  Watford,  for  a  school 
of  Science  and  Art. 

The  conmiittees  of  the  foUovdng  schools  have  also  in  previous  years 
applied  for  building  grants,  but  have  not  yet  claimed  payment  of

1.  Report  of  the  Official  Inspector  for  Art  on  Schools  of      Aet. 

Art  and  Art  Examinations. 

The  extension  of  Art  instruction  is  promoted  by  regulations  under  Objecto  of 
which  aid  is  given  : —  the  grant. 

First,  to  Elementary  Schools  for  the  Poor  where  drawing  is  taught 
concurrently  with  reading  and  writing,  and  is  specially  directed 
to  the  improvement  and  refining  of  the  perceptive  powers  of  the 
children ; 
Second,  to  Diocesan  and  other  Training  Colleges  in  which  the  teachers 

,     of  elementary  schools  obtain  certificates  as  teachers  of  drawing ; 
Third,  to  Night  Classes  for  children  above  12  years  of  aae  and  artisans ; 
in  these  classes  the  primary  instruction  of  the  children  is  carried 
further  than  in  the  Elementary  Schools,  and  they  are  associated 
with  adult  students  in  the  study  of  form,  light  and  shade,  and 
linear  drawing ; 
Fourth,  to  Schools  of  Art  which  are  entirely  devoted  to  Art  instruc- 
tion, and  where    the    student^  after    having    obtained    sound 
elementary  knowledge,  pursues  the  technical  study  of  Art  in  the 
direction  required  by  his  occupation ; 
Fifth,  to  selected  students  of  Local  Schools  of  Art,  to  enable  them 
to  attend  the  National  Art  Training  School,  which  is  maintained 
for  training  Art  teachers,  designers,  or  Art  workmen. 
Table  A.,  page  216,  shows  the  extent  to  which  instruction  is  given  in  Elementary 
Elementary  Schools  for  the  Poor.  schools. 

The  number  of  schools  examined  in  May  1871,  was  1,534,  an  increase 
of  175  on  the  number  examined  in  18/0.  This  increase,  although 
considerable,  is  not  so  great  as  that  which  took  place  between  1869  and 
1870,  but  of  those  schools  examined  in  1870,  no  fewer  than  1 19  were 
not  again  examined  in  1871. 

Table  B.,  page  274,  shows  the  number  of  certificates  for  teaching  Training 
drawing,  obtained  by  students  in  diocesan  or  other  training  colleges,  achools. 
in  which  there  is  a  considerable  decline. 

The  exercises  included  in  this  certificate  are  five  in  number,  an 
analysis  of  the  results  of  the  examination  shows  that  in  each  subject 
the  number  of  successful  candidates  was  as  follows : —

As  success  in  all  of  these  papers  is  required  in  order  to  gain  the 

certificate,  it  is  obvious  that  the  small  number  passing  in  model 
drawing  (294)  will  be  in  some  sense  the  measure  of  the  number  of 
teachers  who  become  fully  qualified.  This  year  299  certificates  only  have 
been  granted.  Although  so  large  a  number  of  candidates  have  passed 
in  the  exercise  in  drawing  on  the  blackboard,  there  is  reason  to  believe 
that  the  instructions  which  are  issued  with  reference  to  it  are  not 
sufficiently  attended  to,  and  that  students  succeed  by  a  repetition  of 
lessons  given  by  the  teacher,  a  kind*  of  cram,  rather  than  by  obtaining 
a  power  of  reproducing  the  form  of  an  object  by  the  continuous  practice 
of  model  drawing.  The  special  attention  of  the  managers  of  training 
schools  is  therefore  called  to  the  necessity  for  providing  effective  instruc- 
tion in  model  drawing,  and  of  stimuLiting  the  practice  of  drawing  from 
memory.  To  aid  in  this,  each  training  school  has  been  supplied  with  a 
set  of  models  specially  adapted  for  instruction. 

Table  C,  page  276,  Art  Night  C/<w«es.— Of  these,  465  are  under  in-  Art  night] 
struction.    The  ratio  of  increase  of  the  last  three  years  is  maintained,  classes.. 
The  general  progress  of  these  classes  is  satisfactory,  but  the  qualifica- 
tions of  the  tobchers  are,  as  a  rule,  not  high  enough.    A  payment  of  10/.

now  offered  as  an  inducement  to  teachers  holding  the  second  grade  cer- 
tificate, to  cany  their  studies  further,  and  to  take  the  more  advanced  third 
gra^e  certificate,  will,  I  hope,  lead  to  improved  results.  In  too  many 
classes  the  students'  work  is  entirely  confined  to  copying  from  flat  ex- 
amples. Teachers  do  not  appear  to  appreciate  sufficiently  the  advantage 
of,  and  encouragement  givenio  young  students  by  a  thoughtful  change  in 
their  examples.  At  a  very  early  stage  of  progress,  simple  natural  objects, 
or  casts,  should  alternate  with  jsymmetrical  examples  from  the  flat. 

Table  D.,  page  298,  shows  what  grants  have  been  made  from  the  votes 
for  Art  instruction  to  Science  classes.  These  grants  are  intended  to 
induce  refinement  in  the  execution  of  scientific  drawings ;  their  amount 
is  small  as  the  mun  encouragement  of  these  classes  is  given  from  the 
votes  in  aid  of  instruction  in  Science. 

Table  £.,  page  300,  gives  the  result  of  the  examinations  of  64  schools, 
which  from  being  endowed,  not  requiring  their  students  to  pay  fees,  or 
other  reasons,  are  not  entitled  to  receive,  or  do  not  claim  aid  from  the 
grants  of  this  Department. 

Abstracts  of  the  reports  of  each  School  of  Art  commence  at  page  302. 
These  are  followed  by  tables  in  which  the  chief  points  in  the  history  of 
the  schools  are  grouped  together.  Table  F.,  p.  357,  states  the  numbers 
of  students,  and  the  results  of  their  examinations.  Table  6.,  page  360, 
the  income  of  each  school  from  fees  and  grants.  Though  the  number 
of  Schools  of  Art  has  not  increased,  there  is  an  addition  of  865  to  the 
numbers  under  instruction,  and  though  the  exceptional  increase  in  the 
results  in  both  second  and  third  grade  examinations,  made  in  1870,  has 
not  been  maintained,  the  numbers  of  successful  students  are  larger  than 
in  any  other  preceding  year,  while  the  amount  of  fees,  23,432/.,  still 
bears  a  healthy  relation  to  the  amount  13,100/.  of  the  grants  in  aid  giv^ 
in  Table  I.,  p.  364.  From  Table  H.,  p.  363,  we  learn  that  the  rate  of 
increase  in  the  numbers  of  persons  taught  drawing  through  the  agencr  of 
the  Department,  is  maintained,  the  total  212,501,  being  24,585  more  than 
in  the  previous  year,  and  more  than  twice  the  number  taught  in  1863. 

It  has  unfortunately  been  necessary  to  suspend  the  certificate  of  one 
Art  teacher  for  making  false  entries  in  the  school  registers. 

Table  K.,  p.  367>  shows  the  whole  cost  of  Art  prizes  to  have  been 
3621/.,  an  increase  of  271/.  on  the  previous  year.  The  sum  of 
1,524/.  129.  7d.  is  shown  by  Table  L.  to  nave  been  contributed  bv  the 
Department  towards  the  purchase  of  examples,  for  which  the  schools 
themselves  have  paid  a  part  of  the  cost. 

In  the  Head  Master's  report  on  the  Art  Training  and  Normal  School 
two  points  are  prominent.  {See  report  of  the  Director,  Appendix  D., 
p.  401.)  First,  the  large  number  of  students  of  the  Normal  School, 
viz.,  954,  and  the  amount  of  fees,  2,823/.  139.  4d.  paid  by  them ;  second, 
the  small  number  of  certificates  of  qualification  taken  by  students  of  the 
Training  School.  These  were  16  in  number,  but  of  this  number  10  were 
of  the  first  group,  a  certificate  implying  considerable  attainment,  but  still 
of  an  elementary  character.  The  list  of  such  ceniflcates  awarded,  given 
at  p.  385,  shows  that  22  candidates  obtained  it  by  studv  in  local  schools. 
Five  other  of  the  certificates  were  for  architecture,  and  one  only  for  the 
second  or  painting  group.  The  results  of  the  preceding  vear  had  been 
even  less  satisfactory,  while  no  certificate  of  the  third  or  figure  painting 
group  had  been  obtained  for  several  ^ears. 

Under  these  circumstances,  the  minutes  of  3rd  August  and  22nd  De-> 
cember  1871  (printed  in  Appendix  A.,  p.  29,)  were  passed  with  a  view 
to  enable  the  school  to  fulfil  more  efficiently  its  primary  object,  which  is 
the  training  of  teachers. 

The  report  on  the  national  competition,  p.  378,  expresses  the  views 
of  the  professional  examiners  on  the  works  of  the  students  in  the 
schools  in  respect  of  their  art  qualities.  In  accordance  with  their 
reconmiendation,  the  number  of  silver  and  bronze  medals  has  been 
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increased.    The  report  is  based  on  a  selection  made  by  the  occasional  Appendix  0. 
Inspectors  (Mr.  Hart,  R.A.,  Mr.  Crowe,  and  Mr.  Barwell,)  charged  with  «    — 
the  duty  of  examininpr  the  works  of  each  school  separately,  who  observe     ^aS?  ^^ 
that  in  the  elementary  freehand  stages,  which  do  not  enter  into  the 
National  Competition,  the  general  mass  of  the  work  indicates  improve- 
ment, and  also  that  many  of  the  niffht  classes  for  instruction  in  elemen- 
tary drawing  have  made  a  decided  advance,  and  that  generally  their 
work  is  progressing  favourably. 

They  also  point  out  that  good  works  in  original  design  for  various 
kinds  of  manufacture  were  sent  up  from  the  following  places: —

Lace  from  Nottingham,  Bloomsbury,  South  Kensington,  Edinburgh, 
Dublin,  Cirencester,  and  Taunton. 

Jewellery  from  Edinburgh  and  Birmingham. 

Fans  from  South  Kensington,  Trowbridge,  Wakefield,  Nottingham, 
Bradford,  Bristol,  and  Leeds.

It  is  found  that  the  amount  of  work  in  the  advanced  sections  does  not 
greatly  increase,  while  the  elementary  work  does  so  largely.  It  is  con- 
sidered that  the  greater  difficulty,  and  longer  time  necessary  for  obtaining 
advanced  results  has  be^n  inadequately  recognised  by  the  scale  of  pay- 
ments allotted  to  each  section .  An  increase  has  therefore  been  authorised 
in  the  maximum  grvjit  which  may  be  made  on  account  of  the  instruction 
of  an  industrial  student  in  the  advanced  section.  See  Minute,  p.  31, 
Appendix  A. 

Payments  are  made  only  on  industrial  students,  and  although  prizes 
are  offered  to  students  on  whom  payments  cannot  be  claimed,  compara- 
tively few  of  the  works  of  this  latter  class  are  sent  up  for  competition. 
It  is  to  be  feared  that  the  works  withheld  are  less  sound  in  character 
than  those  submitted  to  the  examiners,  and  it  is  perhaps  desirable  to 
say  that  the  absence  of  sound  works  of  the  day  classes  of  Schools  of 
Art  has  an  influence  on  the  prize  list  given  at  p.  380,  which  is  also 
affected  by  the  evidence  occasionally  given  of  the  use  of  bad  examples.

The  *'  Princess  of  Wales "  Scholarships  of  25/.  and  1  l/.'for  female 
students  who  obtain  the  greatest  success  in  the  National  Competition, 
were  respectively  awarded  to  Miss  Rose  Stanton,  of  Stroud  School  of 
Art,  and  to  Miss  Marianne  Mansell,  of  South  Kensington  School  of  Art.

Company  of  Plasterers,  has  been  distributed  as  reported  at  p.  384.

The  committee  of  management  consistti  of  19  members.  The  officers 
are: — ^J.  W.  Barclay,  Chairman;  J.  Sinclair,  Secretary;  and  John 
Mensies,  Head  Master  (4  certificates). 

The  number  under  instruction  during  the  year  has  been  164,  showing 
a  decrease  of  22  since  last  year.  The  fees  paid  by  them  amounted  to 
98/.  lU.  8J.,  showing  a  decrease  of  24/.  1«.  lie/,  from  the  sum  received 
last  year. 

Attendance  at  the  School  of  Art : — Morning  classes — 7  students,  who 
paid  3tf.  6c/.  per  month ;  total,  4/.  6^.  4d,  Evening  classes — 157  students, 
who  paid  \s,  8</.,  35.  6i/.^  and  2$.  6</  per  month ;  total,  94/.  5«.  Ad,  The 
total  income  is  returned  as  239/.  1«.  2d. 

The  school  received  1  silver  medal,  and  2  Queen's  prizes  of  books 
in  the  national  competition,  8  third  grade  prizes  of  books,  &c.  for  works 
sent  up  for  inspection,  and  11  second  grade  prizes  at  the  local  examina- 
tion. 

Five  students  obtained  local  free  studentships.  107  students  sent 
G39  works  to  the  annual  examination.  Grants  were  made  on  account  of 
the  works  of  99  artisans. 

The  local  examination  in  May  was  attended  by  61  candidates,  of 
whom  40  students  of  the  school  were  successful. 

The  school  has  expended  from  its  own  funds  1/.  65.  lOt/.  on  account 
of  examples,  besides  the  local  expenses  for  rent,  lighting,  &c. 

The  total  amoimt  of  aid  afiPorded  to  the  school  by  the  Department 
during  1871  has  been  157/.  3^.  5c/.,  including  a  prize  of  20/.  to  me  head- 
master. 

Andovbr. — (Population  in  1871 — 5,501.) 

Established  in  1854.    Situate  at  Bridge  Street. 

The  committee  of  management  consists  of  10  members.  1'he  officers 
are: — Rev.  H.  B.  Barsfield,  M.A.,  Chairman;  G.  Hayes,  Secretary; 
John  Philip  Fraser,  Head-Master  (5  certificates). 

The  number  under  instruction  during  the  year  has  been  85,  showing 
a  decrease  of  7  since  last  year.  The  fees  paid  by  them  amounted  to 
50/.,  showing  an  increase  of  6/.  14<.  over  the  sum  received  last  year. 
These  totals  are  inclusive  of  40  students  of  private  schools  taught 
through  the  agency  of  the  school,  from  whom  the  sum  of  10/.  was 
received.

ScHooM  OP  Regulations. 

Natioxal       'YXiQ  local  committee  transmit  to  the  offices  of  this  Department  for 
Tiox.  '    inspection,  on  or  before  the  9th  of  April,  the  works  of  students  in  the 
various  classes  on  account  of  whose  instruction  payment  is  claimed, 
or  who  compete  for  prizes. 

The  best  works  sent  up  are  selected  to  enter  into  a  national  competi- 
tion between  the  works  of  all  the  Schools  of  Art  in  the  kingdom,  and 
medals  and  prizes  are  awarded  to  the  students  who  execute  the  most 
meritorious  of  the  competing  works,  by  examiners  appointed  by  the 
Department. 
The  prize  list  includes  10  gold  medals,  distributed  as  follows : — 
One  medal  for  the  best  study  from  the  antique,  in  chalk  or 

monochrome. 
One  medal  for  the  best  study  of  the  figure  modelled  from  the 

antique. 
One  medal  for  the  best  example  of  painting  a  group  of  still  life  from 

nature  in  oil  colour,  or  water  colour. 
Six  medals  for  the  best  designs  in  the  three  classes,  architectural 

design,  surface  design,  plastic  design. 
One  medal  for  a  work  of  a  class  not  included  under  the  above- 
named  heads. 
.  IVenty  silver  medals,  of  which  part  will  be  ^iven  to  the  second 
best  works  in  the  various  subjects  to  which  gold  medals  are 
assigned,  and  the  rest  to  meritorious  wc^ks  in  the  same  or  the 
best  works  io  other  subjects  of  study. 
Fifty  bronze  medals  to  meritorious  works  in  any  of  the  various 
subjects  of  study. 
Any  of  these  medals  may  be  withheld  if,  in   the   opinion  of  the 
exammers,  the  works  in  any  subject  are  not  of  sufficient  merit  to 
deserv'e  them. 

Students  who  obtain  more  than  one  distinction  in  any  national  com- 
petition are  allowed  the  award  attached  to  the  highest  distinction  they 
may  have  obtained,  with  a  certificate  of  their  further  success. 

Students  who  obtain  medals  of  the  same  class  in  more  than  one 
year's  conpetition  may  receive  books,  &c.  instead  of  medals.

The  number  of  works  selected  from  those  sent  up  from  Local  Schools 
of  Art  for  reference  to  the  national  competition  was  this  year  1,126. 
This  number  was  composed  of  studies  from  the  antique ;  designs  for 
architecture  or  manufactures,  and  studies  in  light  and  shade ;  colour, 
or  from  the  life. 
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Having  rep^ard  to  the  importance  of  the  works  produced  in  the  class  Appendix 
of  painting  from  still  life,  their  generally  highly  meritorious  character,  j^gp^^  ^i- 
and   to  the  difficulty  of  comparing  works  in  oil   and  water-colour  Examinees 
together,  the  exan|iners  are  of  opinion  that  it  would  be  desirable  to   Jmox^poi- 
extend  the  encouragement  offered  to  this  advanced  stage  of  instruction,    aatioxai/ 
and  in  future  to  allow  t^vo  gold  medals,  one  for  the  best  group  painted     medal- 
in  oil,  and  one  for  the  best  in  water-colour.  lioxs. 

The  effect  of  several  good  studies  from  antique  figures  was  ii^jured 
by  a  want  of  skill  in  their  treatment  in  relation  to  their  backgrounds. 
In  some  cases  a  flat  dark  ground  was  laboriously  worked  round  the 
figure,  which  cut  out  the  contour  too  evenly,  and  diminished  the  appear- 
ance of  relief  which  would  otherwise  have  been  produced  by  the  shading 
of  the  figure. 

Where  the  figures  were  drawn  on  white  paper  without  background, 
a  like  defect  frequently  arose  from  the  maintenance  of  too  fuU  a  tone  of 
shadow  to  the  extreme  limit  of  the  shaded  side  of  the  figure,  which  was 
thus  made  to  contrast  so  strongly  with  the  white  ground  as  to  affect 
ii^uriously  the  due  and  varied  rehef  of  the  different  parts  of  the  figure. 

Every  endeavour  should  be  made  by  the  teacher  to  place  the  figure 
for  study  in  such  a  way  that  by  luminous  reflections,  varied  force  in  the 
background,  or  in  relief  from  it,  the  student  may  be  assisted  in  giving 
breadth  and  mass  to  his  work  without  any  such  obscurity  as  may  lead 
to  the  evasion  of  thoroughness  in  the  production  of  as  complete  a 
representation  as  possible  of  the  subject  before  him. 

With  regard  to  studies  from  the  life  in  black  and  white,  a  too  great 
predilection  for  picturesque  treatment  rather  than  for  conscientious 
study  was  observed.  Accidental  blemishes  peculiar  to  the  model  were 
too  much  insisted  on,  while  the  drawings  generally  showed  a  deficiency 
in  delicacy  of  treatment,  purity  of  form,  and  in  the  sense  of  beauty. 

'Die  average  merit  of  tne  modelled  works  was  higher  than  in  previous 
years,  and  the  examiners  had  satisfaction  in  awarding  in  this  section  two 
gold  medals,  and  gave  warm  commendation  to  the  advance  which  has 
been  made  in  the  treatment  of  studies  of  the  figure  from  the  life.  There 
were,  however,  still  some  models  which  had  been  injudiciously  worked 
upon  in  the  plaster,  and  the  few  life  studies  from  one  of  the  schools  in 
the  Staffordstiire  Potteries  were  very  incompletely  carried  out. 

The  great  importance  of  the  careful  study  of  the  extremities  in 
modelling  where  form  only  has  to  be  rendered,  appears  to  have  been 
somewhat  overlooked  by  the  teachers. 

The  vigorous  competition  in  designs  for  lace  was  rewarded  by  two 
gold  medals.  Many  of  these  works  are  elegant  in  arrangement  and 
based  on  graceful  natural  forms.  It  is,  however,  suggested  that  students 
will  do  well  to  seek  for  greater  variety  in  the  original  motive  of  their 
designs. 

The  benefit  to  be  derived  from  studies  in  elementary  ornament  (the 
analysis  and  distribution  of  natural  forms  in  given  spaces)  as  preparation 
for  designing  should  be  impressed  on  the  student. 

The  efforts  made  in  other  sections  of  design  were  this  year  a  little 
below  the  average,  so  that  one  less  than  the  fudl  number  of  gold  medals 
has  been  awarded. 

There  was  a  marked  deficiency  of  designs  for  furniture. 

Improvement  over  last  year  was  recognized  in  the  average  merit  of 
designs  from  Birmingham. 

The  series  of  studies  of  historic  styles  of  ornament  were  better  than 
those  of  last  year.  Too  great  a  tendency  was  however  still  shown  to 
copy  commonplace  book  examples. 

Studies  in  light  and  shade  of  great  delicacy  both  in  chalk  and  sepia 
were  rewarded  by  silver  medals,  the  examiners  desiring  to  impress  on 
the  teachers  of  Schools  of  Art  the  great  importance  of  thorough  and 
refined  completeness  in  every  stage  <£  study.

i.  Report  of  the  General  Superintendent  and  Director. 

My  Lord,  31st  March  1872. 

I.  I  HAVE  the  honour  to  suhmit  to  your  Lordship  my  annual 
report  for  the  year  1871.  The  form  of  the  report  has  been  recast,  and 
the  separate  reports  which  in  former  years  were  given  by  the  various 
oflScers  employed  in  the  administration  of  the  Museum,  occasioninpr 
needless  repetition,  are  now  consolidated  under  suitable  divisions  in  my 
report. 

IL  New  Buildings  and  Works, — The  responsibility  for  the  execution  of  New  baild- 
the  new  buildings  and  a  certain  part  of  the  work  of  repairs  and  altera-  i?i?vj|*^ 
tions,  was  transferred  from  the  Department  to  the  Office  of  Works,  in 
1868 ;  the  Department  reserving  the  preparation  of  designs,  and  execu- 
tion of  decorations  by  the  students  of  the  Art  Schools.  This  arrange- 
ment remains  in  force.  In  accordance  with  the  desire  of  the  Treasury, 
plans  and  a  model  for  the  completion  of  the  new  buildings  were  prepared 
and  exhibited  first  at  the  Treasury,  and  subsequently  m  the  House  of 
Commons.  No  steps  have  yet  been  taken  for  carrying  these  plans  into 
effect.  They  fully  occupy  the  ground,  as  recommended  by  the  Select 
Committee  of  the  House  of  Commons  in  1860,  and  if  sanctioned,  would 
enable  the  arrangement  of  the  Museum  to  be  organised  on  a  definite 
and  methodic  basis. 

III.  As  respects  New  Buildings.  —  During  the  ^ear  the  Schools  <2f  Sf^^^^hi 
Naval  Architecture  and  Science  have  been  roofed  m,  the  carcase  com-  teetmand 
pleted,  and  a  contract  taken  for  the  general  finishings.  The  second  and  Scienoew 
third  floors,  the  secondary  staircase  with  the  oonnc»cting  corridor  under 
the  road,  and  the  western  staircase  of  the  Museum  buildings  are  nearly 
complete  for  occupation.  The  Tympanums  of  the  five  pediments  of 
this  Duilding  have  oeen  filled  in  with  mosaics  designed  by  Mr.  Moody, 
and  enlarged  and  executed  by  the  students  of  the  Art  Schools.  A 
contract  has  been  accepted  for  mosaic  marble  pavement,  made  by  convict 
labour,  for  a  portion  of  the  floors  where  thought  suitable,  and  also  for 
tile  pavement,  which  it  is  expected  will  be  laid  in  a  few  months.  The 
terra-cotta  balustrade  for  the  principal  staircase  has  all  been  delivered, 
the  greater  portion  fixed,  and  the  staircase,  except  the  painting,  is  about 
two-thirds  finished.  A  terra-cotta  balustrade  to  be  placed  on  the 
pavement  in  front  of  the  building  towards  the  Exhibition  Road  is  being 
manufactured  by  Messrs.  Doulton,  and  models  for  the  lamps  to  be 
placed  on  the  pedestals  of  the  balustrade  are  being  preparea  by  Mr. 
Gamble.  The  walls  of  the  back  elevation  towards  the  Art  Schools  are 
being  decorated  with  Sgraffito,  executed  under  Mr.  Moody  by  the 
students  of  the  Art  Schools.  Sgraffito  is  a  comparatively  new  art  to 
this  country,  and  must  be  viewed  as  an  experiment.  It  was  common  in 
Italy  in  the  Middle  Ages,  and  may  still  be  seen  practised  in  Rome, 
Florence,  Bologna,  and  other  places.  The  back  of  the  Science  Schools, 
being  out  of  sight,  was  chosen  for  this  experiment. 

Four  of  the  panels  above  the  dado  of  the  western  staircase  designed  Western 
by  Mr.  Moody  and  executed  by  Messrs.  Minton  and  Co.,  in  their  patent    ' 
process  of  Keramic  mosaic^  are  in  place,  and  a  contract  has  been  entered 
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into  for  the  domes,  spandrils,  <&c.,  to  be  painted  on  the  same  material. 
The  two  stained  glass  windows  for  the  landing  of  the  first  flight  are 
designed,  and  one  representing  "  Science"  finished. 

The  decorative  arabesques  for  the  ceilings  of  the  Keramic  gallery  and 
the  two  staircases  of  the  lecture  theatre,  executed  by  the  stydents  of  the 
Art  Schools  under  Mi;.  Moody,  as  well  as  the  series  of  windows  designed 
and  drawn  on  enamdled  glass  by  Mr.  W.  B.  Scott  are  now  finished. 
This  drawing  upon  glass  must  be  regarded  as  an  experiment  made  to 
give  decoration 'without  obscuring  the  light. 

The  decorations  of  the  centre  refreshment  room  are  being  proceeded 
with,  and  a  contract  has  been  entered  into  with  Messrs.  Maw  and  Co., 
for  the  manufacture  of  two  friezes  and  three  lunettes.  In  the  east  re- 
freshment room  the  large  panels  designed  by  Mr.  £.  J.  Poynter,  A.R.A^ 
and  painted  on  pottery  by  the  female  students  are  now  all  fixed,  but  the 
winoows  have  to  be  decorated. 

The  two  new  bays,  including  the  centre  corridor  and  gallery  of  the 
south  court,  are  decorated  and  open  to  the  public. 

The  new  South  East  Court  has  been  roofed  in,  and  is  finished  with 
the  exception  of  the  decorative  painting,  designs  for  which  are  beinff 
made  by  Mr.  Townroe.  The  mosaic  tile  paving  is  being  manufactured 
by  convict  labour,  and  the  glass  mosaic  lights  in  the  floors,  designed 
by  Mr.  Moody,  are  in  course  of  manufacture  by  Messrs.  Powell  and 
Sons.  The  court  will  probably  be  sufficiently  complete  to  be  opened  to 
the  public  in  the  course  of  1872. 

Messrs.  Minton,  Hollins,  and  Co.  have  executed,  for  the  wall  panels  of 
the  South  Court  in  continuation  of  the  historical  series  of  full-length 
portraits  of  artists,  three  mosaics,  viz.,  figures  of  ''Peter  Visscher,** 
designed  by  Mr.  W.  B.  Scott,  "  Jean  Goiyon,"  designed  by  Mr.  H.  A. 
Bowler,  and  "  M.  Georgio,"  desijj^ned  by  Mr.  S.  Hart,  R.A.  A  design 
has  been  obtained  from  Mr.  Edwm  Long  for  the  figure  of  "  Velasquez.'* 
These  mosaics  are  worked  by  female  students.  Mr.  Frederick  Jjcighton, 
R.A.,  is  proceeding  with  his  second  design  for  the  lunettes  of  the  south 
court.  Mr.  Piokersgill,  R.A.,  has  also  a  design  in  hand.  Mr.  Moody 
and  the  students  working  under  his  supervision,  have  prepared  the 
design  for  Blondel,  a  Belgian  artist. 

The  main  building  of  the  Bethnal  Qreen  Branch  Museum  has  been 
finished,  and  a  colonnade  with  lavatories,  &c.  has  been  added  to  the 
principiJ  entrance  front.  The  whole  of  the  works  are  now  near  com- 
pletion, and  the  building  will  be  opened  to  the  public  in  a  few  weeks. 

The  series  of  twenty-six  panels,  designed  ny  Mr.  Moody,  for  this 
Museum,  enlarged  and  produced  in  mosaic  by  the  female  art  stadenta 
has  been  completed  and  fixed. 

IV.  As  respects  works,  involving  heating,  lighting,  fyc,  Capt.  Festing, 
R.E.,  reports  as  follows : — 

'*  No  new  buildings  have  actually  been  taken  into  occupation  during 
the  past  year,  but  preparations  have  been  made  for  enabling  the  new  south 
courts  and  the  Science  school  building  to  be  occupied  as  soon  as  they 
are  handed  over  by  the  builder. 

The  hot  water  apparatus  in  the  Science  school  building  was  com- 
menced at  the  end  of  the  summer,  but  is  not  yet  in  operation. 

Arrangements  have  been  commenced  for  the  supply  of  water  and  gas 
to  the  laboratories,  and  for  drainage  from  them.  These  will  be  ready 
by  the  time  the  buUdin^  is  required  for  use. 

The  question  of  fittmgs  is  also  being  taken  up,  and  such  as  are 
wanted  tor  the  course  of  instruction  to  teachers  in  June  or  July  will  be 
ready  bv  that  time.  Until  the  appropriation  of  the  rooms  is  decided 
on,  much  progress  cannot  be  made. 

An  additional  office  has  been  constructed  over  the  board  room,  to 
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give  more  accommodation  for  the  Arfc  examination  work,  and  the  Appendix  D. 
photographic  departments  have  been  removed  from  the  uppermost 
floor  of  the  offices  to  the  old  buildings,  formerly  occupiea  bv  the 
detachment  of  Royal  Engineers,  in  order  to  increase  the  accommodation 
for  the  Science  examination  work.  These  works  were  executed  by  the 
Office  of  Works. 

The  heating  apparatus  was  put  in  the  South  court  in  the  summer, 
and  was  put  in  operation  in  the  autumn  with  satisfactory  results. 

The  gas  fittings  were  also  commenced. 

The  gas  supplied  to  the  Museum  has  occasionally  been  deficient  in  Gas  supply, 
illuminating  powers,  and  there  has  also  at  times  been  a  deficiency  of 
pressure.  Oomplaints  have  been  made  on  these  points  to  the  gas  company, 
and  explanations  have  been  given  of  the  causes,  but,  under  the  present 
Gas  Act,  consumers  have  practically  no  redress.  The  total  consump- 
tion for  the  year  has  been  16,845,800  cubic  fl?et,  and  the  amount  paid 
4,272/.  15^.  3d,  A  reduction  has  been  made  in  the  price,  which  is  now 
6*.  per  1,000  feet. 

Ine  annexed  table  shows  that  the  temperature  of  the  Museum  has 
been  fairly  steady  throughout  the  year. 

The  fires  were  lighted  during  seven  months  of  the  year,  during  which 
the  average  temperature  was  59*3°,  that  of  the  outer  air  being  43* 7°* 
1,329  chaldrons  of  coke  were  consumed  at  a  cost  of  764/.  3s.  6d.  In  the 
year  1871,  1,280  chaldrons  were  consumed,  but  the  outside  mean  tem- 
perature was  lower  by  nearly  2?,  The  extra  quantity  of  coke  burnt  this 
year  is  accounted  for  by  the  additional  space  in  the  new  courts." 
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V.  Tke  want  of  space  is  becoming  more  and  more  urgent.  The  public 
make  gifts  and  offer  loans,  which  are  declined  for  want  of  space  in  which 
to  exhibit  them.  Mr.  Thompson,  the  Assistant  Director  who  superin- 
tends, especially,  the  arrangement  of  objects  in  the  several  divisions^ 
reports  that — 

"  Owing  to  the  want  of  additional  space  the  new  specimens  have  been 
with  great  difficulty  exhibited  to  the  public.  The  cases  are  much  over- 
crowded, and  the  proper  classification  of  objects  is  almost  impossible. 

The  Art  Library  is  especially  incommoded  for  want  of  space,  the  rooms 
are  small  and  inconvenient,  tne  reading  room  dark,  difficult  to  ventilate, 
and  inadequate  to  accommodate  the  number  of  readers  using  it. 

The  Educational,  like  the  Art  Collection,  requires  more  space  for  its 
proper  development.  The  specimens  are  crowded  together  in  temporary 
rooms  and  passages,  the  reading  room  is  small  and  difficult  to  ventilate, 
the  books  scattered  and  difficult  of  access  for  reference. 

Owing  to  the  withdrawal  by  the  Commissioners  of  the  Exhibition  of 
1851  of  most  of  the  rooms  in  the  south  arcades  originally  lent  to  tius 
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department,  the  Collection  of  building  materials  has  greatly  suffered,  a 
large  portion  of  the  specimens  being  >vithdrawn  from  exhibition.  A 
selection  of  the  best  examples,  especially  of  terra  cotta,  is  still  exhibited, 
and  some  important  acquisitions  were  made  from  the  International 
Exhibition.  But  additional  space  is  urgently  required  for  the  proper 
development  of  the  collection. 

It  is  now  impossible  to  make  additions  to  the  collections  of  ma- 
chinery, the  very  limited  space  available  for  their  exhibition  being 
completely  filled. 

No  great  change  has  been  made  in  the  Food  portion  of  the  Museum  ; 
a  little  space  was  gained  by  turning  the  horizontal  cases  into  vertical 
cases,  but  totally  insufficient  to  meet  the  requirements  caused  b^  the 
rapid  increase  of  imports,  and  of  general  information  on  this  important 
subject.  Some  very  interesting  additions  have  been  made  illustrating 
economic  entomology  in  its  relations  to  food  substances,  but  with  this 
exception  little  more  has  been  done  than  keeping  the  collection  in 
proper  order,  replacing  decayed  specimens,  and  resiving  the  labels. 

The  Animal  Products  collection  is  still  stored  away,  there  being  no 
place  in  which  to  exhibit  it.  But  it  will  be  transferred  to  the  Bethnal 
Green  Museum  as  soon  as  that  branch  Museum  is  ready  to  receive  it." 

Want  of  space  also  increases  the  cost  of  the  watching.  Even  with  the 
greatest  vigilance  on  the  part  of  the  police  robberies  have  occurred. 

VI.  I  proceed  now  to  bring  before  your  Lordship  the  details  of  the 
work  of  the  several  Divisions  of  the  Museum,  as  reported  by  the  re> 
Bpective  officers  in  charge  of  them. 


Educational  and  Scientific  Collbctions. 

Educational      VII.  Mr.  King,  the  Keeper  of  the  Educational  Collections,  reports 
ooUections.    to  me  as  follows  :- 


Educational

"  (1.)  Thb  Library. — ^The  total  number  of  books  and  pamphlets 
added  to  the  library  in  1871  by  donation,  loan  for  exhibition,  ana  pur- 
chase, is  1,618. 

Donations.  The  donations  are  299  in  number.  Of  these  the  most  important  is  a 
magnificent  edition  of  the  works  of  Frederick  the  Great,  King  of  Prussia, 
from  the  Royal  Printing  Press,  Berlin,  in  23  volumes  quarto,  bound  in 
crimson  morocco.  This  was  presented  to  the  Museum  bv  command 
of  the  Emperor  of  Germany,  and  has  been  placed  in  the  Educational 
Library. 

For^  Educational  Treatises  were  at  the  close  of  the  International 
Exhibition  of  1871,  transferred  to  the  Museum  by  the  Belgian  Com- 
missioners at  the  request  of  the  exhibitors. 

M.  Van  den  Bos  of  Ghent  has  presented  a  collection  of  62  school 
books  used  in  the  Flemish  districts  of  Belgium.  This  gentleman's 
name  has  on  a  former  occasion  appeared  on  our  list  of  donors. 

Mrs.  Mounsey  Bartholomew  has  presented  an  interesting  score,  in  the 
autograph  of  Mendelssohn,  of  a  sacred  cantata,  entitled  -"  Hear  my 
Prayer,  together  with  the  letter  addressed  to  the  late  Mr.  Bartholomew 
which  accompanied  the  composition. 

The  United  States  Patent  Office  and  Naval  Observatory,  the  Smith- 
sonian  Institute,  and  the  British  Museum,  have  continued  to  furnish 
their  publications  as  recorded  in  former  years. 

Four  hundred  and  thirty  four  works  have  been  received  on  loan  for 
exhibition,  including  407  volumes  from  the  various  publishers  named 
below.  Several  of  these  books  were  exhibited  in  the  Educational  De- 
partment of  the  International  Exhibition  of  1871.

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Kenneth  Mackenzie,  Esq.,  lends  a  collection  of  old  ''Horn  Books,"  Hornbooks, 
accompanied  by  various  illustrations  of  the  use  of  this  now  extremely 
rare  form  of  early  educational  literature. 

The  purchases  of  books  amount  to  885.  This  apparently  large  addition  Parchaaei. 
to  the  library  is  chiefly  due  to  619  volumes  being  comprised  in  the 
Swedish  coUection,  to  which  I  will  presently  refer.      The  other  pur- 
chases are  mainly  periodicals,  and  scientific  works,  for  which  there  is  a 
growing  demand. 

A  German  manuscript  work  in  two  volumes,  dated  1585,  treating  of  JJ??^'^' 
the  construction  and  use  of  various  nutthematical  instruments,  is  interest-        ^"* 
ing  as  being  professedly  written  by  the  hand  of  Wenzel  Jamitzer  (or 
Jamnitzer),  the  celebrated  goldsmith  and  mathematical    instrument 
maker  of  Niiremberg. 

The  number  of  readers  continues  to  increase.     I  give  an  analysis  as 
in  previous  years.

This  shows  an  increase  of  1,045  over  the  readers  of  1870.    As  the 
library  was  open  on  310  dajs,  the  daily  average  is  nearly  47. 
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Appendix  D.  It  may  be  here  recorded  that  in  June  1871,  Messrs.  Sampson  Liow, 
and  Co.  published  a  classified  catalogue  of  educational  works  in  use  in 
Great  Bntain,  chiefly  compiled  from  lists  furnished  by  the  various  pub- 
lishers ;  in  this  catalogue  the  letters  S.  K.  are  prefixed  to  the  title  of 
each  book  of  which  a  copy  may  be  found  in  the  Educational  Library  of 
the  South  Kensington  Museum. 

(2.)  The  Collections  of  Educational  Apparatus. — ^The  re- 
moval of  the  cases  containing  the  travelling  collection  of  art  objects  to 
another  part  of  the  museum  has  at  length  placed  an  additional  room  at 
the  service  of  the  educational  division,  thus  to  some  extent  meeting  the 
need  of  space  so  frequently  adverted  to  in  the  reports  of  previous  yean. 
A  considerable  portion  of  this  space  was,  however,  at  once  occupied  bv 
the  large  collection  of  school  furniture  and  fittings  from  Sweden,  which 
attracted  so  much  attention  in  the  International  Exhibition  of  1871. 
With  a  few  exceptions  the  whole  of  this  collection  was  purchased  by  the 
Museum,  for  the  sum  of  265/.  In  addition  to  the  619  volumes  of  books 
already  mentioned,  and  which  have  been  arranged  in  a  separate  case, 
thus  forming  a  complete  library  of  elementary  education  in  Sweden, 
the  collection  comprises  152  models,  maps,  diagrams,  specimens  of 
school  furniture,  ana  other  educational  appliances.  Some  of  the  models 
of  school  buildings,  gymnastic  apparatus  ,&c.,  are  very  elaborate  and 
highlj|r  finished,  and  the  collection  as  a  whole  is  a  most  important 
addition  to  this  division  of  the  Museum. 

A  large  and  veiy  fully  furnished  toy  house  or  "  doll  house  *'  has  been 
acquired  for  the  simi  of  18/.  It  bears  the  date  1673,  and  is  believed  to 
have  been  made  at  Nuremberg,  where  it  was  pui'chased,  and  to  represent 
the  dwelling  of  a  prosperous  eitizen  of  that  time.  In  consequence  of 
the  exhibition  of  this  interesting  model,  another  large  and  very  wcdl  pre- 
served doll  house,  made  in  the  early  years  of  the  reign  of  Queen  Anne 
for  a  daughter  of  Dr.  Sharpe,  Archbishop  of  York,  has  been  lent  by 
Charles  ElsW,  Esq.,  a  descendant  of  the  original  owner. 

From  the  Foreign  Office  has  been  received  a  large  collection  illustra- 
ting the  manufacture  of  paper  in  Japan .  This  collection  was  made  by  tiie 
British  Consulate  in  that  countxy  by  the  direction  of  the  late  Earl  of 
Clarendon.  A  parliamentaiy  paper  fC  400]  pves  a  detailed  account  ot 
the  various  processes  Ulustrated  by  the  collection.  As  the  manufacture 
of  paper  forms  one  of  the  sections  of  the  forthcoming  International 
Exhibition  of  1872,  this  large  and  comprehensive  collection  is  of  especial 
interest  and  value  at  the  present  time.

Animal  Pboduots  Gollbotion. 

VIII.  Mr.  Match  wick,  the  Division  Keeper  in  charge  of  this  collec- 
tion, reports  as  follows ; — 

"  The  Collection  illustrative  of  the  various  applications  of  Animal  Sub- 
stances to  Industrial  Purposes  has  not  been  exhibited  during  the  |>a8t 
vear,  but  has  been  carefully  warehoused  in  a  portion  of  the  old  iron 
building  adjoining  the  Patent  Museum.  This  was  done  in  consequence 
of  the  rooms  in  which  the  Collection  had  been  shown  for  the  last  six 
years  being  reouired  by  the  Royal  Commissioners  for  the  International 
Exhibition  of  i871,  and  there  being  no  possible  means  of  exhibiting  it 
anywhere  else.  Before  noting  w^t  little  there  is  to  report  on  this 
Collection,  it  may  be  as  well  to  state,  that  it  has  been  recently  removed 
to  the  Branch  Museum  at  Bethnal  Green,  where  it  is  now  being  arranged 
in  anticipation  of  the  opening  of  that  Museum  to  the  public. 

The  additions  that  have  bmn  made  to  the  Collection  during  the  past 
year  are  as  follows  : —

Three  stuffed  sheep 
trom  the  Shetland  Islands,  given  by  H.  M..  Commissioners  of  the 
Exhibition  of  1851.    A  series  of  fleeces  and  other  raw  wools,  presented 
by  the  Hungarian  Commission  International  Exhibition  of  1871;  and 
various  examples  of  deers'  horns  from  India,  presented  by  Mr.  C.  W. 
Wihnot." 

The  Food  Collection. 

IX.  The  following  are  extracts  from  the  report  of  Mr.  Matchwick,  Foodpro- 
the  Division  Keeper :—  ducts. 

"  It  was'stated  in  the  last  annual  report  on  the  Food  Collection  that  an 
experiment  had  been  successfully  tried  for  economising  the  space  allotted 
to  it,  by  turning  the  glazed  cases,  in  which  most  of  the  illustrations  are 
shown,  on  their  broad  ends,  fitting  up  the  interior  of  each  case  with 
movable  shelves,  and  so  exhibiting  the  contents  in  a  vertical  way,  in  lieu 
of  the  former  horizontal  one.  By  this  means  some  additional  room  was 
gained  ;  and  thus  a  few  of  the  cases  which  had  been  temporarily  with- 
drawn for  want  of  room  were  again  restored  to  the  Collection. 

During  the  past  vear  the  additions  to  the  Collection  have  been  but 
few.  Various  samples  of  preserved  and  dried  fruits  have  been  con- 
tributed by  Messrs.  Fortnum  and  Mason ;  specimens  of  tea  and  coffee, 
compressed  bv  hydraulic  pressure,  and  combined  with  sugar  and  milk, 
intended  chieny  for  the  use  of  travellers  and  emigrants,  have  been  given 
by  Mr.  Spratt ;  manna  gathered  from  beneath  eucalyptic  trees  growing 
at  Ballarat,  Victoria,  presented  by  Mr.  R.  B.  Cave ;  and  a  miscellaneous 
collection  of  insects,  with  various  objects  of  natural  historv  illustrating 
alimentary  substances,  given  by  the  managers  of  the  Royal  Institution, 
are  the  only  donations  that  require  to  be  specified. 

Eleven  additional  cases,  illustrating  Economic  Entomology  in  its  re-  Eoonomio 
lation  to  Food  Substances  and  to  Forestry,  as  well  as  of  Insects  noxious  Mrf^J^2raw' 
or  injurious  to  man  and  his  dependents,  have  been  prepared  by  Mr.  Mcumy. 
Andrew  Murray  and  placed  in  the  Collection  during  the  year.    These 
additions  to  the  section  of  Economic  Entomology,  comprise  illustrations 
of  the  economy  of  bees  and  wasps ;  of  moths,  butterflies,  and  other 
winged  insects  known  to  be  destructive  to  alimentary  products  and 
preparations,  and  to  various  kinds  of  timber ;  insects  which  are  noxious 
and  injurious  to  man,  oxen,  sheep,  swine,  and  birds ;  parasitic  insects 
infesting  the  dog,  ass,  horse,  deer,  hue,  and  rabbit ;  and  a  case  illus- 
trating the  ravages  of  white  and  other  ants.    Mr.  Murray  has  other  cases 
in  progress. 

The  collection  which  constitutes  the  Museum  of  Economic  Fish  Economic 
Culture,  superintended  b^  Mr.  Fruik  Buckland,  Inspector  of  Sahnon  f^.^^* 
Fisheries,  to  whom  it  mamly  belongs,  is  now  exhibited  at  the  southern 
end  of  the  western  arcades  in  the  R^^  Horticultural  Gardens,  the  only 
suitable  position  which  could  conveniently  be  assigned  to  it.  During  the 
period  of  the  International  Exhibition  of  1871  it  was  necessary  to  include 
the  Fish  Museum  within  the  area  of  that  exhibition ;  and  consequently 
during  that  time  it  was  not  open  to  the  public  under  the  rules  governing 
the  general  museum ;  as  soon,  however,  as  the  International  Exhibition 
was  over,  the  Fish  Collection  was  again  opened  to  public  view  as  before. 
Experiments  in  the  artificial  propagation  of  various  kinds  of  fish,  chiefly 
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AivpendizI).  salmon,  have  been  successfully  carried  on  as  in  previous  yean;  and 
jtEfGsa  OK  '"^^'^y  additional  casts  of  fish,  and  other  illustrative  specimens,  have 

South      been  added  to  the  collection  by  Mr.  Frank  Buckland  during  the  year. 
KsKsmo-       A  circulating  set  of  cases  illustrating  the  chemical  constituents  of 
HiTsmc.    ^^<>UB  kinds  of  food,  was  contributed  to  the  Internationa]  Exhibition 
of  1871,  and  shown  there  in  connexion  with  the  educational  class  of 
the  Exhibition. 

The  total  number  of  labels  prepared  for  the  Food  Collection  during 
theyear  was  1,172.  This  considerable  number  was  in  a  measure  duo 
to  the  change  made  in  the  manner  of  placing  the  glazed  cases,  which 
necessitated  the  revision  of  many  of  the  old  it3)els. 

In  consequence  of  various  scientific  corrections  and  additions  recently 
made  by  Professor  Huxlev  and  Professor  Frankland  in  the  analysis  of 
many  kinds  of  food,  and  inserted  in  the  Alphabetical  Guide  to  the 
Collection,  it  became  necessary  to  reprint  the  descriptive  labels  of  analysis 
shown  in  the  cases,  in  order  that  they  might  harmonise  with  the  Guide. 
This  has  accordingly  been  done,  and  the  new  labels  placed  in  tbe  respective 
cases.  It  is  very  desirable  that  the  remaining  printed  labels  belonging 
to  the  Food  Collection  should  be  submitted  for  scientific  revision,  some 
15  years  having  elapsed  since  most  of  them  were  prepared.  The  number 
of  analysis  labels  which  have  been  reprinted  amounts  to  500  copies  of 
47  labels,  a  number  sufficient  for  the  distribution  of  sets  to  some  of  the 
Science  schools  and  local  museums  in  connexion  with  the  Department, 
l^ewedition  The  first  edition  of  the  Alphabetical  Guide  to  the  Food  Collection  is 
Guk^  now  exhausted ;  a  new  edition  will  be  prepared  for  publication  as  soon  aa 
possible  after  the  collection  has  been  arranged  in  the  Bethnal  Green 
branch  Museum. 

Two  sets  from  the  small  remaining  stock  of  surplus  printed  labels 
have  been  presented  to  foreign  institutions ;  one  to  the  Industrial 
University,  Champagne,  United  States,  and  the  other  to  the  Agronomic 
Museum,  St.  Petersburg." 

X.  The  collections  of  Building  Construction,  the  Munitions  of  War, 
Machinery  and  Naval  Models,  during  the  year  of  1871,  have  remained 
in  their  provisional  localities,  and  under  temporary  arrangement ;  and 
no  improvements  or  extensions  can  be  effected  until  more  space,  and 
final  in  its  character,  has  been  provided.  Mr.  H.  Sandham,  the  Division 
Keeper,  furnishes  the  following  summaries  of  the  work : — 

The  Collection  of  Constkuction.

Nine  exhibitors  at  the  International  Exhibition  presented  to  the 
Museum  examples  of  their  manufactures,  consisting  of  building  bricks, 
roofing  and  flooring  tiles,  ironwork,  &c. 

Twenty-three  objects  were  withdrawn  by  exhibitors  during  the  year, 
but  were  mostly  replaced  by  newer  and  better  articles. 

Two  hundred  and  seventy  descriptive  labels  were  written  or  printed 
for  the  collection,  and  232  objects  were  labelled.

The  Collection  of  Machinery  and  Models. 

One  working  model  of  a  pair  of  condensing  screw  engines,  which  had  Machinery 
been  for  some  time  exhibited,  were  purchased  from  exhibitors  for  the  "^^  Models, 
use  of  students  at  the  Royal  School  of  Naval  Architecture. 

Twenty-four  objects  were  lent  by  Mr.  Robert  Hall,  of  Bury,  Lan- 
cashire. 

There  are  three  working  models  of  winding  and  weaving  machines, 
and  a  set  of  "  temples,"  for  stretching  the  woven  cloth  in  power  looms. 

The  collection  is  at  present  too  smaU  for  the  publication  of  a  catalogue, 
but  the  machine  models  and  other  objects  are  fully  explained  by  descrip- 
tive labels  attached  to  them. 

The  Naval  CJollections. 

XI.  It  has  been  decided  that  the  Adrairaltv  shall  resume  charge  of 
the  Admiralty  Models,  &c.,  and  that  they  shall  be  removed  to  Greenwich 
Hospital,  together  with  the  School  of  Naval  Architecture. 

From  the  report  of  the  Superintendent,  Mr.  Merrifield,  F.R.S.,  the 
following  extracts  are  taken  : — 

"ITie  additions  to  the  collection  have  been  very  few  in  number,  the  Additions, 
confined  space  rendering  it  impossible  to  find  room  for  several  models 
which  have  been  offered  on  loan,  or  even  to  exhibit  the  whole  of  the 
models  of  Dockyard  Civil  Engineering  belonging  to  the  Admiralty  collec- 
tion. 

Admiralty  Collection. — Eight  new  models  have  been  received, 
and  seven  withdrawn,  of  which  one  has  since  been  returned  to  the 
Museum. 

General  Collection  :    Presents. — H.R.H.  the   Duke    of  Edin-  Gifts, 
burgh  has  presented  a  model  of  a  Bombav  pleasure  boat. 

Su*  Francis  P.  Smith  has  presented  to  the  Museum  the  claret  jug  and 
salver,  which  form^  the  "  Smith  Testimonial "  for  the  screw  propeller. 
Sir  Francis  considered  that  these  objects  possessed  a  historical  interest, 
as  connected  with  the  successful  introduction  of  a  new  method  of  pro- 
pulsion, which  has  so  largely  contributed  to  the  extension  of  the  British 
Mercantile  Marine,  as  well  as  to  the  efficiency  of  Her  Majesty's  Fleet, 
and  that  it  appeared,  therefore,  desirable  that  they  should  be  presen-ed 
in  the  Naval  Museum. 

A  small  but  interesting  specimen  of  boiler  incrustation  has  also  been 
presented  by  Mr.  Crickmer.

XII.  The  Keeper  of  the  Art  Collections,  Mr.  Wallis,  reports  that  the 
want  of  space  has  been  felt  more  during  the  past  year  than  at  any 
previous  period,  and  that  his  remarks  in  the  reports  for  1869  and  1870, 
apply  witn  increased  force  to  the  sections  of  the  Art  Museum  to  which 
he  tnen  called  attention.  The  difficulty  of  providing  suitable  space,  and 
placing  objects  in  proper  positions  for  exhibition  has  been  such  as 
to  necessitate  the  nostponement  of  the  reception  of  important  objects 
offered  on  loan.  Of  the  details  of  the  Art  Collections  Mr.  Wallis  reports 
as  follows : — 

"  The  permanent  coDections  have  been  in  some  measure  re-arranged, 
and  an  unproved  classification  of  the  objects  has  been  effected  in  the 
Keramic  Collections,  carved  ivories,  and  fictile  ivories,  gold  and  silver 
plate,  and  jewellery.  The  electrotype  reproductions  have  also  been 
more  perfectly  classified  and  anranged. 

Some  important  acquisitions  have  been  made  during  the  year,  and 
a  detailed  description  of  the  principal  objects  will  be  found  in  the 
Appendix  (page  407).  The  others  have  been  inventoried  in  the  usual 
way. 

The  bequests  and  presentations  during  the  year  have  been  of  con- 
siderable interest  and  importance.  A  return  of  the  whole  will  be  found 
in  the  Appendix  (page  413).

The  Loan  Collection  has  been  maintained  so  far  without  effort,  that 
the  difficulty  has  been  that  of  responding  to  the  liberality  with  which 
objects  have  been  offered,  and  for  which  space  could  not  be  found.  The 
record  of  proffered'  loans,  the  reception  of  which  had  to  be  postponed, 
is  kept  up,  as  indicated  in  the  Report  for  1870. 

The  number  of  students  making  drawings  of  objects  in  the  Museum 
has  been  less  during  the  past  year  than  in  1870.  ^  The  return  will  be 
found  at  page  409  in  the  Appendix,  but  this  does  not  include  either 
students  of  uie  National  Art  Training  Schools,  or  that  numerous  body 
of  visitors,  designers,  and  manufacturers,  who  habitually  make  slight 
sketches  of  such  objects  as  may  interest  or  are  likely  to  be  practically 
useful  to  them.  The  drawing  or  sketching  of  all  objects  on  loan 
without  the  permission  in  writing  of  the  lender  is  strictly  forbidden. 

139  objects,  representative  of  the  various  dii-isions  of  the  Art  Museum, 
have  been  lent  from  the  Museum  for  the  purposes  of  the  Etching  class.

In  addition  to  the  selection  of  objects  for  the  purpose  of  forming  Deposit 
groups  to  paint  from  as  compositions  of  colour  in  Stage  15a,  as  also  ^^^^'^ 
of  single  objects  in  Stage  4a,  sent  on  deposit  loan  to  the  six  schools 
named  in  last  Hq[>ort,  14  other  cases  of  similar  groups  are  in  preparation 
for  issue  to  Schools  of  Art  from  which  demands  for  this  kin4  of  assist- 
ance have  been  received.    These  will  form  an  important  item  in  the  * 
future  work  of  the  circulation  section  of  the  Museum. 

No  important  local  exhibition,  except  the  annual  one  of  the  Bath  and  {^^^^^^^ 
West  of  England  Society,  was  held  during  the  year  1871.    This  society  gpel^l  oon- 
met  at  Guildford,  and  the  assistance  asked  for  was  afforded  on  the  same  tributious. 
terms  as  on  previous  occasions,  the  society  defraying  the  cost  of  carriage. 
The  visitors  during  the  five  days  the  exhibition  was  open  numbered 
35,562,  and  the  receipts  amounted  to  2,489/.  13«.    The  details  of  returns 
of  the  other  exhibitions  held  in  connexion  with  Schools  of  Art  are  g^ven 
in  the  Appendix  (page  424). 

The  National  Art  Librast. 

XIII.  Mr.  R.  H.  Soden-Smith,  the  keeper  of  the  National  Art 
Library,  reports  as  follows : — 

"  1.  The  attendance  of  readers  in  the  Art  Library  during  the  past  year  ^*J^*°** 
has  been  16,742,  showing  a  diminution  as  compared  with  18/0,  when  ^  ^"^ 
the  numbers  amounted  to  18,334.  This  falling  off  in  attendance  oc- 
curred during  the  first  eight  months  of  the  year,  and  was  due  to  the 
operation  of  the  regulations  respecting  admission  which  it  was  necessary 
to  introduce  in  the  previous  autumn.  During  the  four  months  com- 
mencing in  September,  an  increase  of  upwards  of  600  took  place ;  and 
latterly  on  several  evenings  the  reading  room  has  been  crowded  to  ex- 
cess, its  limited  space  causing  much  inconvenience  to  readers.  . 

2.  The  principal  work  of  a  special  character  accomplished  during  the 
past  year  has  been  the  re-arrangement  and  classification  of  the  whole 
contents  of  the  Library,  and  the  numbering  and  labelling  of  the  shelves 
to  correspond;  this  undertaking,  commenced  in  1870,  has  been  com- 
pleted without  closing  the  Library  for  a  single  day.  Owing  to  the 
confined  space  in  which  the  books  are  stored  in  the  present  tomporair 
rooms,  the  difficulties  of  arrangement  have  been  considerable,  and  such 
as  could  not  always  be  surmounted. 

3.  The  number  of  printed  books,  parts,  and  pamphlets,  purchased  Number  of 
during  the  past  year,  has  been  3,137,  presented  252,  total  3,389.  ^^^ 
Many  works  of  considerable  importance  have  been  added  to  the  Library ;  1871. 
among  them  are  Bardi,  Galleria  Pitti,  4  vols.,  large  folio,  500  olates. 
Museum  Florentinum,  11  vols,  folio.    L'ltalia  Monumentale,  2  vols.

Richmondshire,  2  vols,  folio.      Moranfs  Histor^r  and  Antiquities  of 

Essex,  2  vols,  folio.    Collinson's  History  and  Antiquities  of  Somerset- 
shire, 3  vols.  4 to. 

Costume  has  been  illustrated  by  the  purehase  of  a  fine  copy  of  "  Les 
"  Tournois  du  Roi  Ren^."    Solvyn's  work  on  the  Costumes  of  Hin- 
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dostan,  an  original  copy  of  the  Calcutta  edition,  4  vols,  folio.  Angas's 
New  Zealanders;  and  various  works  illustrated  bv  Eisen,  Graveloty 
Moreau,  and  other  artists  of  the  Watteau  school.  OTo  the  division  of 
Antiquities  have  been  added  among  others,  Strutt's  Horda,  3  vols.  4to., 
Smith's  Collectanea  Antigua,  Du  Cange  Glossarium,  Tanner's  Notitia 
Monastica.  A  complete  copy  has  been  acquired  of  the  series  of  designs 
engraved  for  the  **  Oxford  Almanac,"  from  the  year  1716  to  1865,  imp. 
4to.  Among  miscellaneous  Art  books  may  be  named,  Houssaye  La 
Peinture  Flamande  ;  Reynaud's  Traite  d' Architecture ;  Harding's  The 
Park  and  the  Forest,  1841 ;  and  a  volume  containing  137  original  draw- 
ings of  Natural  History  subjects  by  Deseve  and  other  artists,  with  proof 
impressions  of  the  engravings  executed  from  them. 

4.  The  total  number  of  books  and  pamphlets  now  in  Art  Libraiy 
is  upwards  of  33,000. 

5.  Duplicates  of  several  books  of  some  importance  have  been  pur- 
chased partly  to  supply  the  wants  of  provincial  schools,  partly  to  meet 
the  requirements  of  students  in  the  reading  room.  Among  these  are 
Viollet-le-Duc's  Dictionary  of  Architecture ;  Burges's  Architectural 
Drawings;  Coste,  Architecture  Arabe,  &c.  The  purchase  of  many 
others  has  been  for  the  present  postponed  for  want  of  sufficient  funds, 
but  must  be  carried  out  as  soon  as  adequate  means  are  obtained,  the 
want  of  duplicate  copies  of  important  works  having  catised  difficulty 
and  inconvenience  both  to  students  and  provincial  schools  of  Art. 

6.  The  examination  of  book  lists  and  sale  catalogues,  English  and 
foreign,  has  been  carried  on  as  before,  and  the  titles  of  all  works  suit- 
able for  the  Art  Library  extracted  from  them.  The  number  of  works 
ascertained  to  have  been  published  is  404 ;  of  these  316  have  been 
acquired  for  the  Art  Library. 

/.  The  collection  illustrating  book  ornament  and  typography  has 
been  enriched  by  several  interesting  additions ;  especially  a  fine  specimea 
of  a  book  of  "  Heures  a  I'usage  de  Rome,"  Paris,  1510,  printed  on 
vellum,  in  Gothic  letter  within  elaborate  woodcut  borders,  and  con- 
taining 26  full  page  illuminations  and  37  vignettes.  A  copy  of  this  book 
in  ordinary  condition  was  recently  sold  at  Sotheby's  for  100  guineas, 
that  acQuired  for  the  Libraiy  cost  17/*  Of  other  additions  may  be 
named  Tractatus  de  Contractibus,  &c.,  in  Gothic  letter,  printed  at 
Strasburg  by  Henry  Eggesteyn,  about  14/0.  Grerson,  l^ctatus,  &c., 
probably  printed  at  Basle,  Gotliic  letter,  initials  filled  in  by  hand. 
Isidorus,  Ethimolog.  Lib.  &c.,  pnnted  at  Strasburg  by  Mentelin,  about 
1472.  Nonius  Compendiosa  Doct.  &c.,  with  illuminated  initial,  &c. : 
Venice,  1746.  Reformation  der  Stat  Niirembc^,  with  woodcuts,  printed 
at  Nuremberg,  1522.  Rivius,  Baukunst,  &c.,  Niiremberg,  1547.  ^^tius 
Antonius,  Renim  a  Fernando,  &c.,  gest. ;  Decades  printed  at  Granada 
in  1545.  Works  from  this  nress  are  not  common.  As  an  example 
of  elaborate  modem  bookbinaing,  a  Photolithographic  fac^simile  of  the 
Domesday  Book,  bound  by  Riviere,  may  be  mentioned. 

8.  The  number  of  original  drawings  acquired  has  been  621. 
Among  them  are  a  very  interesting  and  important  collection  of  upwards 
of  400  original  designs  for  jewellery — ^the  works  of  the  Santini  ftimily, 
jewellers  of  Florence,  between  the  middle  of  the  16th  and  the  middle  of 
the  18th  centuries ;  these  consist  chiefly  of  designs  for  pendants,  aigrettes, 
brooches,  earrings,  &c. ;  but  there  is  also  the  original  working  design 
for  the  Crown  of  Cosmo,  Grand  Duke  of  l\iscany,  of  the  second  half  of 
the  16th  century.  A  series  of  20  full-sised  copies  (tracings)  of  the 
painted  glass  in  Fairfbrd  Church.  A  carefully  executed  drawing  of  a 
mosaic  in  the  church  of  SS.  Cosmo  and  Damiano.  Some  paper  casta 
from  portions  of  mosaic  at  &  Vitale,  Ravenna,  have  also  been  placed  in 
the  Library  Collection ;  these,  when  accurately  coloured,  become  fac-

series  of  the  "  Passion  '*  and  of  the  "  Apocalypse."  Various  works  by 
Aldegrever,  Beham,  Pencz,  V.  Solis,  Hopfer,  l)e  Bry,  De  Laulne,  &c. 
Examples  of  book  illustrations  bv  Eisen,  Gravelot,  Moreau,  &c.  From 
the  sale  of  the  ColDaccnini  Collection  were  purchased  a  few  Nielli  and 
a  number  of  pieces  of  early  ornament.  A  large  collection  has  been 
acquired  of  engraved  book  and  ornamental .  map  titles.  A  volume  con- 
taining a  series  of  illustrations  of  the  history  of  the  House  of  Hanover 
was  presented  by  Mrs.  Fripp.

The  National  Abt  Trahonq  School  is  under  the  general 
administration  of  the  South  Kensington  Museum. 

XV. — Mr.  Burchett,  the  Head  Master  of  the  school,  reports  on  the 
work  of  the  Normal  and  Training  School  for  the  scholastic  year  ending 
31st  July  1871 ;  a  year,  he  observes,  in  which  the  school  bias  attained 
its  highest  success  in  the  number  of  students  instructed  and  amount  of 
fees  received. 

During  that  time  42  students  in  training  and  20  national  scholars  Number  of 
have  received  allowances,  of  from  10«.  to  40*.  a  week ;  2  students  in  ^^^Jf  *** 
training  have  been  appointed  to  masterships  of  schools,  2  were  employed 
as  temporary  reliefs  for  masters  in  provincial  schools,  1  retired  to  euter 
into  •  business,  and  3  female  students  in  training  were  removed  from 
expiration  of  time  allowed.  The  2  students  in  training  appointed  to 
masterships  were  sent  to  Belfast  and  Salisbury ;  and  Winchester  and 
Nottingham  were  supplied  temporarily  with  mastos. 

During  the  year  2  masters,  1  from  York  and  1  from  Oxford  have  been 
re-admitted  to  the  training  school ;  6  students  in  training,  4  from 
South  Kensington,  1  from  Tavistock,  and  1  from  Newcastle-ou-TVne, 
have  been  admitted ;  and  3  females,  1  troia  Dundee,  1  from  Dublin, 
and  1  from  Newcastle-on-Tyne,  have  also  been  admitted  to  receive  an 
allowance  as  students  in  training ;  and  3  national  scholars,  1  from 
Birmingham,  1  from  West  London  District  School,  and  1  from  South 
Kensington^  have  been  admitted  to  receive  20s.  a  week. 

Twelve  students  in  training  have  had  practice  in  teaching  in  the 
normal  and  district  schools,  and  two  in  parochial  schools  in  London. 

Seven  national  scholars  have  left  the  school  during  the  vear ;  2  of  ^^^^ 
these  entered  the  employ  of  Messrs.  Minton,  1  has  gone  as  designer  to       ^^^ 
the  Wliitefriars  Glassworks,  1  to  Messrs.  Battam,  1  to  Messrs.  Crossley 
of  Halifax,  and  1  has  established  himself  as  designer  for  the  carpet 
trade,  in  Ix>ndon. 

During  the  year  ending  31st  July  1871,  a  total  number  of  216  Preestu- 
students  have  attended  the  schools  without  payment  of  fees ;   of  this  ^°** 
number  42  were  students  in  training  and  20  were  national  scholars  in 
receipt  of  allowances ;  64  won  free  admission,  by  passing  examinations 
or  obtaining  medals ;   13  men  of  the  Royal  Engineers  have  received 
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Appendix  D.  instruction,  and  the  remainder  consisted  of  students  formerly  in  training, 
national  scholars,  or  employes  of  the  Department,  or  their  children. 

As  a  normal  school,  the  number  of  the  students  of  all  classes  during 
the  year  was  954,  514  being  males  and  440  females.  The  total  amount 
of  fees  paid  by  students  of  both  sexes  was  2,823/.  13^.  4d. ;  of  this  sum 
42//.  \Ss.  was  paid  by  evening  students  only;  and  the  balance  of 
2,3.95/.  \5s.  4d,  by  day  students. 

The  receipts  from  fees  exceeded  those  of  the  preceding  year  to  the 
amount  of  \99L\9s,4d. 

The  number  of  individual  students  was  diminished  by  40.  This,  taken 
with  the  increase  of  fees,  shows  a  larger  number  of  students  attending 
for  longer  periods.  In  this  number  is  included  97  artisans,  9  school- 
masters, and  14  schoolmistresses. 

The  schools  were  open  204  days  during  the  year,  the  smallest  attend- 
ance recorded  was  190  on  the  opening  day;  the  highest,  500  on  the 
18th  October  18/0.  The  total  number  of  attendances  recorded  for  the 
whole  year  was  77*243,  and  the  average  dwly  attendances  378,  showing 
an  increase  in  the  average  daily  attendance,  over  the  preceding  year, 
of  81  daily  attendances. 

The  results  of  the  annual  examination  in  1871  were  as  follows  : — 

Of  certificates  of  the  3rd  or  highest  grade,  16  were  taken;  10  first 
certificates,  1  second,  and  5  sixth  certificates ;  these  were  all  taken  by 
students  in  training. 

At  the  national  competition  2  gold  medals,  3  silver  medals,  5  bronse 
medals,  and  7  Queen's  prizes,  of  books,  together  with  9  third  grade  or 
local  prizes,  were  won  by  the  students  of  the  male  school ;  and  3  silver 
medals,  7  bronze  medals,  9  Queen's  prizes,  books,  and  22  third  grade 
or  local  prizes,  were  won  by  the  students  of  the  female  school. 

Sixty-four  students  won  free  admission  to  the  schools. 

At  the  2nd  grade  examination  in  March,  which  consists  of  examina* 
tion  by  written  papers  in  geometry  and  perspective,  and  exercises  in 
fireehand  and  model  drawing,  122  students  "  passed,''  68  won  "prizes," 
and  1 8  students  won  admission  at  half  fee  by  obtaining  certificates  of 
the  2nd  grade. 

Besides  the  above  regular  prizes  and  distinctions,  occasional  prizes 
have  been  offered  by  the  Department  and  by  manufacturers  during  the 
year,  some  for  general  competition,  and  some  only  for  this  school. 
By  the  Department,  22/.  was  offered  in  11  prizes  for  fans,  the  com- 
petition being  limited  to  female  students,  for  which  15  students  of  this 
school  competed,  sending  in  19  designs,  and  three  Misses  Montalba 
obtained  the  1st,  2nd,  and  3rd  prizes,  to  the  value  of  10/.  The 
Worshipful  Company  of  Plasterers  offered  prizes  of  25/.  for  designs 
for  a  "  wall  panel,"  and  a  design  for  the  '*  decoration  of  a  ceiling,*' 
limiting,  however,  this  school  to  one  subject.  Two  students,  Messrs. 
O.  Gibbons  and  J.  \V.  Suter,  obtained  the  prizes  of  8/.  8«.  and  //.  ?«• 
respectively. 

rrizes  of  1/.  10«.,  1/.,  and  lOs.,  were  offered  by  Messrs.  Coulson  for 
sketch  designs  for  table  cloths ;  for  these  there  were  11  competitors  and 
13  designs.  The  prizes  were  won  by  Messrs.  W.  Clausen,  T.  W.  Wilson, 
^d  E.  G.  Renter.  Prizes  of  2/.  IO5.,  1/.  IO5.,  and  1/.,  were  o£fered  by 
Kli^srs.  Birkin  of  Nottingham,  for  designs  for  a  lace  curtain ;  for  these, 
thcVwere  13  competitors  and  13  designs.  The  prizes  were  won  by 
Me«8>B.  T.  A.  Golding,  J.  Harris,  and  T.  W.  Wilson.

XVI.  Mr.  E.  J.  Lane,  A.E.R.A.,  under  whose  direction  the  work  of  ^^^ 
the  etching  class  is  conducted,  reports  as  follows  : — 

''  I  have  little  to  report  respecting  the  steady  progress  of  the 
routine  work  of  the  class  under  my  supenntendence,  and  nothing  that 
is  otherwise  than  satisfactory. 

A  large  number  of  the  finest  objects  in  the  Art  Museum  having  been 
represented  in  etching,  and  impressions  having  been  circulated  to  the 
Schools  of  Art  in  connexion  with  the  Depajrtment,  it  has  not  been 
thought  desirable  to  continue  at  the  same  rate  as  heretofore  the  repro- 
duction of  objects  of  Ancient  and  Mediaeval  Art  by  this  means ;  smce 
already  more  than  800  etchings  have  been  executed  by  the  students. 

This  being  the  case,  it  has  been  determined  to  carry  on  the  class  by  a 
selection  from  those  new  objects  from  time  to  time  acquired  by  the 
Department,  and  thus  to  proceed  steadily  in  the  qualification  of  Art 
masters  for  the  office  of  instructors,  who  will  superadd  to  the  power  of 
etching  a  practical  knowledge  of  the  printing  of  their  works.  As  the 
attendance  of  the  students  on  two  days  of  the  week  had  been  found,  by 
report  of  the  Head  Ma^er,  to  interfere  too  much  with  the  first  object  of 
the  School,  that  of  traming  students  to  take  certificates  as  Teachers  in 
Schools  of  Art,  the  etching  class,  during  the  last  session,  has  been  con- 
fined to  meeting  on  only  one  day  of  the  week ;  it  will  be  seen,  therefore, 
that  the  amount  of  work  done  is  much  less  than  in  1870. 

The  sums  which  have  been  awarded  by  the  Inspector-General  for 
Art  during  the  past  year  in  payments  for  89  etchings,  amount  to 
1101.  105. 

The  club  for  miscellaneous  etching  during  the  holidays,  which  was 
established  by  the  students  in  1865,  has  lately  shown  fresh  activity,  and 
the  proofs  of  the  plates  which  have  lately  been  deposited  in  the  Art 
Library  may  favourably  represent  the  good  taste  of  the  etchers." 

Naiional  Scholabs  employed  on  Wokks. 

XV n.  The  decoration  of  the  new  buildings  of  the  Museum  is  carried 
out  almost  entirely  by  national  scholars  or  students  who  have  been 
trained  in  the  Schools  of  Art.  A  practise  is  thus  afforded  to  them  of 
the  highest  value,  the  cost  of  the  work  to  the  Department  being  eco- 
nomical in  a  degree  that  could  not  be  obtained  by  any  other  means. 
The  national  scholars  are  thus  employed  and  taught  under  the  direction 
of  Mr.  Moody,  who  reports  that  there  have  been  altogether  12  men  in  his 
studio;  of  whom  8  are  national  scholars,  and  4,  who  were  also  originally 
national  scholars,  are  now  paid  by  the  Office  of  Works  according  to  their 
respective  attainments,  ana  are  regularly  employed  on  the  decoration  of 
the  Museum. 

Mr.  Moody  says,  '*  the  class  which  I  direct  must  be  considered  under 
two  aspects :  for  teaching  and  for  toork. 

The  course  of  study  comprises  a  lecture  on  Monday  on  some  prin-  J^^^  ^' 
ciple  or  branch  of  art ;  on  Tuesdays  and  Thursdays  drawing  from  the     ^'^' 
nude  figure ;  on  the  other  days  practical  instruction  in  the  figure,  archi- 
tecture, decoration,  and  painting.    In  addition  to  this  a  profusion  of 
sketches  are  made  from  objects  in  the  Museum,  Mr.  Moody's  purpose 
being  to  show  the  student  how  best  to  make  use  of  the  magnificent

Ajppoadiz  D.  collection  to  which  it  is  las  great  privilege  to  have  constant  acoeu. 
Occasionally  he  gives  a  sort  of  walking  lecture  in  the  Museum,  directing 
the  attention  of  the  students  to  those  objects  which  are  best  worth 
study,  and  explaining  the  artistic  reasons  of  their  beauty." 

The  national  scholars  are  also  required  (as  opportunity  offers)  to 
take  part  in  the  work.    Mr.  Moody's  report  continues : — 

"  Before  I  proceed  to  notice  the  work  done  daring  the  year,  it  may  be  aa 
well  to  point  out  that  the  speciality  and  the  great  advantage  of  the  daas 
consists  in  the  combination  of  instruction  and  work.  Even  those  who  at 
first  are  unable  to  assist  have  the  great  advantage  of  being  in  a  studio 
where  work  is  carried  on.  This  not  only  shows  them  how  best  to  set  to 
work  themselves,  but  stimulates  their  emulation,  and  I  have  no  hesitation 
in  saying  that  the  decorative  work  in  connexion  with  the  class  supplies  a 
want  which  is  universally  felt  in  the  Art  education  of  the  day,  the 
want  of  definite  practical  instruction.  The  Academic  system  in  general 
is  so  vague  and  indefinite  that  students  are  apt  to  run  up  and 
down  the  whole  scale  of  Art,  not  knowing  where  to  rest.  They  waste 
much  valuable  time  in  theoretic  disquisitions  on  the  comparative  value 
of  the  different  schools  and  systems,  but  if  they  have  to  do  responsible 
work  they  are  at  once  taken  out  of  the  field  of  theory  into  that  of  pracs 
tice.  They  feel  their  deficiencies  and  try  to  remedy  them ;  their  energy 
is  no  longer  weakened  by  diffusion  of  aim;  in  short,  it  is  difficult  to  ex- 
aggerate the  educational  advantage  of  actual  work.  I  think,  on  public 
grounds,  it  is  right  that  public  works  should  as  far  aa  poasible,  be 
made  use  of  for  vie  education  of  artists  in  the  higher  branches  of  decora- 
tive art,  and  I  cannot  but  think  that  to  starve  a  system  which  not  only 
supplies  a  defect  in  modem  Art  education,  and  promises  valuable 
educational  results,  but  turns  out  work  which  is,  of  itself,  worth  all 
that  is  paid  for  it,  is  very  t&r  from  being  a  wise  economy.  Besides  the 
ordinary  painting  in  oil  and  distemper,  we  have  here,  for  actual  use  in 
the  Museum  buildings,  painting  on  glass,  on  potteiy,  and  china,  mosaic 
work  of  everv  description,  modelling,  wood  carving,  architecture,  and 
architectural  decoration,  sgraffito  work,  working  in  plaster.  Hie  ecfaea- 
tional  advantage  of  all  this  work  under  the  present  system  costs 
nothing." 

As  respects  the  work  accomplished,  Mr.  Moody  says ; — 

'*  The  work  certainly  improves ;  for  instance,  a  comparison  of  the  two 
windows,  which  before  long  will  be  in  their  places  on  ttie  landing  of  the 
west  staircase,  which  were  principally  executed  by  Mr.  Wise,  wiH  show  a 
marked  improvement  both  in  drawing  and  finish  in  that  last  done. 
While  the  ooys  painted  by  Mr.  Fost^  for  the  roundels  in  the  Com- 
petition Ga]leiy  also  show  a  decided  progress  both  in  form  and  colour. 
Mosaic. — The  progress  in  artistic  qualities  in  the  mosaic  room,  con- 
sidering the  extraordinary  difficulty  of  the  material,  is  satisiactoiy. 
The  Pottery  Class,  with  the  exception  of  Miss  Black,  who  comes 
from  time  to  time  to  execute  the  aesigns  which  have  been  furnished 
by  Mr.  Poynter  at  too  prolonged  intervals,  has  been  transplanted  to 
lAinton's  studio." 

This  studio  is  now  established  on  a  commercial  basis  on  the  ground 
of  the  Commisuoners  for  the  Exhibition  of  1851,  ai  Kensington  Gore. 

Mr.  Moody  has  furnished  the  following  List  of  Works  completed 
during  the  year.

"  as  well  as  oesigny  in  which  even  the  failures  are  not  without  their  use." 


The  RoTAi.  School  of  Naval  Architecture  and  Marine 

Engineerixg. 

XVIII.  This  school  is  also  at  present  subject  to  the  general  adminis- 
tration of  the  South  Kensington  Museum. 

Mr.  Merrifield,  F.R.S.,  the  Principal,  reports  as  follows : — 

''The  number  of  students  during  the  session  of  1870-1871  was  42, 
and  consisted  of  15  shipwright  apprentices,  and  17  engineer  students 
sent  by  the  Admiralty,  and  or  10  ordinary  students,  5  of  whom  studied 
as  naval  architects,  and  5  as  marine  engineers.  Two  of  these  were 
Russians,  and  three  Egyptians^  sent  by  their  respective  Governments  to 
study  in  this  country. 

The  number  of  students  entered  at  the  beginning  of  the  present 
session  (1871-2)  was  39,  of  whom  15  were  shipwright  apprentices,  and 
17  engineer  students  sent  bv  the  Admiralty.  Of  the  7  onimary  students 
2  are  studying  as  naval  architects,  and  5  as  marine  engineers.  No  new 
ordinary  student  joined  the  school  this  session.  One  of  the  engineer 
students  has  obtained  his  discharge  and  quitted  the  school  for  private 
employment.     He  is  still  following  the  profession  of  a  marine  engineer. 

Several  of  the  former  Admiralty  students  have  quitted  the  service  of 
the  Admiralty,  but  only  one  of  them  has  given  up  the  profession  either 
of  marine  engineering  or  naval  architecture,  and  that  one  did  so  on 
account  of  ill  health.  So  far  as  I  can  hear,  my  former  students  are 
giving  general  satisfaction  to  their  employers,  both  in  the  service  and 
in  private  trade.'' 

General  Administration. 

XIX.  1.  The  Museum  was  opened  to  the  public  daily  throughout  Number  of 
the  year,  with  the  exception  of  Good  Friday  and  Christmas  Day,  The  JiJ^JJJi^ 
number  of  visitors  amounted  to  939,329,  which  raises  the  total  of  persons 

who  have  visited  the  Museum  since  the  opening  to  11,010,996. 

2.  The  table  at  p.  441  of  the  Appendix  shows  the  number  of  persons 
who  visited  the  Museum  monthly — in  the  morning  between  10  to  4, 5,  or 
6  p.m.,  and  the  attendance  upon  the  three  evenings  of  the  week,  on 
which  the  Museum  is  open  until  10  p.m.  The  average  attendance  per 
hour  during  the  daytime  was  300^  and  during  the  evening,  425  per 
hour^ 
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The  Assistant  Director,  Mr.  Owen,  has  prepared  the  statistics  of  the 
numbers  attendini^  the  Museum  in  the  mornings  and  evenings  of  the  past 
year,  also  comparative  tables  showing  the  attendance  in  former  years, 
and  the  receipts  from  various  sources.    (See  App.,  p.  441.) 

3.  The  receipts  collected  daily  and  immediately  paid  into  the  bank  on 
account  of  receipts  repayable  to  the  exchequer,  amounted  during  the 
past  year  to  2,361/.  13«.,  making  a  total  of  32,275/.  Ss.  Hd,,  which 
nas  been  paid  into  the  exchequer  from  the  year  1857>  to  31  December 
1871.    (See  App.  t).  443). 

4.  Lectures  in  tne  Museum  Theatre  have  been  specially  addressed  to 
Art  students  by  Mr.  Marshall,  on  the  human  body,  and  b^  Dr.  Zerffi^ 
upon  ornamental  art.  By  the  sanction  of  the  Lord  President  of  the 
Council,  the  Committee  for  the  higher  education  of  women  have  given 
a  series  of  lectures,  which  have  been  veiy  well  attended. 

5.  Publications. — The  Supplement  for  the  Universal  Catalogue  of 
Books  on  Art  has  received  many  valuable  additions  amounting  to  about 
15,000  titles,  which  have  been  chiefly  contributed  by  correspondents  in 
various  parts  of  the  continent.  The  index  to  this  Catalogue  is  also 
making  considerable  progress. 

The  Catalogue  of  Ivories  in  the  South  Kensington  Museum  has  been 
prepared  by  Mr.  Wm.  Maskell,  and  has  been  printed  and  published. 
The  Catalogues  of  Maiolica,  by  Mr.  Drury  Fortnum,  and  of  Furniture, 
by  Mr.  Pollen,  together  with  Catalogues  of  Chinese  Objects  in  the 
Museum  by  Mr.  Challoner  Alabaster,  and  of  Spanish  Objects,  by 
Mr.  Riano,  are  in  course  of  preparation,  and  will  be  shortly  printed. 

6.  Progress  has  been  made  with  the  Universal  Art  Inventory,  and  I 
hope  that  another  part  containing  notices  of  metal  work  will  shortly  be 
issued. 

7.  The  publication  of  photographs,  the  property  of  the  Department, 
through  the  agency  of  the  Arundel  Society,  has  continued  to  the  satis- 
faction of  the  public  interested,  and  a  daily  demand  is  made  for  copies 
of  some  of  the  more  important  works.

£^^^ey.    miles  have  been  mapped  on  the  scale  of  6  inches  to  a  mile,  involving 

the  tracing  of  5,941  miles  of  boundary  hues.    The  formations  consist  of 

Silurian,  carboniferous,  permian,  new  red,  and  oolitic  strata,  some  of 

which  are  associated  with  many  complicated  igneous  rocks. 

In  Lincolnshire,  Nottinghamshire,  and  Leicestershire,  436  square 
miles  have  been  mapped  on  the  scale  of  1  inch  to  a  mile,  consisting  of 
oolites,  lias,  &c.,  involving  364  miles  of  boundary  lines. 

In  Essex,  Middlesex,  Herts,  Berks,  and  Surrey,  398  square  miles 
have  been  mapped  on  the  1-inch  scale,  of  cretaceous,  eocene,  and  crag 
beds,  involving  the  tracing  of  1 ,136  miles  of  boundary. 

In  Somersetshire,  Wiltshire,  Gloucestershire,  and  Glamoiganshire* 
287  square  miles,  with  590  miles  of  boundary,  have  been  surve^d  on 
the  1-indi  scale.  The  formations  consist  of  oolites,  lias,  rhietic,  new 
red  beds,  carboniferous,  devonian,  old  red  sandstone,  and  igneous  rocks. 

In  all  these  areas  the  superficial  deposits  of  drift  clays,  gravels,  allu- 
vium and  other  silts,  peat,  &c.,  have  oeen  mapped  simultaneously  with 
the  underlving  rocky  formations,  so  that  in  the  South,  Middle,  and 
North  of  England,  the  "  soil "  maps  of  the  country  are  all  in  active 
preparation. 

ToUlarea  The  total  area  mapped  amounts  to  2,31?  square  miles,  with  8,032 
reported  on.  jqQ^  Qf  boundary  hues,  being  somewhat  less  than  the  area  reported  on 
for  the  previous  year.

Coal  Commission. — ^I  beg  to  call  attention  to  the  great  use  that  the  ^9^.^^- 
published  maps  and  sections  of  the  Geological  Survey  have  been  to  the 
Royal  Coal  Commission,  which  only  closed  its  labours  last  July.  The 
Survey  maps  of  the  coal  fields  were  used  by  the  different  Commissioners 
who  reported  on  the  coal  remaining  in  each  coal  field  as  the  basis  of 
their  operations.  Also  the  quantity  of  available  coal  probably  concealed 
beneath  the  permian  and  new  red  strata  that  bound  the  coal  fields  of 
the  centre  and  North  of  England,  and  the  depths  at  which  it  lies,  could 
not  have  been  ascertained  without  the  6-inch  horizontal  sections  of  the 
Geological  Survey.  These  sections  were  planned  under  my  direction 
with  this  object  in  view,  long  before  the  Coal  Commission  was  thought 
of,  with  the  intention  of  publishing  a  memoir  on  the  subject.  It  is 
hoped  that  this  part  of  the  report  written  by  me  may  be  republished  in 
the  memoirs  of  the  Geological  Survey,  so  as  to  insure  a  wide  circulation 
of  facts  that  bear  so  largely  on  the  material  interests  of  the  country. 

The  accompanying  index  maps  are  coloured  to  show,  A.  the  state  of 
the  sun'ey  on  the  1-inch  scale,  B.  on  the  6-inch  scale,  and  C.  the 
survey  of  the  Surface  Geology.

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Fossils  labelled. — Nine  hundred  and  twen^-four  new  labels  have  also 
been  written  hj  Mr.  Etheridge's  assistant,  Mr.  Shannan,  for  part  of  tiie 
Survey  and  Museum  collection. 

Five  hundred  specimens  were  also  named  by  Mr.  Btheridge  from  tiie 
colony  of  Queensland,  mostly  new  species. 

Fossils  purchased. — ^There  has  been  added  by  purchase  a  fine  series  of 
Suffdk  crag  moUusca,  &c.,  numbering  over  1,000  specimens.  They 
formed  part  of  the  collection  of  the  late  Mr.  Perry. 

Fossils  sent  to  the  Survey  of  Scotland. — By  the  desire  of  the  late 
Director-General  a  large  series  of  silurian  and  carboniferous  fossils  were 
selected  by  Mr.  Btheridge  and  Mr.  Robert  Etheridge,  jun.,  for  the 
Geological  Survey  of  Scotland.  They  numbered  2,000  specimens,  and 
were  duplicates  only  of  those  in  Mr.  Etheridge's  care  in  Jermyn  Street. 
This  was  done  at  the  request  of  the  Director  for  Scotland,  to  enable  the 
acting  palaeontologist  for  Scotland  to  name  and  catalogue  the  fossils 
collected  in  that  country.  Mr.  Bone,  the  draughtsman,  has  drawn  128 
specimens. 

F^ld  work  of  Palaeontologist. — During  the  month  of  Sept^nber  Mr. 
Etheridge  was  engaged  with  me  in  examining  the  coast  of  Yorkshire 
between  Redcar  and  Speeton,  with  a  view  to  the  fossils  characteristic  of 
the  different  formations,  preparatory  to  commencing  the  sun'ey  of  the 
oolitic  district  of  Yorkshire,  and  I  also  employed  him  for  a  short  time 
in  the  examination  of  the  silurian  fossils  of  Westmoreland  and  Cumber- 
land on  the  ground. 

Prof.  HiuL-  Professor  Huxley's  Report.  —  Naturalist, —  Specimens  mounted. — 
ley's  report.  Durinff  the  year  2,400  new  specimens  have  been  mounted  and  placed  in 
the  Museum,  the  synonyms  corrected,  and  the  figured  specimens 
marked,  those  in  the  wall  cases  being  entered  in  the  catalogue.  \,96S 
tablets  of  specimens  from  the  Museum  collection  have  been  re -mounted. 
Of  the  above  new  specimens,  2,262  belong  to  the  Wyatt-Edgell  collec- 
tion,  which  is  now  duly  incorporated  with  the  Museum  series. 

The  whole  of  the  silurian  raoUusca  and  crustaoea  contained  in  the 
flat  cases  and  drawers,  numbered  5  to  26,  have  thus  been  entirely 
re-arranged.  Considerable  alterations  have  also  been  made  in  the 
arrangement  of  the  Silurian  Collection  contained  in  the  wall  cases,  and 
the  catalogue  corrected  to  correspond. 

The  specimens  of  coal  plants  contained  in  the  wall  cases  23  and  24 
have  been  re-tableted  and  cleaned,  and  the  specimens  in  several  of  the 
other  wall  cases  have  also  been  cleaned.

Decade  in  preparation. — ^The  thirteenth  decade,  consisting  of  fifi^ures 
and  descriptions  of  fossil  fish  by  Sir  P.  G.  Egerton,  Bart.,  F.R.S., 
Dr.  Giinther,  F.R.S.,  and  Professor  Huxley,  F.R.S.y  has  been  sent  to 
press,  and  will  shortly  be  ready  for  publication. 

Gbolooical  Survey  op  Scotland. 

Surveyed. — Mr.  Geikie  reports  that  in  Scotland  the  total  area  sur-  Scotland. 
veyed  during  the  year  amounts  to  730  square  miles>  being  48  miles  in  Progress  of 
excess  of  the  area  surveyed  during  the  previous  year.  survey. 

The  coal  fields  of  the  counties  of  l^narkshire,  Stirling,  and  Clack- 
mannan are  nearly  mapped,  and  on  their  conipletion  the  whole  of  the 
great  Scotch  coal  fields  will  be  finished.  Mr.  Geikie  hopes  next  year  to 
report  this  as  accomplished. 

While  the  mineral  districts  of  the  wide  midland  valley  and  the  country 
north  and  south  of  that  area  have  been  continuously  under  examination, 
considerable  progress  has  also  been  made  both  northwards  and  south- 
wards from  tnat  area.  On  the  north  the  range  of  hills  from  Diunbarton 
to  Stirling  has  been  in  great  part  mapped  on  the  6-inch  scale.    To  the 
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Appendix  B.  south  the  survey  has  been  earned  on  through  the  counties  of  Wigto^vn* 
—        Kirkcudbright,  Dumfries,  and  Selkirk.    The  geological  lines  have  been 
traced  to  the  sea  in  Wigtonshire  and  on  the  Sol  way  Frith,  and   it   is 
intended  to  push  on  the  survey  of  this  part  of  Scotland  up  to    the 
English  border  as  rapidly  as  possible. 

The  mineral  indications  in  the  southern  counties  render  it  highly* 
desirable  that  this  part  of  the  country  should  be  examined,  and  it  is 
hoped  that  on  the  completion  of  the  coal  fields  the  sendees  of  some  of 
the  most  experienced  officers  of  the  Survey  will  be  available  for  this 
purpose. 

One-inch  Maps  published. — During  the  year  two  maps  on  the  scale  of 
1  inch  to  the  mile  have  been  published,  embracing  that  part  of  the 
country  which  lies  between  the  Mull  of  Galloway  and  the  borders  of 
Ayrshire. 

Six-inch  Maps  published. — Nine  sheets  on  the  scale  of  6  inches  to  the 
mile  have  been  published,  illustrative  of  the  coal  fields  of  Ayrshire  and 
Lanarkshire. 

Sections  published. — Three  sheets  of  horizontal  sections  have  been 
published,  of  which  two  illustrate  the  coal  field  of  Ayrshire  and  sur- 
rounding districts,  the  other  the  structure  of  the  country  between  the 
coast  of  Fife,  near  Charlston,  and  the  high  ground  of  Peebleshire. 
During  the  examination  of  the  coal  field  19,183  feet  of  sections  and 
borings  of  pits  were  procured. 

One-inch  Maps,  engraving, — ^Three  sheets  on  the  scale  of  1  inch  to  the 
mile,  embracing  parts  of  Lanarkshire,  Ayrshire,  Dumfriesshire,  Kirkcud- 
bright, and  Wigtonshire,  are  being  engraved. 

Six-inch  Maps,  engraving. — ^Thirty-nine  sheets  on  the  scale  of  6  inches 
to  the  mile,  illustratmg  the  coal  fields  and  the  surrounding  districts  in 
the  counties  of  Ayr,  Dumbarton,  Lanark,  Renfrew,  and  Stirling,  are 
also  in  the  hands  of  the  engraver. 

Memoirs. — Two  explanations  of  maps  22  and  15  (1-inch  scale)  have 
been  published. 

Fossils  and  Rochs. — 2,860  specimens  of  fossils  have  been  obtained  chieflj 
from  the  carboniferous  and  lower  silurian  formations,  and  167  rocK 
specimens  have  been  collected  to  illustrate  the  formations  of  the  various 
districts  surveyed.  From  want  of  space  in  the  Museum  these  collections 
are  at  present  stored  up,  but  it  is  anticipated  that  additional  accommo- 
dation will  soon  be  available,  and  that  adequate  means  will  be  obtained 
for  the  illustration  of  the  rocks  of  Scotland  in  a  systematically  arranged 
museum.  The  fossils  collected  have  all  been  examined,  named,  and 
registered,  a  work  formerly  done  in  the  ofBce  in  London,  but  the  late 
Director-General  authorised  Mr.  Geikie  to  take  steps  to  have  this  incon- 
venience remedied.  In  filling  up  a  vacancy  in  the  staff  of  the  Scotch 
Sun'ev,  Mr.  Robert  Etheridge,  junior,  was  selected,  whose  pab&onto- 
logical  knowledge  is  sufficient  for  the  determination  of  the  greater  part 
of  the  fossils  belonging  to  the  Scotch  Survey  being  done  in  Edinburgh. 

The  arrangement  has  been  found  to  work  well,  and  this  branch  of  the 
work  of  the  Survey  has  been  much  more  expeditiously  performed. 

The  accompanying  index  map  D.  shows  the  state  of  the  San'ey  on 
the  l-inch,  and  E.  that  on  the  6-mch  scale.    (See  page  470.) 
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Geological  Survey  of  Ireland. 

Surveyed! — Mr.  Hull  states  in  his  report  that  during  the  year  702 
of    square  mUes  have  been  surveyed,  involving  the  tracing  of  1.493  miles  of 
boundary.     This  completes  the  survey  of  the  mountidnous  district 
between  Clewe  Bay  on  the  north  and  Gal^iray  Bay  on  the  south,  in- 
cluding Connemara. 
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More  than  ordinary  care  has  been  required  in  the  survey  of  this  Appendix  E. 
district,  as  the  structure  of  the  country  is  exceedingly  intricate,  and  ^j^^^sy 
some  portions  difficult  of  access.

The  increase  in  the  number  of  evening  visitors  is  due  to  the  fact 
of  an  additional  course  of  lectures  having  been  delivered  by  Dr.  Cob- 
bold,  F.R.S.  These  lectures,  to  which  the  public  are  admitted  free, 
are  known  as  the  "  Swiney  Lectures  on  Geology,'*  and  are  in  connexion 
with  the  British  Museum.  The  12  lectures  were  attended  by  4,500 
persons,  or  by  a  nightly  average  of  375. 

In  computmg  the  average  number  of  evening  visitors  to  the  Museum, 
which  really  amounts  to  about  65,  regard  should  be  had  to  the  atten- 
dance at  the  working  men's  lectures,  and  also  to  the  evenings  on  which 
the  tickets  for  these  lectures  are  issued,  when  seldom  less  than  1,000 
personal  applications  are  made  for  each  course. 

The  amount  received  for  the  sale  of  catalogues  is  44/.,  being  an 
increase  of  14/.  on  that  of  the  previous  year,  produced  by  Uie  mSb  of 
the  new  edition  of  the  Catalogue  of  Potteiy  and  Porcelain. 
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Lists  of  donations  to  the  Museum  and  Library  are  appended  at  page  Appendix  B. 
455.  Those  calling  for  special  attention  are  the  munificent  bequests  of 
the  late  Director,  viz.,  a  large  vase,  polished,  of  Siberian  avanturine,  on 
a  pedestal  of  porphyry  Arom  Tomsk,  in  the  Ural  Mountains ;  a  gold 
snu£F-box,  on  the  lid  of  which  are  mounted  many  fine  diamonds ;  and  a 
plaque  of  damascened  steel,  manufactured  at  Zlatoust,  in  the  Ural 
Mountains. 

The  Library  has  also  been  largely  increased  by  the  donations  of 
Mr.  K.  R.  Murchison,  who  permitted  us  to  make  a  selection  from  the 
library  of  his  late  uncle.  Sir  Roderick  Murchison.  One  special  feature 
worthy  of  note  is  the  large  and  valuable  collection  of  pamphlets  on 
geological  subjects,  amounting  to  158  bound  volumes,  and  forming 
probably  the  most  comprehensive  collection  of  the  kind  that  was  ever 
made.

I  HAVE  now  to  report  upon  the  laboratory  and  lecture  classes, 
constituting  the  Chemical  Department  of  the  Royal  School  of  Mines, 
which  have  received  instruction  in  this  building  diuring  the  year  1S71. 

I  have  again  both  the  gratification  and  the  pain  to  state  that  this 
college  has  been  constantly  overcrowded  with  most  earnest  and  diligent 
students,  who,  for  lack  of  space  and  the  appliances  of  modem  chemical 
laboratories,  have  received  veiy  inadequate  instruction,  more  especially 
in  those  higher  branches  of  the  science  which  are  so  essential  to  the 
applications  of  chemistiy  to  arts  and  manufactures.  I  can  only  reconcfle 
myself  to  the  continuation  of  this  imperfect  and,  for  the  present  day, 
entirely  inadequate  instruction,  hj  the  reflection  that  there  exists  in  the 
United  Kingdom  no  other  chemical  laboratory  which  does  not  lack  in 
an  equal  degree  the  necessary  accommodation  and  appliances  for  pur- 
suing the  study  of  practical  chemistry.  For  many  years  past  it  has 
been  impossible  for  English  students  satisfactorily  to  pursue  in  this 
country  that  higher  department  of  chemical  training  which  indudea 
invention  and  discovery,  and  there  are  not  wanting  instances  of  such 
students  proceeding  from  this  college  to  the  noble  state  laboratories 
of  Germany  and  Switzerland  to  continue  their  training  beyond  the 
elementary  instruction  given  in  their  native  land. 

The  enclosed  schedules  of  names  show  the  number  of  students 
operating  in  the  laboratory  in  each  of  the  three  sessions  of  the  past  year

The  numbers  are  considerably  larger  than  those  recorded  in  any  previous 
year,  nevertheless,  for  want  of  space,  I  have  been  compelled  to  refuse 
admission  to  many  applicants, — officers  of  the  civil  and  military  ser- 
vices of  India  at  home  on  leave,  the  sons  of  manufscturers,  and  others. 

The  courses  of  lectures  delivered  in  the  theatre  of  this  college  during 
the  past  year  consisted .  of  40  on  mineral  and  30  on  organic  chemistry. 
They  were  attended  by  an  industrious  and  very  satisfiactory  class  of 
students.  The  number  of  entries  to  the  courses  and  the  regularity 
of  attendance  are  attested  bv  the  official  lists,  which  are  in  possession 
of  the  Registrar,  whilst  the  diligence  and  progress  of  the  students  ai« 
shown  by  the  results  of  the  examinations  hdd  in  June  lart.  These 
examinations  consisted  of, — 1st,  written  answers  to  printed  questions; 
and  2nd,  qualitative  and  quantitative  analytiod  operations  in  toe  ]^>oim« 
tory,  which  practically  tested  the  analytical  skill  of  the  students  during 
a  period  extending  o^'er  several  weeks.    Students  cannot  obtain  a  first

class  without  passing  satisfactorily  in  the  practical  section  of  these  Appendix  S. 
examinations.     Of  the  29  men  who  presented  themselves,  13  passed  in   i^^^^^^y 
the  first  class,  6  in  the  second,  and  7  in  the  third,  whilst  3  failed.    To    Mb.  A.  C. 
pass  even  in  the  third  class  the  candidates  must  obtain  at  least  one  half    Ramsay. 
of  the  total  number  of  marks. 

In  addition  to  the  academical  course  of  morning  lectures  delivered  in  Evenlug 
thb  theatre,  I  have  also  given  an  evening  course  of  six  lectures  on  lectures. 
"  The  Chemistry  of  Coal "  to  a  crowded  and  veiy  attentive  audience 
of  working  men  at  the  theatre  in  Jermyn  Street. 

Courses  of  lectures  have  abo  been  giveu  in  this  oollej^e  to  the  pupils 
of  the  Royal  School  of  Naval  Archi^cture  by  Mr.  McLeod,  for  many 
years  lecture  demonstrator  here,  and  now  professor  of  experimental 
science  in  the  new  Indian  College,  at  Coopers  Hill,  for  the  training  of 
civil  engineers ;  and  by  Mr.  Valentin,  the  cnief  demonstrator  of  practical 
chemis^  in  this  laboratory. 

Mr.  McLeod's  position  here  has  been  filled,  since  his  translation  to 
Cooper's  Hill,  by  Mr.  Pedler,  a  former  student  and  subsequent  private 
assistant  in  this  college. 

To  Mr.  Valentin,  Mr.  McLeod,  and  Mr.  Pedler  m^  best  thanks  are 
due  for  the  valuable  aid  which  they  have  afforded  me  in  the  instruction 
of  the  several  classes. 

Mr.  J.  Belly  the  junior  assistant  in  the  practical  class,  having  accepted 
an  appointment  in  the  laboratory  of  the  Rivers  Commission,  his  place 
has  been  supplied  by  Mr.  Newth,  who  had  distinguished  himself  as  a 
student  in  the  analytical  class  of  this  college.

4.  The  Report  op  the-  Keepek  op  Mining  Records. 

It  is  my  duty  to  report  to  the  Department  of  Science  and  Art  the  Mining 
work  earned  out  in  relation  to  the  Mining  Record  Office  for  the  year  RoowS 
1871.  ^^^ 

Durmg  the  first  months  of  the  year  I  was  oonatantlv  in  London 
attending  to  the  duties  of  the  office,  especially  corresponaing  with  the 
manufacturers,  miners,  and  metallurgists,  in  all  parts  of  the  kingdom, 
for  the  purpose  of  ascertaining,  with  the  utmost  possible  correctness, 
the  quantities  of  coal  consumed  in  each  particular  industry.  This  was 
especially  required  for  the  Royal  Coal  Commission,  of  which  I  was  a 
member,  but  the  information  obtained  was  of  eaual  vidue  to  this  office, 
and  the  returns  obtained  form  an  important  addition  to  the  statistical 
documents  preserved. 

It  is  right  that  I  should  here  state  that  I  became  a  member  of  the  Boynl  Coal 
Royal  Coal  Commission  at  the  solicitation  of  Sir  George  Grey,  and,  on  Oommis- 
the  recommendation  of  Sir  Roderick  L  Murchison,  who  considered  that      °' 
the  business  of -the  Mining  Record  Office  would  be  greatly  advanced  by 
my  connexion   with  the  coal  inquiry.    With  Sir  ft.  L  Murchison  as 
chairman,  I  was  selected  to  act  on  a  committee,  *'  To  inquire  as  to  the 
"  quantity  of  coal  at  present  consumed  in  the  various  branches  of  numu- 
**  facturCffor  steam  navigation  and  for  domestic  purposes,  as  well  as  the 

quantity  exported,  and  how  far  and  to  what  extent  such  consumption  and 
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"  export  may  be  expected  to  tncreaseJ"  This  connexion  with  the  Coal 
Commission  enabled  me,  by  personal  application,  to  extend  mj  inquiries 
far  beyond  the  limits,  which  had  been  otherwise  possible,  and  thus  to 
secure  more  satisfactory  returns  for  the  *'  MinenJ  Statistics  "  in  the 
ftiture. 

Returning  to  the  consideration  of  my  more  especial  duties.  In  April 
I  visited  the  coprolite  deposits  of  Hertfordshire  and  Cambridgeshire, 
for  the  purpose  of  ascertaining  the  (quantity  produced  in  1870,  and 
employed  in  the  manufacture  of  artificial  manure.  My  dut^  called  me, 
in  the  next  place,  for  the  purpose  of  collecting  information  for  the 
"  Mineral  Statistics  "  respecting  coal,  iron,  &c.,  to  StafiPordshire,  Leices- 
tershire, and  Lancashire.  I,  in  the  next  place,  visited  the  collieries  and 
lead  mines  of  Derbyshire,  and  then  proceeded  to  Montgomeryshire  and 
to  Cardiganshire,  where,  for  some  weeks,  I  was  engaged  in  coUeetinif 
statistics  of  the  lead  produce,  and  obtaining  plans,  &c.  of  the  mines,  I 
was  enabled  to  add  many  valuable  records  to  our  collection.  My  work 
being  completed  in  these  districts,  I  visited  the  mines  and  collieries  of 
Shropshire.  It  became  necessazy  that  I  should  then,  for  the  purpose  of 
ascertaining  several  particulars  respecting  the  production  of  salt  and  the 
distribution  of  coal,  and  the  make  of  iron,  visit  Denbighshire,  Flintshire, 
Cheshire,  and  Lancashire.  At  Manchester  I  finished  my  inquiries,  and 
firom  thence  returned  to  London,  and  within  a  short  time  placed  the 
report  already  alluded  to  in  the  printer's  hands. 

This  work  being  thus  far  advanced,  I  left  London  for  Devonshire  and 
Cornwall  in  August,  visiting  the  mines  in  the  districts  of  Tavistock, 
Colstock,  CoUington,  and  Liskeard,  obtaining  drawings,  and  collecting 
statistical  and  other  information. 

Subsequently  I  visited  all  the  mining  districts  of  West  Cornwall, 
and  from  Penzance  returned  to  London.  The  remainder  of  the  rear 
was  steadily  devoted  to  the  completion  of  the  "  Mineral  Statistics  '^  for 
18/0,  the  publication  of  which  was  unfortunately  late,  owing  to  the 
causes  already  mentioned. 

This  work  requires  but  little  notice  from  me.  No  change  has  been 
made  in  the  order  of  its  contents.  No  addition  has  been  made  beyond 
a  list  of  all  the  smelters  in  the  United  Kingdom.  No  effort  has  been 
spared  to  secure  the  usual  correctness ;  and  it  is  satisfactoiy  to  me  to 
luiow,  that  those  returns  are  regarded  as  a  standard  authority  in  thia 
ooun^  and  abroad.  This,  neoessarilv,  increases  my  anxiety  to  secure 
the  utmost  possible  correctness  in  the  details  given  of  our  minenl  pro* 
duce,  and  of  our  metallurgical  results. 

The  documents  added  to  the  Mining  Record  0£3oe  during  the  year, 
and  the  plans  and  sections  of  mines  which  have  been  oonected  up  to 
the  latest  period  amount  to  152.    The  hst  of  these  is  appended. 

In  addition  to  those  documents  a  large  collection  of  valudl>le  maps 
and  sections,  together  with  important  returns  collected  by  the  members 
of  the  Royal  Coal  Commission,  have  been  deposited  in  this  office  for  the 
use  of  the  public,  at  the  recommendation  of  tne  Commission  at  their  Isst 
meeting,  the  Duke  of  Argyle  in  the  Chair,  on  Jul^  27th,  187L  These 
documents  are  not  induded  in  the  hst  given,  as,  since  aU  the  Conmiia- 
sinners  have  not  yet  sent  in  all  their  papers,  &c.,  it  has  not  been  possible 
to  classify  and  airange  them. 

The  applications  made  to  the  Keeper  of  Mining  Records  for  infoima- 
tion  respecting  mines  of  all  kinds  and  our  metal  works,  have  been  large, 
thus  proving  the  public  utility  of  this  office. 

During  the  year  the  Mining  Record  Office  has  affSorded  assistance,  by 
furnishing  information,  to

Rbpobt  on  the  Condition  nnd  Proobebs  of  the  Edinbuboh 
MusEUH  of  Science  and  Art  for  1871. 

Sir, 

The  progress  of  this  Museum  during  the  year  which  has  just  R^Hurange- 
closed  has  hosn  chiefly  in  the  direction  of  revising  and  improving  the  S^ous. 
hurried  arrangements  consequent  upon  the  lemoytil  of  such  extensive 
collections  into  the  new  buildings,  and  our  desire  to  avoid  even  for  a 
short  time  their  withdrawal  from  the  public  ejre.  Each  department  is 
therefore  now  undergoing  a  searching  examination  for  errors,  and  with  a 
view  of  bringing  the  whole  up  to  the  present  state  of  information  upon 
the  various  subjects  represented.  In  this  way  the  general  collection 
of  mammals  has  been  greatly  improved.  The  collection  of  moUusca 
has  been  increased,  chiefly  by  donations,  to  more  than  ten  times  its 
former  extent,  and  is  now  nlaced  and  systematically  arranged  in  new 
cases.  The  very  large  collection  of  reptiles  is  folly  displayed  and 
classified ;  and  the  typical  collection  is  m  great  part  repaired,  and  re- 
arranged in  new  cases  better  adapted  for  the  preservation  of  the 
specimens  than  the  old  and  worn  out  ones  in  which  they  were  received 
from  the  University. 

The  palseontological  collections  have  also  been  re-arranged  and 
cleaned,  and  to  a  large  extent  re-labelled. 

The  collections  of  minerals  and  rocks  have  also  been  revised,  the 
latter  being  those  collected  by  the  Geological  Survey  of  Scotland,  have 
bden  classified  and  arranged  under  the  superintendence  of  Professor 
Geikie,  Director  of  the  Geological  Survey  of  Scotland. 

In  the  Art  Department  the  same  efforts  have  been  made  to  improve 
and  perfect  the  arrangements.  The  food  collection  and  that  of  economic 
products  have  both  been  completely  revised  and  much  extended. 

The  metalluigical  section  is  in  course  of  revision  and  re-labelling, 
and  to  it  have  been  added  a  number  of  very  beantiM  and  useful  modds 
of  machines,  which  have  been  made  under  the  superintendence  of 
Mr.  Galletly,  the  curator,  in  the  workshops  of  the  Museum. 

The  construction  of  the  new  buildings  is  advancing  very  rapidly.  New  build- 
and  there  is  every  reasonable  expectation  that  some  portions  of  them  ^^"^^ 
will  be  available  for  use  as  early  as  March  next.  The  closing  of  the 
former  entrance,  and  opening  one  in  a  confined  street,  which  was 
necessitated  by  the  builoin^  operations,  has  however  told  upon  the 
number  of  our  visitors,  which  are  slightly  less  than  usual,  although 
I  see  by  the  diminution  of  numbers  published  by  several  Museums 
distant  from  each  other,  that  probably  other  causes  may  have  conduct 
to  this  result.

I  HAVE  the  honour  to  suhmit  the  following  as  the  report  of  the 
Council  of  the  Royal  CoUege  of  Science  for  Ireland  on  the  educational 
proceedings  of  that  institution  during  the  year  1871. 

The  various  courses  of  instruction  were  duly  given  hy  the  several  Attendance. 
professors  in  accordance  with  the  programme  of  educational  arrange- 
ments annexed  to  the  last  report.    The  Council  have  had  reason  to  he 
satisfied  with  the  diligence,  proficiency,  and  conduct  of  the  students 
during  the  session. 

At  the  close  of  the  session  1870-71  the  several  examinations  for 
honours  and  class  promotions  were  held,  and  the  awards  then  made 
were  approved  hy  the  authorities  of  the  Department.  I  heg  leave  to 
annex  copies  of  the  various  examination  papers  employed,  and  to  refer 
for  all  statistical  details  to  the  secretary's  report. 

The  programme  of  educational  arrangements  for  the  current  session  Educational 
(1871-/2),  as  prepared  h^  the  Council,  was  suhmitted  to  my  Lords,  and  J^mf^ 
when  favourea  with  their  approval,  was  printed  and  circulated.     I  heg 
to  annex  a  copy  thereof.  Appendix  A.***    Svllahuses  of  the  courses  of 
lectures  were  prepared  by  the  professors  for  the  guidance  of  the  pupils. 

Further  prosress  has  been  made  in  the  cla&fying  and  cataloguing  Library  and 
the  books  m  the  library,  and  the  specimens  in  the  various  branches  of  Museum, 
the  museum.    To  this  work  the  curator,  Mr.  Gages,  continues  to  devote 
himself  with  great  assiduity. 

Such  questions  of  minor  details  connected  with  discipUne  and  internal 
collegiate  arrangements  as  occurred  during  the  session  were  suitably 
dealt  with  by  the  Council,  and  do  not  require  remark. 

The  Council  are  glad  to  be  able  to  report  a  further  increase  in  the  Further  in- 
number  of  students  attending  the  courses  of  lectures,  and  qualifying  for  ^^^^0f 
the  diploma  of  Associate  of  the  College,  as  shown  in  the  statistics  of  the  students, 
secretary's  report.    This  rate  of  progress,  coupled  with  the  high  standaid 
of  proficiency  required  for  the  honours  and  the  diploma  of  the  college, 
testifies  to  the  steady  increase  in  public  appreciation  and  support  which 
the  institution  has  received.

Kght  meetbags  were  held  duiing  the  session  for  the  discussio 
subjects  connected  with  Science  and  Art. 

At  three  of  such  meetings  "  discourses  *'  on  some  previously  selected 
subject  were  delivered  by  members  of  the  Society,  on  which  occasions 
ladies  were  admitted;  the  remaining  evenings  being  reaenred  for  the 
reading  and  discussion  of  original  oommunicataons.

The  attendance  at  the  evening  meetings  amounted  to  958,  avenging 
119  on  each  evening. 

Botanical  Gardbk. 

The  maintenance  of  the  several  ranges  of  conservatories  in  an  efficient 
state  of  repair  has  been  effected  through  the  instrumentality  of  the 
Board  of  Public  Works,  by  whom  the  extensive  works  necessary  in  the 
palm-house  were  also  carried  out.  In  that  house  the  wooden  uptight 
and  horizontal  supporting  beams,  which  were  greatly  decayed,  have 
been  replaced  in  metal,  a  work  which  rendered  tompoiaiy  removal 
of  the  large  plants  and  the  exclusion  of  the  public  for  the  time  neoessarr. 
Since  the  completion  all  the  plants,  manv  of  which  were  supplied  witn 
new  tubes,  have  been  replaced  in  the  house,  and  are  fast  recovering 
from  the  injuries  received  in  the  progress  of  shifting  and  expoawe 
during  the  summer.  Two  of  the  la^s^  palms,  the  Se^oriMa  fifftrnt  of 
Australia*  and  the  Latamia  Borbomicm  of  the  Isle  of  Bouibon»  b«re 
perfected  their  seeds,  from  which  several  young  plants  have  been  raised. 

In  another  of  the  conservatories  the  Mangos-tree  (3/ea^ere  imSca 
has  again  produced  ripe  fruit,  and  the  diocoliSe-tne  {Tkeoii^mm  mc«o> 
has  also  again  fruited. 

The  filmv  ferns  (.including  the  hymenophylla  and  trichomanes)  arc 
growing  weU  in  the  house  erected  last  year  for  their  culture. 

The  fine  tree  ferns  now  in  the  garden  continue  to  make  satisfiMtQiT 
growth,  notwithstanding  the  difficulty  of  making  the  same  conditions 
and  temperature  exactly  suit  them  and  other  plants  with  whidi  they  are 
associated. 

Many  interesting  additions  have  been  made  to  all  departments  of  the 
garden  by  donations,  exchange,  and  purchase. 

The  journey  made  last  summer  by  the  Director  to  the  principal 
botanical  establishments  in  Belgium,  Switterland,  and  Germany,  afforded 
him  the  opportunity  of  obtaining  valuable  specimens. 

The  donations  were  all  reported  to  the  Society  at  the  several  dates  of 
their  being  presented,  the  names  of  the  donors  and  their  gifts  having 
been  published  in  the  Society's  Journal.     Thus,  002  parcels  of  seeds  and 
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326  Bpecias  of  plants,  besides  a  number  of  vaneties  for  beddin^-ont  niiwwiuil. 
porposes,  hanre  been  received ;  332  packages  of  seeds  and  341  species  of  ^ — 
plants  have  been  i^iven  in  ezcbange.  itOT^L*

Speci- 
mens have  been  supplied  for  illustration  of  the  lectures  delivered  in  the 
Royal  College  of  Science,  and  in  the  Queen's  College,  Gralway.  Plants 
are  also  reg^arly  sent  to  the  Society's  School  of  A^  and  the  Queen's 
Institute  obtain  specimens  on  application.

Natural  History  Musbum. 

Manv  impcitant  additions  have  been  made  to  the  several  departments  Natural  « 
of  the  Museum,  and  the  re-arrangemeDt  of  the  specimens  has  progressed  §|f^^. 
in  a  satisfactory  manner  (a  large  number  of  the  shells  and  fossils  have 
been  remounted,  a  task  which  is  constantly  necessary  in  order  that  the 
specimens  may  be  exhibited  to  the  best  advantage). 

The  collection  of  Mammalia  has  received  several  additions.  Sped- 
mens  have  been  secured  which  were  most  required  as  ^rpes  of  the  several 
orders.  Considerable  time  must,  however,  elapse  before  a  complete 
series  can  be  obtained ;  but  in  any  case,  want  of  space  will  prevent 
th«  exhibition  of  such  large  animaU  aa  the  camel,  giiaffe,  elephant, 
rhinoceros,  &c. 

Several  valuable  donations  have  been  received  for  this  section  of  the 
Museum,  as  follows : — ^The  skin  of  a  tiger,  from  Bagot  Blood,  Esq. ;  a 
fine  young  stag,  from  Lord  Castlerosse ;  and  the  skdeton  of  an  Indian 
elephant,  from  Mr.  Oldham,  Director  of  the  Ini^n  Geological  Survey. 

llie  arrangement  of  the  general  collection  of  Birds  according  to 
Mr.  Gray's  catalogue  has  been  proceeded  with,  and  in  the  course  of  a 
few  months  the  entire  will  have  been  re-cast  and  newly  labelled. 

The  collection  has  received  the  addition,  by  purchase,  of  over  200 
specimens  from  South  America. 

Amongst  the  more  important  donations  are  a  collection  of  Indian 
bird  skins,  collected  and  presented  by  R.  D.  Hime,  Esq.,  of  the  Bengal 
Civil  Service. 

The  collection  of  Native  Birds  has  been  arranged,  and  the  speciroens 
cleaned  and  re-labelled.  The  numerous  additions  it  has  received  by 
donation  and  purchase  have  gone  frff  towards  the  completion  of  the 
collection. 

Amongst  the  donors  for  this  section  may  be  enumerated  Captain  Donatioiu, 
Dover  and  Mr.  Warren,  jun. ;  Massy  Dawson,  Esq.,  of  Ballinaoourtd,  Jnrol»e^ 
Tipperary,  i^o,  at  the  suggestion  of  Phineas  Riidl,  Esq.,  presented  a 
specimen  of  the  American  Goshawk  {Astur  atracapilhu)  wuch  was  riioi 
at  the  fbot  ofithe  Galtee  mountains ;  this  is  the  met  instance  on  reoord 
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AppoiiizSU  of  the  bird  having  been  found  in  Ireland.    Anotiher  Teiy  me  bird,  Um 
—       Ruddy  Shiddnke  {Tadoma  ruHla)  was  presented  by  W.  6.  McGwiie, 
Bm^L^  Esq., which  had  been  shot  near  hie  residence,  Clonee  Houae,  in  tiw 
BuBLni     county  of  Waterford. 

^ociwrt.  j^  jm^  collection  of  Fishes  and  Reptiles  have  been  lately  purchased, 
and  the  specimens  having  been  mounted  in  glass  jars  are  nov,  for  want 
of  an  appropriate  place,  obliged  to  be  exhibited  along  with  specbaeaa 
of  fossils,  a  position  eminently  unscientiBc  and  unsatisikoton%  mit  whidi 
the  overcrowded  state  of  the  Museum  renders  inevitable.  Hits  sedioii 
of  tiie  Museum  has  received^  through  the  kindness  of  Captain  Dover, 
the  interesting  addition  of  a  perfect  skull  of  the  Oreo  ^{odia/or,  or 
'*  killer,''  which  had  becm  stnmaed  in  the  estuair  of  the  Moy. 

In  the  entomological  section  the  orthoptera  has  been  systematically 
arranged,  and  the  classification  of  the  foreign  lepidoptiim  and  coleoptera 
IB  in  progress.  Such  re-arrangement  was  necessary  in  consequence  of 
the  large  number  of  recent  acquisitions,  induding  750  spedmens  par* 
chased  from  the  well-known  collection  of  Mr.  Labrey,  of  Mandiestcr. 

The  British  collection  of  insects  has  also  been  considerably  angmentecl, 
chiefly  by  the  purchase  of  a  series  of  the  coleoptera. 

Exchanges,  by  which  insects  of  considerable  value  have  been  obtained, 
were  effected  with  Messrs.  Rippon,  of  Cambridge;  Andrews,  of  Nov 
York ;  Weymer,  of  Eberfds ;  and  many  donations  have  been  received 
from  Messrs.  G.  R.  Crotch,  Fetherston  H.,  E.  McDowell,  Cosgrave, 
and  others. 

A  number  of  insects  injurious  to  agriculture  have  on  several  oocanono 
been  sent  to  the  Officers  of  the  Museum  fur  identification,  applications 
which  have  all  received  due  attention. 

Tlie  ooncho<dogioal  section  haa  received  some  interesting  additions, 
especially  some  rare  moUusca  from  Tasmania,  in  exchange  witii  W. 
Legnncf,  Esq.,  of  Hobart  Town,  the  well-known  malacholognt,  for  other 
speomens. 

A  large  number  of  the  shells,  as  well  as  the  foaails,  have  been  re- 
mounted on  fresh  tablets. 

The  fine  collection  of  fossil  miocene  plants  brought  by  Contain 
Colomb,  R.N.,  from  Atanakerdluk,  in  the  Island  of  Diaco,  Greenland, 
and  latelv  described  by  Professor  Herr,  of  Zurich,  in  his  **  Flora  foaailis 
Arctica,  haa  been  arranged  and  mounted.  Thoee  being  typienl 
specimens  are  of  great  value  to  the  geological  student. 

A  large  number  of  fossil  fiah  from  the  Greensand  formation  of 
Westphalia,  induding  many  rare  and  valuable  spedes,  have  beem 
pnrcnased. 

A  series  of  fossils  from  the  Castiecomer  coal  fidd  haa  been  purdiaaed 
from  Mr.  Brownrigg,  and  forms  an  interesting  addition  to  the  speci- 
mens illustrating  the  carboniferous  formation. 

Some  excellent  sptecimens  of  the  Woodocrmms  from  the  carboniferous 
limestone  of  Yorkshire  have  been  secured  through  the  Wiwiiw^—  of  Lord 
Enniskillen. 

Dr.  Battersby,  the  eminent  conchologiat,  has  presented  a  fine  series  of 
Pliocene  fossils,  induding  many  new  spedes  discovered  by  himaelf  in  the 
neighbourhood  of  Cannes,  South  of  France. 

The  minermlogical  collection  haa  been  augmented  by  the  addition  of 
specimens  of  native  and  foreign  minerals,  which  cannot,  however,  be 
exhibited  for  want  of  suffident  space.  Considerable  ptogresa  has 
made  in  forming  a  special  collection  of  Irish  ores  and  minerala. 

The  Egvptian  mummy  presented  by  H.RU.  the  Prince  of  Wi 
has  been  placed  in  its  case,  and  is  now  exhibited  in  the  curved  oolonsde, 
where  another  mummy,  some  time  in  the  poasesdon  of  the  Society*  ia 
nmilany  displayed. 

As  before  observed,  many  difficulties  have  been  idt  in  maintaining  s 
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strictly  scientific  anangement  of  the  Museum ;  difficulties  which,  as  they  AppradiBH 
chiefly  arise  from  orercrowdiog,  will  become  every  year  more  pressing;       kbpost  ov 

The  Council  consider  it  to  be  their  duty  to  submit  the  following      Rotal 
report  of  the  Committee  of  Natural  History  on  this  subject : —  fS^nrr 

"  The  Committee  of  Natural  History  have  examined  into  the  con-  ^^^^  ^^ ' 
dition  of  the  Museum,  and  have  much  pleasure  in  reporting  to  the  Committee 
Council  of  the  Society  their  approbation  of  the  arrangement  made  by  on  arrange- 
the  Director  and  his  assistants  for  the  due  exhibition  of  the  objects  of  ^j^tsf 
interest  in  the  several  departments  of  the  Museum. 

"  These  arrangements  appear  to  the  Committee  to  be  as  perfect  as 
possible,  having  regard  to  tne  want  of  space  which  obliges  the  crowding 
together  of  many  of  the  specimens,  and  prevents  in  some  cases  the 
adoption  of  a  more  perfect  classification  of  the  objects  belonging  to  tho 
several  departments. 

**  Owing  to  this  want  of  space,  specimens  of  fishes  and  skeletons  of 
large  animals  are  necessarily  placed  in  juxta^position  with  fossil  remains 
in  the  basement  stoiy,  and  in  the  Museum  itself  skeletons  of  birds  have 
to  be  exhibited  alongside  the  collection  of  shells. 

"  Owing  to  the  same  cause  large  and  valuable  oollectiona  of  animals, 
insects,  fishes,  birds,  and  skins  of  animals,  cannot  be  exhibited  at  all, 
and  there  is  much  need  of  room  for  a  collection  of  types  of  the  lower 
animals. 

"  llie  Committee  impress  upon  the  Council  the  necessity  that  exists 
for  the  speedy  construction  of  a  new  Museum,  as  recommended  bv  the 
late  Commission  that  reported  in  favour  of  such  a  project ;  and  they  desire 
to  place  on  record  their  opinion  that  the  present  Museum  is  unfitted  in 
several  respects  for  the  uses  to  which  it  is  applied. 

"  In  addition  to  its  insufficient  dimensions  the  basement  stoiy  is  very 
imperfectly  lighted,  and  the  fine  ooUection  of  casts  of  fishes  and. of 
Saurian  fossils  is  rendered  useless  to  thepublic  firom  want  of  light. 

"  The  Committee  believe  that  the  Uouncil  of  the  Society  should 
demand  the  erection  in  Dublin  of  a  Natural  History  Museum,  on  a 
scale  worthy  of  being  called  national,  and  comparable  with  the  museums 
already  existing  in  London  and  Edinburgh." 

Library.

of  the  former  society,  whieh  took  place  in  Dublin  this  yev. 

FkM  CmUhaiUm  m  the  SmUh  oflrekmd  amd  West  ^Irekmd. 

The  Bum  voted  by  Ptartiament  for  promotinfr  a  knowledge  of  flax 
caltivation  in  tiie  South  and  West  of  Irdand,  was  for  wis  year's 
seryioe  reduced  to  1,000/^  with  the  intimation  from  the  Lords  of  the 
Treasuiy  that  no  farther  sum  would  be  recommended  as  a  grant  for 
this  object.  The  Committee  appointed  by  the  Royal  Dublin  Society 
and  the  Royal  Agricultural  Society  of  Ireland,  as  heretofore,  administered 
this  vote. 

Returns  show  that  a  decrease  in  the  acreage  of  land  under  flax  has 
taken  place  throughout  Ireland  to  the  extent  of  38,027  acres,  including 
a  decrease  of  1,684  acres  in  the  poor  law  unions  aupplied  by  the  joint 
committee  with  flax  instructors.

The  annual  examination  of  the  students  in  geometry  and  perspective 
and  fireehand  drawing  for  second  and  third  grade  prizes  were  ^eld  on 
the  evenings  of  the  1st  and  2nd  May,  at  which  182  students'  presented 
themselves  for  examination,  of  whom  114  were  successfuL    At  those  | 

examinations  65  second  grade  prizes  in  books  were  awarded. 

The  annual  national  competition  examination  was  held  in  London,  as 
usual,  to  which  183  students  sent  469  works,  when  2  bronze  medals  and 
3  prizes  in  books  were  awarded. 

The  examination  of  the  works  executed  in   competition  for  the  i 

Society's  medals  was  held  on  23rd  Deoember,  when  15  silver  and  23 
bronze  medals  were  awarded. 

The  exhibition  of  the  students'  works,  which  was  held  in  the  Christmas 
vacation,  was  visited  by  his  Excellency  the  Lord  Lieutenant  and  2,607 
of  the  general  public. 

The  meeting  for  the  distribution  of  prises  to  the  successful  students 
during  tiie  year  1870  took  place  on  the  28th  January,  on  which 
occasion  his  fixcellency  the  Lord  Lieutenant  presided. 
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Appendix H.  The  meeting  was  attended  by  7^  visitors.  A  free  lecture  on  the 
Fine  Arts  was  delivered  bj  Mr.  Henry  MacManus,  Honorary  Profeaaor 
of  the  Fine  Arts,  in  the  month  of  May,  at  which  72  persons  were 
present. 

In  the  month  of  December,  Dr.  MacAlister,  Honorary  Professor  of 
Artistic  Anatomy,  delivered  a  course  of  six  free  lectures.  The  attendance 
numbered  606,  avera^g  100  persons  at  each  lecture. 

After  the  termination  of  the  course  an  examination  was  hdd  in  the 
subiect  of  the  lectures,  and  one  first-dass  and  two  seoond-dass  ailTer 
meaals  were  awarded  to  the  best  answerers.

The  receipts  for  admission  to  the  safdens  during  the  year  are  in 
excess  ofHiose  during  the  Tear  1870  (deducting  the  adnusnons  due  to  the 
presence  of  ice),  by  about  190/.,  dwiwiugtlmt  the  public  have  appveeiflted 
the  efforts  of  the  council  to  increase  &e  aittractions  of  the  gardens  by 
the  addition  of  new  animals. 

During  Ihc  year  tiie  gardens  unfoitonately  were  deprived  of  a  source 
of  income  from  the  saJe  of  animals,  by  the  death  of  10  lion  cubs,  of 
whom  four  died  of  fever,  and  six  died  from  fltthue  of  their  mottier's 
milk. 

The  following  comparison  of  the  nmnben  md  cost  of  fseding  of  the 
carnivores  in  18^  and  1871  will  fliiow  ihe  osre  bestowed  on  the  economy 
of  the  gardens;  the  chief  credit  of  which  is  due  to  the  diligent 
attention  of  our  superintendent^  Mr.  Edward  Ciater.

The  cost  per  week  of  feeding  these  animals  was  5/.  14«.  9d,  in 
September  lo65,  and  only  41,  19f.  in  September  1871,  notwithstanding 
the  increase  in  the  number  of  animals  and  cost  of  food. 

Evening  scientific  meetinji^  of  the  society  were  held  in  March,  June, 
and  December,  in  conjunction  with  the  Royal  Geological  Society  of 
Irdandy  and  were  largely  attended  by  the  members  of  berth  societies.

Zg^eicAL  In  due  course  of  time  this  fine  and  docile  elephant  arrived  in  tbe 

Ibela^td'  gsrdens,  and  has  been  phK»d  in  the  elephant  and  camel  house,  which  ia 

now  permanently  fitted  up  with  hot-water  pipes  for  heating  the  three 

apartments  of  whidi  the  house  conosts. 

The  collection  of  Uamaa  in  the  gardens  now  consista  of  four  Damas 
and  three  guanachos,  and  arrangements  have  been  made  to  fotm  a 
llama  park  in  spring,  to  endose  six  of  these  beautiful  animals,  so  as  to 
exhibit  them  to  the  public  in  a  natural  state.  It  is  hoped  that  the 
llama  park  will  prove  an  attractive  fsature  of  the  gardens  during  the 
coming  year. 

The  council  recommend  the  society  to  elect  Mr.  William  Juat^ 
managing  director  of  the  Pacific  Steam  Navigation  Company,  as  an 
honotaiv  member,  in  consequence  of  the  vunable  services  he  has 
rendered  to  the  gwdens,  by  presenting  guanadios,  and  fiMahtating  the 
transport  of  valuable  animius  fiom  South  America. 

During  the  past  year  19  live  hones,  67  dead  cattle,  and  38  dead 
calves  and  sheep  were  presented  to  the  gardens  for  the  use  of  the 
animals.

Thr  Council  in  presenting  the  annual  report  of  the  proceedingt  of 
the  academy  is  glad  to  state  that  a  still  further  improvement  as  oo: 
pared  with  toe  results  of  the  last  two  years  is  evident. 

Since  the  18th  of  October  1870  the  academy  has  held  10 
meetings  and  12  meetings  of  Council. 

The  exhibition  opened  on  the  6th  of  March  and  remained  open  fat 
a  period  of  15  weeks ;  during  seven  weeks  it  was  open  in  the  evenings 
by  gasUght  at  a  reduced  charge  of  one  penny. 

Tnen  were  424  works  ez£bited.  The  exhibition  was  univenal^ 
admitted  to  be  much  beyond  the  aveimge  merit,  and  the  sales,  tlae 
Coundl  is  of  opinion,  show  a  decidedly  growing  taste  and  i^>pncbtkm 
of  Art 

The  number  of  season  tickets  sold  exceeded  by  148  those  purrhised 
in  the  exhibition  of  1870.  The  single  admission  tickets  at  one  shilling 
show  an  increase  of  2,068,  and  the  evening  admissions  an  increase  of 
8,505.  The  private  purchases  amounted  to  925/.,  which,  compared  with 
the  year  1870,  shows  an  increase  of  341/.,  and  the  sum  expended  by  the 
Art  Union  of  Ireland  amounted  to  125/.

Mr.  A.  J.  Mayne,  Mr.  J.  A.  Aitken,  Mr.  A.  Burke,  and  the  Hon. 
Lewis  Wingfield,  were  elected  aBsociaies,  and  Mr.  J.  B.  Brenan,  Mr. 
Thomas  Drew,  and  Mr.  Augustus  Burke  were  elected  constituent 
members. 

In  conclusion,  the  Council  have  pleasure  in  stating  that  by  strict  Seduction 
economy  and  the  improvement  in  the  receipts  of  the  exhibition,  they  <>'<^®^^- 
have  been  enabled  to  pa^  off  all  the  outstanding  accounts  of  former 
years,  and  almost  the  entire  of  the  current  debts.
